Chicago had its first touch of winter yes. 
terday and last night, and the weather prob- 
ably will not be much warmer today. Dur- 
ing the daylight hours there Was a range of 
only 4° in temperature, the high being 50 
and the low 46, but towards evening the mer- 
cury began to fall and the weather man’s 
announcement was that the thermometer 
would register 40° before morning. 

Today will be cool and fair, with northerly 
winds, becoming light and variable. Tomor- 
row’s weather is scheduled to be warmer 
with increasing cloudiness and probably 
showers, 

The forecast was for frost all through this 
section last night. City folks who a kept 
out late by business or pleasure. wore winter 
garments Indoors many gas-logs were 
lighted for the first time this fall. Likewise, 
for the first time since the summer season 
opened closed cars were the order on many 
of the street car lines after nightfall. It is 
said the plan hereafter, until cold weather 


becomes a settled fact, will be to run open 


cars during the daylight hours, if the 
weather is mild, and substitute closed cars 
on night runs.

COMMISSIONER STRUCKMAN AD- 
VISES SECESSION FROM COOK. 


He Advocates This as the Best Plan for 
Settling the Trouble Involved in 
the Proposition to Abolish Town- 
ship Organizsation—Law Affecting 
Such a Step—Resolutions Adepted 

: by the Meeting Opposing Town 
Abolition at the Present Time. 


County Commissioner Struckman has a 
plan for the settlement of the trouble in- 
volved in the proposition to abolish township 
organizations in Cook County, which he ad- 
vocated at a meeting of interested parties 
held yesterday at No. 106 Randolph street. 
He advised secession of the country towns 
from. Cook County, the surrender of present 
county property, and the formation of a new 
county, taking in the disaffected territory. 
The suggestion was heartily applauded. 

Should the County Board decide to sub- 
mit the question of the abolition of townships 
to the voters, and they should vote in favor 
of it,” said a resident of one of the county 
towns after the meeting, it is not unlikely 
an effort will be made to split Cook County 
in two. I know the question of secession has 
been seriously discussed, and favorably, too, 
in Cicero, and as it only takes a majority of 
voters in the disgruntled territory to put 
the division into effect, I think it would be 
accomplished.”

BUCKET-SHOP MEN BARRED FROM MAILS 


Postoffice Authorities Issue a Fraud 
Order Against Sixty Firms and 
Individuats in Chicago. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 19.—[Speclal. 
Acting upoh information obtained by a spe- 
cial inspector detailed for the purpose the 
Postoffice Department today issued an or- 
der directing Postmaster Hesing to with- 
hold mail matter addressed to a number of 
bucket-shop operators in Chicago and wher- 
ever possible to return the letters to the 
senders. This course.was determined upon 
in conjunction with the United States au- 
thorities at Chicago, wha had secured in- 
dictments against three score offenders. 
Many of them have left Chicago to avoid 
arrest and trial, a tip having been given 
them that the Postoffice Department would 
not permit them to use the United States 
mails any further for carrying on fraudulent 
enterprises. This action was taken under 
the same statute which prohibits the deliv- 
ery of mail matter to lottery companies or 
other fraudulent concerns, and it is said 
at the Postoffice Department that similar 
treatment will be accorded bucket shops and 
their operators in other parts of the United 
States. : , 

This is only the beginning of the end, so far 
as permitting them to conduct business 
through the medium of the United States 
mail. A mass of testimony was taken and 
submitted to the Postoffice Department, the 
court records of Chicago being relied upon 
to make out the cases against the person 
charged with using the mail for disseminat- 
ing literature intended to deceive unsuspect- 
ing people. 

It is the intention of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment to prosecute any and all violators of the 
law, and wherever the names of correspond- 
ents of these alleged fraudulent concerns 
can be obtained their mail and money will 
be returned to them. There is no middle

JOHN A. HENRICKS SAVES MONEY OF

The attempted robbery took place directly 
in.front-of the Hotel Florence, and the fusil- 
lade of revolver shots which Henricks and 
the would-be robbers fired at each other 
from close quarters nearly caused «a 
stampece in the hotel.

Eleetric Power Franchises Valued at 
$25,500,000 Are Secured at a 
Cost of Only $100, 


New York, Sept. 19.—{Spectal.]—~Chariton 
T. Lewis, Secretary of the Cataract General 


and closed the negotiations for the sale to 
an English syndicate of the subsidiary or- 
ganization called the Erie Canal Traction 
company for $3,000,000 in cash. The En- 
glishmen will only get a controlling interest 
in the Erie Canal Traction company, 55 per 
cent of the capital stock. 

The New-Yorkers who secured the fran- 
chise retain 45 per cent, thus fixing a value 
of about $5,500,000 on the franchise. The 


New-Yorkers also retain a still more valu- 


able part of the franchise that the State 
so generously gave away without price. 
That part ts the right to use the canal lands 
to transmit Niagara power to all the towns 
and cities along the line. 

This right the officers of the Cataract Gen- 
eral Electric company value at $10,000,000. 
The franchises granted at Niagara Falls 
are valued at $10,000,000 or more. The to- 
tal value, therefore, of the rights that have 
been given away to-this great Niagara com- 
bine is $25,500,000. 

The Cataract General Electric company 
is capitalized at $8,000, and has paid the 
State in return for the valuable franchises 
just $100, the price of incorporation papers. 
The new company will be organized with 
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four English and three American directors.

A temperature of 22 degrees is reported at 
Bismarck and of 24 degrees at Huron. Kill- 
ing frosts were reported this morning at 
Miles City, Moorhead, Huron, and Valen- 
tine; heavy frosts at North Platte and Du- 
luth; light frosts at St. Paul and Des Moines. 

It is probable that on Sunday morning 
this cool wave will give killing frosts and 
as low, if not lower, temperatures than 
before noted in Lower Michigan, Indiana, 
Illinois, Missouri, Oklahoma, and Indian 
Territory, although the present temperature 
is quite high. 

On Monday morning severe, killing frosts 
will probably be experienced in Western 
New York, Western Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
West Virginia, Kentucky, Arkansas, and 
Northern Texas, and frosts in Tennessee 
and northern portions of Mississippi and 
Louisiana.

PLAN 70 SECURE LAKE FRONT ACRES. 


Matthias Benner and H. M. La Follette 
Represent the Claimants Under 
an Old Indemnity Grant. 


— — — 


New claimants have arisen for the valuable 
tract of new-made land aff the Lake-Shore 
drive. Matthias Benner, ex-Chief of the 
“Chicago Fire Department, and II. M. La Fol- 
lette, a real estate agent, representing others, 
have begun proceedings by which they hope 
to take this much-fought-for prize out of the 
hands of everybody who has been identified 
hitherto with the battle for possession. 

The new scheme is to prove the land is 
the property of the government, and then 
take possession of it on the strength of an old 
land grant made to a Union man in Ken- 
tucky, whose property was destroyed by 
the soldiers during the war. 

Before Commissioner Lamoreaux of the 
General Land Office in Washington argu- 
ment was begun upon an application to enter 
about 160 acres of the best part of this 
tract on the lake front. The Chicago men 
are represented by numerous counsel. 

The claim was set up by the applicants 
that the land was not included in the original 
survey of the government in 1821, but that 
a small portion of it was platted by the pur- 
chaser of the abutting property, who filed 
the first plat of the land as an addition to 
Chicago, claiming the land then the lake 
front. There have been many accessions, 
they pointed out, by artificial and natural 
means since the survey. The applicants 
claim that the land is not now occupted and 
is at the disposal of the government.

The law provides that if a majority vote is 
cast in favor of the proposition the County 
Clerk shall make certificate to that effect to 
the Secretary of State, who shall in turn 
notify the Governor, who shall order an 
election of officers for the new county, 
Lengthy provisions are made for the ad- 
justment of law suits, the transfer of prop- 
erty, and the conduct of all public affairs. 

Plea for Cutting the Bonds. 

Commissioner Struckman in making his 
plea for the cutting loose of the ties which 
bind said: 

There is no doubt in my mind but that 
the County Board will yield at its next 
meeting and take the steps necessary to- 
ward abolishing tne towns. The matter 
is not a new idea, as it has been brought 
up before to my knowledge, and will, I. 
am sure, succeed. My advice is for us to 
take steps to form two counties out of the 
County of Cook, and 1 think the Legislature 
will do eo. If this is done our county will 
be the second county in the State in point 
of population and nearly first inarea. Let 
Chicago have all the property now belong- 
ing to the county and I don’t think it will 
be very long before we will have some little 
place in which to meet.“ 


Resolutions Heartily Indorsed. 

C. S. Cutting of Oak Park presented a reso- 
lution for adoption which was received en- 
thusiastically, and adopted unanimously. 
It reads: 

„ Whereas, An attempt is being made to 
deprive the people of the townships of Cook 
County of their right to control their own 
local affairs and to centralize the governing 
power of the county in a court-house ring 
instead of leaving it with the people; be it 

Resolved, That we are unalterably op- 
posed to the abolition of tewnship govern- 
ment at this time, and in the manner pro- 
posed, for the following reasons: 

“ First—It will deprive the county towns, 
against the unanimous protest of their citi- 
zens, of economical, efficient, and desirable 
local self-government. 

** Second—It will substitute deputies of the 
Sheriffand County Treasurer for local officers 
selected by the people, thus laying the foun- 
dation for a most offensive political ma- 
chine. . 

“ Third—Such substitution will more than 
double the cost Of local government to every 
rural district now organized as a township 
within the county. 

** Fourth—It will substitute for township 
organization a system designed for a few 
sparsely settled counties in Southern IIII- 
nois. A system wholly inadequate and un- 
suited to the great County of Cook. . 

* Fifth—It willi render impossible the levy 
and collection of most of the park taxes. 


‘* Sixth—It will render necessary, as all 


its friends have repeatedly admitted, a large 
amount of remedial and special legislation, 
which may never be obtained, and which, 
if reénacted, may be found either useless 
or unconstitutional, like much of the so- 
called reform legislation of the past. 

„ Seventh— While admitting its political 
power, we deny the moral right of the City 
of Chicago to force upon the county town- 
ships a form of local government which the 
people of those townships do not want. 

Resolved, That we ask the careful con- 
sideration of this question from the stand- 
point of the whole county by every voter 
of the city and country towns of Cook Coun- 
ty, and that we demand from the County 
Commissioners the most careful verifica- 
tion of the names of voters upon any peti- 
tion for the abolition of township organiza- 
tion which may be presented.“

Henricks In a Good Marksman. - 


marksman. Nearly everybody in Pullman 
knows of Henricks’ habit of carrying money 
to the early train, but few people knew he 
carried a revolver. 

Henricks started for the depot with a sack 
of money at 5 o’cloek, just as day was 
dawning. He walked from the Arcade 
Building down Pullman avenue, which passes 
but a few rods from the Hotel Florence. 
In one side of the avenue is a park, and 
between the sidewalk and the avenue road- 
way is a line of thick shrubbery, and there 
are also shrubs on the park side of the walk. 

Henricks was just opposite the hotel, with 
the sack of money in his right hand and the 
revolver in his right side pocket, when two 
men, one tall and thin and the other short 
and heavy, and apparently the younger, 
jumped out of the bushes at the left, almost 
directly in front of him. Each of the men 
carried two revolvers, which they aimed at 
Henricks’ head. Both wore handkerchiefs 
over their faces. As the men aimed their 
guns at Henricks’ head the taller of them 
said: 

Come, throw up your hands and avoid 
any trouble.“ 

Henricks says he had been thinking of any- 
thing but highwaymen, but the command to 
throw up his hands brought his mind back 
to Pullman and the fact that he carried a 
loaded 32-caliber revolver as well as a sack- 
ful of money. 


Fires on the Robbers. 


He quickly changed the canvas sack.to 
his left hand, pulled the revolver from his 
pocket, raised it, and fired at the head of the 
taller of the two men. It was too dark to 
see clearly, and evidently the bullet did not 
take effect. At the same instant that Hen- 
ricks fired the man he was aiming at did 
likewise, and a bullet whizgzed past Hen- 
ricks’ head. The shorter of the two men 
then fired also, and a second bullet just 
missed its mark. Henricks then fired two 
more shots at the two robbers, who stood 
nearly in line. One of the shots, he thinks, 
may have taken effect, 

After again ordering Henricks to throw 
up his hands, and finding that they were 
not obeyed, both of the men broke for the 
shrubbery just as several persons who had 
heard the firing came in view. 

Standing at the edge of the carriageway 
was a horse and open buggy, which the two 
men evidently had placed in readiness to 
escape, and for this they made. 


Holds the Crowd at Bay. 


Still holding his revolver in his hand and 
aimed in the direction of the. gathering 
crowd, the taller of the two men stood in the 
buggy to keep off pursuers, while his com- 
panion whipped the horse and drove rapid- 
ly northward. Within two minutes the bug- 
gy had disappeared. 

Henricks immediately ran to the Hotel 
Florence aid telephoned to the Kensington 
Police Station. The patrol wagon, with Po- 
licemen Hogan and Markey, was sent to 
Pullman at once, but Henricks, owing to 
the excitement and the dim light, was able 
to give but a meager description of the two 
men. All that had been seen of the horse 
and buggy was that the animal was a bay or 
sorrel and the buggy an open one. 

The police worked on the case all day, but 
were unable to obtain anything like a clew. 
During the day it was rumored that the 
buggy with the two men had been seen in 
the same place several mornings in succes- 
sion, but this could not be confirmed.

In 
t 7 ph rooms of the great daily news- 
papers; in the bustling temples of trade and 
exchange; in every artery of commerce and 
industry; in every city, towh, village, and 
hamlet along the 180,000 miles of railroads; 
in thousands of isolated highways and by- 
ways the telegrapher has become indis- 
pensible. Consequently there is no more 
unerring indicator to an observing one of the 
prosperity of a people than is furnished in 
the daily routine of the telegraph office. A 
great many of us have become studious ob- 
servers during the last three and one-half 
years. When the people are prosperous, 
notwithstanding the fact that electricity 
moves at a speed of 288,000 miles per second, 
we have no idlers in our ranks; we make full 
time and a great deal of extra. I regret to 
say that since the Wilson bill became a law 
in many instances we have not been able to 
make full time and only at rare intervals 
have we made ‘extra’ in microscopic 
amounts. 

The fact of the matter is, we, in common 
with a great many other wage-earners, have 
fully concluded that we don’t want any 
more Democratic experiments, such as free 
trade and tariff for deficit only and unful- 
filled promises of unprecedented prosperity.

“Such a demonstration as this would not 
be possible if the people of the country were 
not profoundly sensible of the dangerous 
menace which is presented in the national 
contest of this year.

ou want to defeat the effort which is now 

eing assfduously made to destroy the credit 
and currency of the country, and also be- 
cause, loving law and order, you want to 
stamp out the spirit of lawlessness and 
repudiation which now threaten*it. [Ap- 
plause and cries of That's what we will 
do:“! Your active interest in this contest 
for good politics, good government, good 
morals, and good money will be helpful in 
every part of the country and.inspiriting to 
the friends of good government everywhere. 

Railways and Civilisation. 

“The railway is the mightiest factor of 
modern civilization. If one proof above any 
other has been asked for the superiority of 
the United States above any other country 
of equal or approaching territory, I know 
of no better evidence than the fact that of 
the 427,000 miles of railroad in the world 
we have nearly 200,000 miles in this great re- 
public. [Applause and cries of Good.“ 
To trace their history during the last twenty 
years would be to write the progress of the 
country itself, so Intimately are they asso- 
clated. To say that they have cost $9,000,- 
000,000, employ 1,000,000 men with 30,000 lo- 
comotives, 27,000 passenger cars, and over 
1,100,000 other cars, that their capital stock 
is $4,640,000,000 with funded debts of 4,800. 
000,000, yearly traffic earnings of $1,000,000, - 
000, net earnings $318,000,000, and dividends 
$84,000,000 annually, conveys but a faint 
idea of how fully they enter into every line 
of business and affect directly or indirectly 
the great masses of our people. Not only are 
lives constantly in their keeping, but every 
year they are more and more essential to 
our subsistence, convenience, dnd comfort. 
[Applause.] 

The greatest tribute which can be paid 
to the railway men of the country is that 
high degree of care and attention and skill 
which they give to the service, performing 
the most delicate and responsible duties, 
engaged in a business in which both life 
and property are involved, where heedless- 
ness or carelessness would sacrifice either 


or both, and yet the percentage of loss is 
merely nominal in both cases. 


Faithfulness of Employes. 


We have nearly nine times greater mile- | 


age of railways in the United States than 
England, and yet, despite the complaints 
that our roads are loaded down with debts 
they can never pay, the entire railway cap- 
ital of this country is but two and one-third 
times that of England. But it is not so much 
the remarkable enterprise of our railroads, 
beth in equipment and extension, that im- 
presses us, as it is the safety and efficiency 
in every branch of the service. In sunshine 
or storm, in drought or flood, fair weather or 
foul, the ‘ faithfulness to death’ at what- 
ever peril or cost of railroad employés can 
always be relied upon as firmly as we can de- 
pend upon any human agency. [Cheering.| 
Not only are skill and endurance required in 
their exacting duties, but the greatest watch- 
fulness and fidelity and often the keenest in- 
telligence to think and act instantly under 
circumstances the most perilous and trying. 
[Applause and cries of That's right, 
Major.“ 

The State of Ohio is a network of rail- 
roads, and busy ones, too, when the business 
of the country is at all what it ought to be— 
when the business of the country is prosper- 
ous. [Applause and cries of Right you 
are.“ ] Our service is as efficient as that of 
the other States, but no exception to the rule, 
and yet the railroads of Ohio carried 8,500,000 
1 in 1893-94 without the loss of a 

ife. [Great applause and cries of Good. 
good.“ Their earnings decreased $22,893,(00 
last year, but there has been no abatement 
in their endeavor to fully provide for the 
comfort and safety of the traveling public: 
nor has there been the average decrease in 
employment of their.trained employés that 
has affected them in common with all the 
other great business interests of the coun- 
try. [Applause.] 

Heedless of Personal Danger. 

1 have said that railroad men are cool 
and collected, brave and vigilant in the dis- 
charge of their duties [great applause], and 
surely greater praise could not be given them 
than this. ‘ Faithful unto death’ has been 
truly written of many a brave engineer, 
conductor, or brakeman, who perished 
rather than abandon his train when that 
was possible at the expense of others. 
[Great applause and cries of That's 
right.“! So worthy are these devoted serv- 
ants of the public, so watchful that rall- 
way accidents are said by competent au- 
thority to be neither as frequent nor fatal 
as other modes of transportation. 

In the great State of Illinois and the 
great City of Chicago are nearly 11,000 miles 
of railway. I have read the official state- 
ment of your Railroad Commissioners, and 
in the year ending July 30, 1894, Including 
the immense traffic of the World's Fair, the 
greatest ever known to date, only sixty-five 
lives were lost. [Great cheering.] Truly 
the laborer is worthy of his hire’ and is 
faithful to employer and the public: and, 
my fellow-citizens, I am glad to say that the 


wages of the railroad men are larger by. 


double in this country than in any other 
country of the world. [Great applause and 
cries of That's right.“ 

“ Your spokesman has justly observed that 
no body of Americans have greater interest 
at stake in the pending political campaign 
than the railroad men, who are everywhere 
taking the liveliest interest in the proper 
settlement of the great principles involved in 
it. [Applause.] 

Effect of Free Silver on Wages. - 

The triumph of free silver would mean to 
you, as the adoption by Mexio has meant 
to the railroad employés of that country, a 
decrease in the purchasing power of the 
money in which they are paid of fully one- 
half, with comparatively no increase in 
wages. [Cries of We don’t want it and 
we will not have it.“ Not only that, but 
it would mean inevitably decreased employ- 
ment and general distress. A 50-cent dol- 
lar, employés of the railroad companies, 
will no more add to your earnings. than 
the railroads would add to their traffic by 
diminishing the size of their cars.

Men did not believe in the accuracy 
of the statement and waited until it was 
verified by the newspapers or the return- 
ing delegates. [Laughter and applause.] 
Perhaps the news was surprising where a 
different result was so confidently expected; 
but it illustrates the credulity of the times 
and the lack of confidence in scientific ac- 
curacy. Contrast this lack of faith with the 
faith of the old man, whom, it is reported, 
having learned to read the clickings of the 
wires, waited patiently at the telegraph 
office in Chicago for many hours for news 
from Appomattox, and when at last the 
wires were clicking the news from Wash- 
ington that Lee had surrendered, he sprang 
to his feet with the happy exclamation, 
which proved to be his last words, Now 
I can die happy!’ [Great cheering.] 


Genius Greater than Law-Givers. 
Congress gave very scant ald to the great 
invention, and some of the other statesmen 
at that time laughed to scorn a proposition 
to make a small appropriation for connecting

line, saying it was chimerical and could not 
be done. [Laughter.] And yet they lived 
to see such lines practically girdle the globe. 
[Applause] American genius and enter- 
prise, wiser than the law-givers; was soon 
extending wires everywhere until now I be- 
lieve it is estimated that the American lines 
extend . for 250, miles, with 800,000. miles 
of ‘wire, 26,000 offices, and 42,000 employés.

McKinley Talks to a Delegation of 
Cincinnati Commercial Travelers. 
To the commercial travelers of Cincinnati, 

after felicitous personal greetings, Maj. 

McKinley said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Commercial Travelers’ Association of Cin- 
cinnati: It gives me peculiar pleasure and 
satisfaction to meet and greet you here at 
my home. I quite indorse all of the splendid 
things that have been said by your spvukes- 
man, and I wish that every man in the coun- 
try might be able to read them. He speaks 
in the right spirit, for the right principle, 
which lies at the foundation of our future 
prosperity and the future honor ef our coun- 
try. {Applause.] 

“It gives me great pleasure to welcome 
you here to Canton and to my home, a pleas- 
ure enhanced by my acquaintance with 
many of you personally, and the fact that 
you come from the chief city of our dear old 
State, which we all love so well, and whose 
good is always one of our first thoughts and 
aims. Cincinnati has been a famous city 
in the history of the Mississippi Valley, 
which, to my mind, will become, if indeed 
it has not already become, the seat of the 
proudest empire of any eqyal territory on 
the face of the globe. 

“Tf to the six great States, including 
Minnésota, which originally were comprised 
in the old Northwest Territory, of which Cin- 
cinnati was the capital, you add the rapidly 
growing States beyond the Mississippi and 
east of the Rocky Mountains and those to 
the south of the Ohio and between it and the 
Gulf and contrast their present popuiation 
and importance with what it was in 1860 to 
1870, even the most cursory examination will 
be full of interest and suggest possibilities 
for the future of the most amazing char- 
acter. 

“The Trouble in this country is that we 
have not enough to do for our people.

We 
had every man employed in this country in 
1892 at the best wages that had ever been 

id to any workingman in the world. What 
s the matter now? [Voice: ‘*‘ Why, the mills 
are shut down.’’) It is the same country and 
the same splendid population, the same 
factories, the same energy and enterprise 
and skill that we had four years ago—what’s 
the matter with the country now, commer- 
cial men of Cincinnati? [Cries: Lack of 
confidence.“ 


Need for Restoration of Confidence. 


„It is the lack of confidence you all with 
one voice say, and why this lack of confi- 
dence, I ask you commercial men of Cincin- 
nati? What we want this country in the 
first instance, is a restoration of confidence; 
you are right about that—and the only way 
to have confidence in the government and 
among the people is for the government to 
have a revenue policy that will supply 
enough money to pay its expenses. [Ap- 
plause.}] You cannot ‘create confidence 
among the people if you have no confidence 
in the public Treasury. Our dollars now are 
all full and sound and all we want is an op- 
portunity to earn them. [Vociferous cheer- 
ing and cries of That's right.“ ] How can 
this be secured? [A voice, “ Elect Mc Kin- 
ley.“] Well, I do not know what you may 
think about it, but I believe the best way to 
restore prosperity to the people of the United 
States is to do all our work at home, at the 
American scale of wages and on the basis of 
American institutions and ideals, fully recog- 
nizing the nevessity of a free, enlightened, 
and dignified citizenship. 

** Cincinnati, the Queen City of the West 
[great applause], has pointed the way for the 
right to all the people of the great Mississippi 
Valley in many important contests. In the 
old time her influence was great in the first 
uprising of the people of the West for 
national money and a protective tariff in the 
days of William Henry Harrison.

If 16 ounces 
of silver were worth in the markets of the 
world as much as one ounce of gold the silver 
barons: of the Rocky Mountains would not 
care a fig whether a dollar of silver was ever 
coined or not. They never agitated that 
question until the enormous production of 
silver in the world made it cheap. We should 
all thank Gov. Altgeld for boldly avowing 
that the American dollar must be scaled 
down 30 per cent. All his associates want 
this, but he alone has been honest enough 
to frankly state it. ¢ 

When Alexander Hamilton and Thomas 
Jefferson devised the American coinage sys- 
tem their first thought was to learn. the 
exact ratio of silver to gold in the markets 
of the world, and fixed American coinage 
upon the true commercial ratio. But tell 
a Rocky Mountain baron that he may have 
free coinage of silver at the true commercial 
ratio of 32 to 1 an*‘he is white with rage in 
a moment. Why? Because that is an hon- 
est proposition, and cheats nobody; because, 
in other words,.he wants the government to 
stamp, not the truth, but a lie, upon each 
50 cents’ worth of his product. 


Puts the Case Practically. 


Let me put the case practically: We now 
have a gold dollar worth 100 cents. The 
silver king presents 50 cents worth of silver 
and says: ‘I want Uncle Sam to lie for me 
and say this 50 cents is a dollar, just as good 
as a gold dollar.’ He knows if he tells the 
world that the world will not believe him; 
therefore, he wants the government to do 
his lying for him, and to stamp these lies 
indelibly upon his silver product. That, 
my friends, is the bald proposition which 
the bonanza king, in fact, makes to the 
American people, and which the Socialistic 
end of the Democratic party, under the lead 
-of Mr. Altgeld, has exalted into a great new 
issue which is to save the Democratic party 
from the gloom of defeat. That is the new 
light that dawned at Springfield less than 
wo months before the Peoria convention 
nd dispelled the gloom that was filling the 
State offices. 
+ “The free silver people propose, in effect, 
that the mints of the United States shall 
turn out counterfeit money. We punish 
‘eriminals for stamping lies upon metal and 
passing it for honest money. When the Gov- 
ernment of the United States turns counter- 
feiter, how can it ever again punish the 
other rascals and criminals who counter- 
feit American coin? 


Suggests an Easier Way. 


“Since the real object of the silver men 
is to make dollars out of half dollars, I 
suggest there is a less cumbersoome method 
than that proposed to accomplish the pur- 
pose. No new silver is needed. Instead of 
substituting a cheap silver dollar for the 
present standard gold dollar, let Congress 
pass a law that every gold coin of the 
United States now in existence shall be a 
legal tender for just double its face value. 
This would cut all the despised gold dol- 
lars, which are the basis of our currency 
system, in two, making two dollars out of 
every one. Every gold dollar would then be 


doliars; every eagle would be twenty dol- 
lars; and every double eagle would be forty 
dollars. Thus the amount of gold money 
would be doubled by the magic of a legisla- 
tive fiat. No raw material would be wasted 
in the operation and no time would be lost. 
It would require years to gather up three 
billions of silver bullion from all over the 
world and convert it into coin. Let us do 
it all by one master stroke of legislative 
wisdom, thus securing the real object de- 
sired without a day’s delay. The silver 
kings might object, but of course Altgeld 
and Hinrichsen are mot caring for them. 
These patriots are working for the ‘ dear 
people.’ 
Debts Not Contracted in Silver. 


“Those who want dollars made out of 
half dollars justify the dishonesty of the plan 
by saying: The debts of the country were 
contracted on a silver basis, and that the 
gold dollar has been doubled in value. Gov. 
Altgeld said in his Peoria speech: ‘ When 
you pay a creditor in the same kind of 
money as he gave you, you are doing every- 
thing which God or man can demand at your 
hands.’ This statement was loudly cheered. 
Most Populistic declarations provoke noise 
rather than reflection. But, my friends, 
there is not one word of truth in the state- 
ment that any of the present creditors 
loaned or that any of the present debtors 
borrowed silver dollars. Business has not 
been done in the United States on a silver 
basis in fifty years. There is not a debt now 
existing that was contracted upon a silver 
basis. This claim that the present indebted- 
ness of the country was contracted in silver 
and that creditors are now extorting a more 
valuable money in payment than what they 
gave is a falsehood pure and simple, in- 
vented to support a bad cause. One large 
fact destroys the whole argument, and that 
fact is this: In 1873, when the act was passed, 
the silver dollar was worth three cents more 
than the gold dollar. If silver was then the 
standard debts of that period ought, accord- 
ing to Altgeld, to be paid at the rate of 103 
cents gold on the dollar. 


Creditors Not All on Wall Street: 


„ Populistiec Democrats all believe that 
voters are fools. They tell these voters 
that the creditors of the country all do 
business in Wall street or London and are 
all millionaires. What is the real fact? 
Every man who does a day’s work, without 
pay in advance, is a daily creditor; every 
man who works by the month is a monthly 
creditor: every man who sells a pound of 
butter or a yard of cloth becomes, to that 
extent, a creditor; every farmer who sells 
corn or pork is a creditor until he is paid, 
and he is never paid until his corn or pork 
is delivered. The business of the country is 
practically done upon credit. There is no 
day upon which the domestic business of 
the country does not show billions of dol- 
lars represented in balances upon the debit 
and credit sides of the myriad business 
ledgers of the country. The public debts 
are a mere drop in the bucket compared 
with the private debts and credits of the 
country, which represent the daily and 
weekly and monthly transactions of 71,- 
000,000 of people. 

‘A disturbance of the standard of value 
would not be honest even if it cheated none 
but millionaires. I hope the time has not 
come when a man may be cheated by law 
in this country, because he happens to own 
something. That is socialism, pure and 
simple. But, as a matter of fact, a lower- 
ing of the present monetary standard 50 
per cent, as proposed, would cheat almost 
every American citizen who did not enjoy 
the good fortune to be in the poorhouse 
when the change is made. 

Most Debts of Recent Contraction. 


„A further fiction of the Populistic Demo- 
souk’ is that all debts of this country were 
contracted away before 1873. As a 
matter of fact, not 1 per cent of the present

“That is not all. Many men who were 
debtors In 1878 have prospered and have now 
by honest industry become creditors. Thank 
God, there is no permanent creditor class or 
debtor class in the United States. The act 
of 1873, falsely called a crime, is now to be 
righted by cheating millions of the same 
men a second time. They were cheated, so 
Altgeld says, in 1873 as debtors and must 
now be cheated again as creditors. I say, 
God deliver this fair land from such social- 
istic justice and fair dealing!

“Dollars are not usually objected to be- 
cause they buy too much bread.

Gov. Altgeld for himself. I assert that four 


years ago now, after the act of 1873 had 
been in operation twenty years, the labor of 
the United States, skilled and unskilled, was 
commanding higher wages, measured by the 
despised gold dollar of the Wall street 
millionaires, than labor ever got before in 
the history of this world. Blazon this great 
fact on your banner and let sophistry, hum- 
bug, and socialism rub it out if they can. 
You say gold dollars are 200-cent dollars. 
Very well! American wage-earners got 
more of them for a day’s work than they 
ever got of your cheaper dollars. Let some 
one explain, if he can, how the wage-earner 
Was injureg by the act of 1873 so long as 
Republican policies prevailed.

hey say nrst they will so reorganize the 
Federal courts that they may be compelled 
by public clamor to make decisions to suit 
the changing passions of the rabble. We 
meet that issue and say: Our courts are the 
bulwarks of liberty and order; they shall be 
respected and sustained, and no Populistic 
mobs shall ever dictate their judgments. 


Again, they say the National Executive 


shall not go into a State to enforce national 
laws, when their operation is interrupted 
by mobs, until the Governor of such State 
sends the President a perfumed note of in- 
vitation. We meet that issue and say: 
Wherever national authority goes under the 
Constitution, there Federal bayonets may 
go also, to compel respect for that authority, 
whether a State rights Governor likes it or 
not. We shot Calhounism to death more 
than thirty years ago, under the leadershiv 
of Lincoln and Grant, and it shall never be 
resurrected to further the schemes of An- 
archists and repudiators. : 

Finally, these men propose to repudiate 
by law one-half the obligations of the coun- 
try. On that issue also we meet them and 
say: The dishonor of repudiation shall never 
stain the escutcheon of the land of Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, and Lincoln.

Ask the 
great God who made men with their infinite 
differences in the power to make and to save 
The inequalities of men in thrift, industry, 
and frugality can never be rectified by any 
plan of socialistic leveling. Man can be in- 
duced to labor only by guaranteeing to him, 
individually, the fruits of his labor. If he 
grows rich by industry or by superior finan- 
cial management what he gets is his own, 
and no howling demagogue has a right to 
take ft from him or to incite against him 
those who have been less prosperous or fort- 
unate, 


Sages Have Predicted Our Downfall. 


“The sages of the world have long pre- 
dicted that in some time of great depression 
in this country demagogues would arise and 
would place themselves at the head of dis- 
satisfied mobs and destroy American insti- 
tutions. Such was also the prediction of 
Lord Macaulay. We have always answered 
such predictions by saying that education 
and the self-restraint imposed by intelli- 
gence and virtue would save our institutions 
from destruction. Now we are to test our 
theories. The blatant and lawless dema- 
gogue has gone forth to inflame the people 
by. tryirfg to make them believe they are 
oppressed. Appeals are made to passion, 
and it remains to be seen whether a majority 
of the American people will go with this 
demagogue into the dark valley of repudia- 
tion and dishonor. For my part, I do not 
belteve they will. 

„An attempt has been made to show a 
saving of the people’s money under Demo- 
cratic management in the last four years in 
this State, but this, like other Democratic 
claims, does not bear examination. Gov. 
Altgeld took the State Government in Jan- 
uary, 1893, with a working balance in the 
State Treasury of about $3,000,000. The re- 
ceipts of the Altgeld administration, from 
taxes levied on property and from other 
sources of revenue, have been greater than 
ever known in the history of the State, and 
yet we have had the spectacle of an empty 
Treasury, and our State institutions have 
been living from hand to mouth on borrowed 
money.

Altgeld and Fifer Compared.

ceipts from all other sources (estimating 
receipts from other sources of the last two 
years the same as for the first two) Amount 
to, exclusive of school tax, the enormous 
sum of $12,821,415, or $2,375,660 more than 
the total revenue of the last Republican 
administration under Gov. Fifer. This 
shows the amount that the Altgeld admin- 
istration has either already gotten or is 
soon to get, from the people, to defray pub- 
lic expenses for four years; and, when we 
add to this the $3,000,000 balance in the 
Treasury when the Democratic party be- 
gan business we naturally wonder why 
Democrats require so much more money to 
run the State for four years than was re- 
quired by any former administration in the 
thirty-six years of Republican control. 
“Another great fact also forces itself upon 
our attention when contemplating these fig- 
ures, and that is this: Why is it that, in the 
face of these enormous revenues exacted 
from the people, the State Treasury was 
the close of last

has done—namely: obliterated the Repub- 
lican surplus and created a Democratic de- 
ficit, and this deficit, be it noted, arose in 
the midst of the most abundant revenue 
ever exacted by taxation from the people of 
Illinois.

EX-SENATOR HAS A MONSTER AUDI- 


ENCE AT MILWAUKER, | 


He Arraigns the Chicage Nominees and 
Platform and Accuses Gov. Altgeld 
of Dictating the Plank Denouncing 
the President for Protecting Prop- 
erty During the Rallway Riot— 
Praise for Palmer and Cleveland 
Draws Cheers from the Crowd. 


Miwaukee, Wis., Sept. 19.—[Special.}—Ex- 
Senator John C. Spooner opened the cam- 
paign here tonight with a speech at a 
monster mass-meeting at Schlitz Park. 
There were 8,500 people in the hall, and fully 
1,500 were turned away unable to gain an 
entrance. There was a parade of some of 
the Republican marching clubs of the city 
previous to the meeting in which fully 1,500 
men, mostly mechanics, participated. The 
meeting was extremely enthusiastic. Mr. 
Spooner attacked the Chicago platform in 
all of its essential points, and characterized 
it as treasonable and fraught with the most 
dangerous doctrines, which, if put into ef- 
fect, would ruin our country’s honor and 
integrity. He praised the gold Democrats 
for their bravery in breaking away from 
their party. When he named Bragg, Vilas, 
Palmer, and Cleveland as the leaders of the 
Democratic party the mention of each name 
—＋ the signal for loud applause. He said 


part: 

The Chicago platform is a masterpiece 
ofinfamy. There are three planks in it any 
one of which is sufficient of itself to condemn 
it in the mind of any patriotit American. 
The first is the one which says that there is 
no power in the President of the United 
States or in Congress to enforce the laws so 
as to protect property in a sovere State. 
That plank was dictated by Gov. tgeld be- 
cause the President dared to uphold the law 
in the State of Illinois. It was on this theory 
that the war of 1861 was brought on, and on 
it John A. Dix gave his famous command, 
„That is the United States flag; if any one 
dares tear it down, shoot him on the spot.’ 
[Great applause. ] 

That platform which declares the ‘gov- 
ernment canpot enforce the law in Illinois 
without the permission of Gov. Altgeld is no 
more or less than treason.“ 

Mr. Spooner then referred to the plank 
relative to the Supreme Court, saying it pro- 
posed to “reform that honored body so 
that it could be packed in the interests of 
politicians. The courts are the safeguards 
of the people, and should not be made the 
football of politics 

The third proposition in the platform to 
which I take exception,” he continued, “ is 
the one which says the President shal! not 
in times of peace issue interest-bearing 
bonds. This was placed there for the pur- 
pose of criticizing President Cleveland for 
issuing bonds to maintain the surplus. If he 
had not done so the surplus would have been 
scattered to the winds. This would mean 
the loss of national honor and the placing of 
the country on a silver basis.

HOKE SMITH IN THE CAMPAIGN. 

Speech by ‘the Ex-Secretary on Money 
and Taxation. 

Dalton, Ga., Sept. 19.—The Hon. Hoke 
Smith, ex-Secretary of the Interior, spoke 
here today at a political rally. His address 
was delivered to one of the largest audiences 
of the campaign. Mr. Smith referred to a 
former visit to Dalton two years ago, at 
which he spoke in behalf of sound curren- 
cy and urged that the Democratic national 
platform should not approve the free coin- 
age of silver. 

Mr. Smith stated that he would not be can- 
did did he fail to say today that his views 
upon the financial question remained un- 
changed, and he regretted he could not in- 
dorse this part of the platform adopted at 
the Chicago convention.

It would be unwise to quit the 
party on account of opposition to a single 
plank in the platform. So far as those were 
concerned who had taken a part in the fight

Mr. Smith briefly discussed that portion of 
the Chicago platform which dealt with the 
subject of raising revenue.

SENATOR LINDSAY AT LOUISVILLE. 
Speaks at the Gold Democratic Ratifi- 
cation Meeting. 

Louisville, Ky., Sept. 19.—The second large 
meeting of national Democrats brought a 
crowd of enthusiastic followers of Palmer 
and Buckner that tried the capacity of Music 
Hall. The occasion was the fatification of 
the nominations made by the Indianapolis 
convention, and the event of the evening was 
a speech by Senator Lindsay. 

George M. Davie, Chairman of the State 
committee, called the gathering to order and 
introduced the speakers. Col. John R. Fel- 
lows and Gen. Buckner occupied prominent 
seats and addressed the crowd. Both met 
enthusiastic receptions. 

Senator Lindsay’s effort was notable in 
this State because it was his first public ap- 
pearance in the campaign and was expected 
to be his principal speech. His argument of 
the financial question was exhaustive. 


PRINCE BISMARCK ON BIMETALLISM. 


He Thinks the Time Is Opportune for 
an International Agreement. 

Dallas, Tex., Sept. 19.—In a speech tonight 
Gov. Culberson read correspondence be- 
tween himself and Prince Bismarck in rela- 
tion to the financial question. Bismarck 
says this is the hour when it would be ad- 
visable to bring about between the nations 
chiefly engaged in the world’s commerce a 
mutual agreement in favor of the establish- 
ment of bimetallism.

RAIN PURSUES HIM TO BALTIMORE. 


Bryan Makes Twe Speeches and Re- 
turns to Washington. 

Baltimore, Md., Sept. 19.—W. J. Bryan 
spoke here tonight to two of the largest 
crowds ever present at a political meeting in 
this city. His first speech was made in the. 
open air and an immense crowd was in at- 
tendance, The second was held in Music 
Hall, the largest auditorium in Baltimore, 
and the house was packed until women faint- 
ed and many had to be removed before the 
speaking could proceed. This arose from the 
fact that the local committee had issued tick- 
ets to the number of almost 15,000, when the 
capacity of the house is scant 3,500. 

Mr. reached here in a lal car 
on the Pennsylvania railway from Washing- 
ton at 7:45 p. m., and was ven direct to a 
temporary platform erected in the plaza on 
Mount Royal avenue, in front of the new 
station of the Baltimore and Ohio railway. 
He reached the platform about 8 o’clock and 
was greeted with a tremendous cheer from 
thousands who had gathered there in an- 
ticipation of his coming. 

Just as he bared his head in acknowledge- 
ment of the greeting a slight rain began to 
fall, which increased to a brisk shower as 
he proceeded. His voice was not clear, the 
strain of the last few days having evidently 
told upon it. Pale of face, with great beads 
of perspiration standing upon his forehead, 
Mr. Bryan created the impression of a man 
who had tested his powers of endurance to 
their fullest capacity. 

His speeches were mainly a repetition of 
those he has made during his tour through 
the South and were frequently interrupted 
by demands from the audience for Some- 
thing about McKinley and other subjects. 
His first address lasted barely twenty min- 
utes, after which he repaired to Music 
Hall, whither as many of the crowd as 
could get In followed him. He was accom- 
panied in the train and escorted to the plat- 
form by a committee, of which Senator Gor- 
man was a member. 

At the conclusion of his speech at Music 
Hall Mr. Bryan returned to Washington. 


MR. BRYAN TALKS ON MOTHERHOOD. 


Reflections of the Candidate at the 
Grave of Washington’s Mother. 

Fredericksburg, Va., Sept 19.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan continued his trip through Vir- 
ginia this morning. He left Richmond at 7 
o’clock en route for Washington. ; 

His first address today was at Ashland, 
where the train stopped two minutes, and 
was as follows: 

“I believe this county claims the honor of 
being the birthplace of two of America’s 
greatest men. Henry Clay, the Mill-boy of 
the Slashes, was born in this county, as was 
also Patrick Henry. I believe the policy for 
which I stand in this campaign in some re- 
spects revives the memories of both men. 
Henry Clay in 1845 described the effect of 
contracting the currency and Patrick Henry 
was in favor of an American policy.“ 

At Milford Mr. Bryan attempted to make 
a short address, but the train pulled out 
before he could get the crowd quieted. 

At Fredericksburg Mr. Bryar was driven to 
the Exchange Hotel, where he held an infor- 
mal reception till 11 o’clock. Then he was 
taken to the Washington monument, where

Sophistries of Silver. 


“tf our farmers are to receive a double

Benefit of Mine Owners. 


Free silver coinage meant, he said, that 
the people will pay all the expenses of run- 
ning the machine, and the same men who 
feed the bullion into one end will hold the 
bag into Which the dollars fall at the other. 
The silver mine owners of the world would 
reap whatever benefit would accrue. 

Ik.“ he said, we are to double the value 
of products by law, if that can be done; if 
the fiat of Congress can make a thing sell 
for twice its present price, then let us ex- 
ercise this hitherto unknown power ih favor 
of those products in which more of the peo- 
ple of our country are directly interested. 
lf we can double the price of things by law, 
then let us apply this power to the egg crop 
of the United States. The value of our egg 
output is greater than that of the Amer- 
ican silver output. Why not pass a law to 
put the stamp of government on every egg 
in the country certifying ‘ THis is two eggs,’ 
re thereby double the intome of every hen 
raiser? . 


Mexican Farmers an Object Lesson. 


We are told that under free coinage the 
farmers of Illinoj4 will receive twice as much 
in the new money for their crops as they do 
now. But, dees the Mexican farmer receive 
more for his product, when paid in two Mex- 
ican dollars, that the American farmer does 
when paid in one American dollar? The fact 
is, the Mexican farmer will sell us more for 
one of our dollars than for two of his own, 
because he Knows that it will always be good. 

“The trouble with the American farmer 
is the loss of his home market—93 per cent of 
all that is raised on the American farm re- 
mains in this country. It is consumed by 
the American people. Its price depends upon 
two things—first, the demand, and second, 
the ability of the people to pay. Four years 
ago our people were at work and ate as work- 
ingmen should eat. Today the average waist 
measure of the American Workingman is 
six inches less than it was four years ago. 
The American farmers used to fill that extra 
six inches with their products. There is 
nothing to fill it now but wrinkles and regret. 


Wages Invested in Farm Products. 

„Four years ago one-half the wages of 
2,000,000 men were expended in the purchase 
of food; $2,000,000 a day went directly from 
the wage earners to the Amierican farm and 
were invested in the farmer’s products; 
today these 2,000,000 men are idle; they have 
no wages; they live—God knows how. They 
have no money with which to buy food. Put 
them at work again and the money of our 
country will circulate; put them at work 
again and it will reach the American farm; 
put them at work again and there will be an 
adequate demand for farm products; put 
them at work again and the prices will ad- 
just themselves fairly to the new demand 
and the ability of the people to buy. 

“Mr. Bryan promises the farmers that 
free coinage will double the price of wheat. 
Gut this means that the laborer will pay a 
double price for his bread. All laborers, - 
railroad men, and sajJaried employés will 
be compelled to pay double as much for all 
they eat and wear, though the farmer will, 
in effect, get no more for his produce. 


What Labor Needs. 

“ Will the wages of men rise in proportion 
to the depreciation of the money standard? 
What labor needs in this country is em- 
ployment. Eight-hour laws are no longer 
urged, and holidays are at a discount. You 
and I know well enough that whatever will 
increase the prosperity of the man who em- 
ploys labor will create a demand for labor, 
and whatever bankrupts the employer turns 
his employés into the street. 

“They tell us that the dollar has doubled 
in value under the gold standard. Those 
who talk of the appreciation of the valuv 
in the gold dollar forget that the value of 
money is most certainly tested by its inter- 
est rate and by the price of human labor. 
Since 1878 the interest rate of the United 
States has steadily fallen. In 1873 the peo- 
ple of the West paid 10 and 12 per cent for 
money. Since then, year by year as their 
loans have been renewed, their interest 
rate has gone down to 8, 7, and 6 per cent, 
and in many instances to 5 per cent. 


Wages as a Measure of Money. 

‘¢ Measured in the price of labor our present 
dollar is worth less than the dollar of 1873. 
For nineteen years after the so-called crime 
of 1873 the wages of human labor steadily 
advanced. For nineteen years this country 
went steadily onward until it actually over- 
took and passed all other nations in indus- 
trial progress. In those nineteen years the 
plain people of the United States built and 
paid for, with wages, more homes than were 
owned before that time by the laborers of 
the whole world. : 

“The silver agitation has done more to 
withdraw capital, to dwarf investments, to 
stop manufacturing, to paralyze business, to 
destroy the price of labor, to increase the 
interest rate of the country than can be 
atoned for by a decade of restored prosperity; 
and yet the men who have brought about 
these disasters still pose as champions of the 
people, still insist that the judgment of the 
business-men of the country is tu be set 
aside in favor of the greater tntelJigence of 
1 political crop failure of the United 

tates,

NATIONAL BANK OF TROY SUSPENDS. 


Officers Are Unable to Turn the Assets 
Into Cash and a Run Forces 
a Failure.

was excellently aimed and compelled them 
to leave their positions and boats. 

In the meantime three of the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian gtinboats hove in sight, steaming slow- 
ly towards the dervish camp and firing rock- 
ets, nine-pounders, and maxims. The 
dervishes replied with the fire of two seven- 
pounders, one of which was quickly silenced 
by the Anglo-Egyptian horse batteries. 
Commander Colville of the British navy, on 
the river gunboat Tamai, pressed forward 
and was suddenly subjected to a very hot 
fire from dervish riflemen hidden in pits. 
Commander Colville received a slight wound 
in his right wrist and retired slowly out of 
the enemy’s range in order to use his maxim 
— more effect, which he subsequent- 
ly did. 

The Anglo-Egyptian side of the river was 
then engaged, a few companies opening fire, 
and as they did so a field battery of the Brit- 
ish artillery, which had taken up a suitabie 
position further north, followed. 

Both of the Anglo-Egyptian batteries di- 
rected their fire on the enemy’s fort, where 
a second of their seven-pounders had been 

laced. Three successive shelis from Young’s 

attery fell right inside of the fort. The 
dervish loss must have been considerable. 
All the while the gunboats kept up a flerce 
firing. At one time they advanced past the 
enemy’s intrenched rifle position, replying 
to the dervish fire with heavy maxim dis- 
charges. 

The Sirdar, Sir William Kitchener and 
staff, who were watching the proceedings 
from the east bank, saw three gunboats force 
the way past the dervish fort. Before finally 
forcing the passage the cavalry, infantry, 
and the maxim batteries took up new posi- 
tions only 1,200 yards away from the derv- 
ishes and poured a heavy fire into the boats 
of the enemy. These boats the dervishes at- 
tempted to take with them in their retreat. 
While covered by an attack on the derveh 
fortifications the Anglo-Egyptian gunboats 
and steamers moved steadily past. These 
boats are now steaming as fast as possible 
in the direction of Dongola. 

During the fire upon the dervigh boats the 
Anglo-Egyptian field battery succeeded in 
sinking the dervish steamer. When the shot 
struck the steamboat of the enemy the boat 
overturned. The dervishes retreated in a 
northeasterly direction. Nothing is known 
of their movements. All the future move- 
ments of the Anglo-Egyptian forces depend 
on them. 

If the dervishes evacuate Fl Hafir the 
Angio-Egyptian forces will probably cross 
the river and will doubtless make a forward 
movement. The steamers as well as the 
cavairy will be sent after them. It now 
seems as though the whole force had occu- 
pied El Hafir, leaving the women and chil- 
dren at Dongola. The loss of the Anglo- 
Egyptian forces will be comparatively tri- 
fling, only Commander Colville and one in- 
terpreter being slightly wounded. 

Advices just received from Kerma are to 
the effect that El Hafir has been captured 
by the Anglo-Egyptian forces.

Chicago, Sept. 19.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une. I— As there appears to have been grave 
misunderstanding in regard to an interview 
purported to have been had with me and 
published in all the morning papers on Fri- 
day I think that in justice to myself and 
to others the facts should be definitely and 
clearly stated exactly as they occurred. 

In the first place, I never authorized any 
publication of an interview with me; on the 
contrary, only agreed to discuss the mat- 
ters referred to with a representative of 
the City Press Association, who called at 
my house, on the distinct pledge that under 
no circumstances would my name be men- 
tioned in connection with the subject. 

On such a pledge I did correct many griev- 
ous misstatements and exaggerations which 
the City Press reporter informed me were 
to be given to the morning. papers as facts. 
Such misstatements, I foresaw. would work 
considerable harm to the cause of township 
abolition, and repeatedly tried to impress 
this view on the reporter Who called upon 
me. I even urged him not to mention the 
matter at all, as the charges were in such 
indefinite shape that their publication could 
not lead to any good result at that time. 

Now, as to the facts. A member of the 
County Board, whose name I cannot disclose 
without his permission, came to my office 
and informed me that opposition to the pro- 
posed township abolition was assuming seri- 
ous and tangible shape.

- Afterwards 
Myrtle crawled through the window and 
was rescued by a daughter of the witness.

According to His Captors He Has Been 
Traveling About the Leading Cities 
and Paying His Way with Worth- 
less Paper—Scion of a Prominent 
New York Family—Gotham Police 
Make a Vain Attempt to Get the 
Prisoner. 


Clarence Mayer, aged 21, was a prisoner 
in Justice Foster’s court yesterday charged 
with passing forged checks amounting to 
nearly $8,000. His home is in New York, 
where his alleged peculations began, and 
he since has visited most of the leading 
cities of the West, paying his way with al- 
leged worthless paper. 

Mayer was arrested several days ago at 
No. 147 Dearborn avenue, where he had en- 
gaged a suite of rooms with a young actress 
from Cincinnati, Detectives from the Matt 
W. Pinkerton Detective Agency captured 
him as he was preparing to leave his room. 
Mayer attempted to get away, but was land- 
ed in the County Jail on the charge of ob- 
taining money by false pretenses. 8 

The derectives searched his room 
found a small grip containing a check book 
from the Importers’ and Traders’ Bank of 
New York, from which twenty-four checks 
had been used, stamps for certifying checks, 
and a dater for marking the day when they 
were alleged to be certified. Other alleged 
evidences against Mayer were found in a 
note book in which, the detectives say, he 
described the manner in which he procured 
money to carry on his travels. 

One of the checks which Mayer had pre- 
pared to pass on a Mr. Epstean, a com- 
mission merchant in River street, was found 
in his pocket. He had not placed the certi- 
fied stamp on it. It is said Mr. Epstean and 
the young man’s father are friends. He 
had planned to secure the money on the day 
he was arrested. 

Mayer’s father was at one time a wealthy 
lace maker in New York, but lately retired 
from business, At that time Clarence, who 
is the yo ungest son, was employed by the 
Henry Hollander company, wholesale liquor 
dealers, as a traveling salesman. Last Jan- 
uary he left the employ of the liquor com- 
pany and since that time it is alleged he has 
gained a livelihood by passing checks sim- 
ilar to the one found in his possession. His 
father dealt with the New York bank. 

Mayer’s act, which caused his arrest in 
this city, was the passing of an alle 8 
bogus check on Charles Klyman of the 
Aucker Bitter company, Nos. 230-232 Past 
Kinzie street. He purchased a bill of goods 
amounting to $100 and offered in payment a 
check apparently signed by his father. The 
check purported to be certified by the cash- 
ier of the Importers’ and Traders’ Bank. 
It was taken to the Lincoln National Bank. 
where the cashier pronounced the check 
good and it was accepted, Mayer receiving 
the remainder of the face of the check, $50 
in cash. The check was forwarded to New 
York and when the forgery was discovered 
detectives were put on the case. 

When forged checks came pouring into the 
New York bank they were pronounced 
worthless, although the signatures were a 
clever imitation of the writing of the senior 
Mayer. Clarence was set adrift by his fath- 
er and the other members of the family, and 
an effort was made to have Mm apprehend- 
ed, but he managed to escape arrest until 
he — into the hands of the Chicago de- 
ectives. 


JUSTICE BRADWELL'S DOG HAS GONE. 


Canine Is Lured Away by One of the 


Class to Which He Was to 
Be a Terror. 


Justice Bradwell is minus a valuable 
mastiff which he purchased several days ago 
to keep burglars away from his residence. 

The dog was an extraordinarily large one 
and had a ferocious appearance. Justice 
Bradwell refuses to make public the price 
paid for the animal, but those who know say 
it was a good deal of money for the present 
hard times. 

A kennel was built and placed in the 
Justice’s back yard. The dog was tied to 
this and for several days the ordinary run of 
back door beggars was limited. Friday 
evening Justice Bradwell went to feed his 
pet and as he stepped out of his kitchen 
door he saw a tramp going down the alley at

RAIN INBERFERES WITH RACES. 


Final Heat of Mile Invitation Race Be- 
tween Johnson and Cooper. 

New Fork. Sept. 19.—[{Special.]—The sec- 
ond day of the Quill club wheelmen’s meet 
was the most disappointing of any previous 
day in the history of the National Circuit, 
and at the same time most replete with in- 
cident. 

The day started finely, with prospects for 
one great day of sport, and that the greatest 
of the year. It ended in one of the hardest 
rain and electrical storms that this city has 
ever seen, and 6,000 people were drenched 
to the skin. The championship still remains

Butler had caught the 
pacemakers—there were two on single 
wheels in each race—and when they came 
to the first turn the pacemakers swung 
wide and Bald slipped up on the pole. The 
pacemakers came down to the pole and 
oe with them, and the two men went 

own. 


Cooper Avoids a Fall. 


Cooper, who had been following, saw the 
chance for an accident and swung wide just 


in time to escape, Johnson going down over 


the fallen duo. Bald mounted and finished 
his mile pluckily, but on the protest of John- 
son, who said he did not see the coming fall, 
as did Cooper, Bald was disqualified and 
Johnson, who had also mounted and con- 
tinued, was given second. 

This sifted the final race down to Johnson 
and Cooper. The first heat of the contest 
had been won by Bald in a brilliant manner, 
with Johnson second, and Cooper third. 
The second heat was a clean-cut victory for 
Johnson, with Butler second and Coopet 
third; and in the third heat the incidental 
part of the race came to pass. Butler had 
caught the pacemakers and Johnson had 
gained second place in the line. Johnson 
dropped back, expecting Bald to jump up. 
Johnson wanted the rear wheel of Bald, but 
the Cannon Bald“ would not take the cue. 
nor would Cooper. Johnson ‘trailed ‘round 
the track, with Bald and Cooper following 
him from one:side of the trade to the other. 
Finally Johnson gained his point and Cooper 
and Bald started for the front.

RACE GOES TO VENCEDOR. 


SIREN DISABLED BY THE PARTING 


OF A TURN BUCKLE. 


Accident Occurs on the First Leg of 
the Course and Commodore Berri- 


man’s Boat Sails Around the Tri- 
angle, Finishing Within the Time 


Limit-Siren Said by Some to Have 
Been Gaining on Its Opponent at 
the Time of the Mishap. 


In a northerly gale that sent big 8 
and sailing vessels into shelter, the first * 
the match races between the Siren an 
Vencedor was sailed yesterday afternoon. 
The wind was blowing at the start what 
sailors call a half gale of wind. That is, the 
velocity ranged from twenty-five to thirty 
miles an hour. The sea had been running 
since midnight, and while not M4 mountains 
high '' was a good stic jump for almost any 
boat. Siren was disabled by the parting of 
a turn buckle in a lower mast ehroud on 
the first leg of the course, but Vencedor 
sailed around the triangle, and finishea well 
within the time limit. 

The course for the first race was the Co- 
lumbia Yacht club’s outer triangle, from the 
Van Buren street gap to the four-mile crib, 
thence to the Lake View crib, finishing 
at the gap again. There was to have beena 
stake boat anchored 1,000 feet off the gap, 
but the big sea prevented this, and the start 
was taken through the gap. 

A half-hour before the race both Vencedor 
and Siren left the slip, and began maneuver-

‘LOWER TWO WORLD'S RECORDS. 
8 Time Easily. 8 

New York, Sept. 10.—[ Special. It was 
great day for the Knickerbocker Athletic 
club ball games, two world’s records being 
lowered today, while the first Marathon 
race, or twenty-five mile cross country run, 
was a great success. The race started from 
Stamford, Conn., and finished with a half 
mile run around the track of the Columbia 
oval.

As the time for the start drew nigh, the 
boats worked closer together. Siren held 
the weather berth, while Vencedor was 
nearer the line. A mistake had been made in 
a premature discharge of the signal cannon, 
and some confusion resulted thereby. At 
1:50 the preparatory gun fired, and at 2 
o’clock the start was made. 

Vencedor got over the line fifteen seconds 
after, while Siren was thirty seconds behind. 
Siren had already shaken out a reef, while 
Vencedor carried the same sail. Shortly 
after the line was crossed, Siren shook out 
the last reef, and the run for the four-mile 
crib was begun. 

Siren held the weather berth, but as it was 
a broad reach, that availed little. There is 


a wide difference of opinion as to the speed 


of the boats at this point. Both were laying 
over well, and making excellent weather in 
the sea. At times they would bury in the 
waves, but they behaved excellently, as a 
comparison with old type boats which were 
out showed. 

Some think Siren was gaining on Vencedor, 
and otherssay not. There was not much dif- 
ference in sailing. It seems certain, how- 
ever, that the shaking out of the reef on 
Siren was a mistake. When nearly halt 
way to the crib Siren was seen to Waver, and 
then come up into the wind. A turn buckle 
on the shroud, which leads to the hounds of 
the lower mast, had carried away, and the 
masthead was buckling in a dangerous 
manner. The crew held an earnest consul- 
tation, and it was decided that if the damage 
was repaired the race would have been lost 
anyway, and to proceed might mean the 
loss of the mast and the sinking of the boat. 
So, with many grumblings, Siren came back, 
and Vencedor. proceeded. 

„By Monday morning Siren will be as fit 
as a fiddle to sail the second of the match 
races. This will be off Lincoln Park, the 
céurse being five miles to windward or 
leeward and return, twice around, with a 
time limit of four and one-half hours. The 
samejudges and timekeepers and scrutineers 
will serve, and approximately the same 


crews will handle the boats.

per enterprise has filled up the blank canvas, 


transforming it into a series of lurid and 
fantastic pictures of Fenian outrage and An- 
archist crime. The theories advanced have 
had & wide range, the most alarming one 
being the assumption that the leaders of 
the original Phenix Park gang of assas- 
sins had joined hands with the Nihilists in 
thelr attempt to kill the Czar, and the most 
insane one being an idle tale that the Port- 
land Prison convicts were released in return 
for information of new plots supplied by their 
friends. 


Police Information Not Revealed. 


The police secrets are not yet revealed, but 
unless Tynan and Bell can be directly con- 
nected with the discovery of explosive ma- 
terial at Antwerp the new Fenian conspir- 
acy is likely to prove a vagary of contempti- 
ble braggarts and saloon patriots, lacking 
the courage required for any enterprise 
more serious than uncorking bottles of 
champagne, paid for out of emergency 
funds, and flirtations with French barmaids.

Crisis in Constantinople. 

The situation in Constantinople is growing 
more critical every day. Shopkeepers close 
their shops whenever any loud noise is 
heard, and Europeans remain in a state 
of nervous trepidation, bordering on panic. 
The only man who has any real assurance 
of security is the Sultan, with a garrison 
of 10,000 troops encamped around him, and 
with the Czar pledged to protect him and 
allow him to finish his reign unmolested by 
the European powers. The only inference 
to be drawn from so intolerable a situation 
in which diplomacy and the moral force of 
Europe are reduced to a condition of organ- 
ized helplessness is that modern civilization 
is a failure. The destinies of Southeastern 
Europe and Asia Minor are held in the hol- 
low of the Czar’s hand, and he is a young 
and inexperienced sovereign, whose temper, 
character, and Capacity are unknown. 


Rapid Advance Upon Dongola. 

The advance upon Dongola is now proceed- 
ing rapidly and tidings of the occupation in 
town by the Egyptian column of 16,000 men 
is expected hourly. Another skirmish with 
the dervishes in the Nile Valley will decide 
the fate of Dongola, and there is little reason 
to doubt the issue of the battle. The ex- 
pedition is well organized, with a camel 
corps, several gunbeats, and a fleet of sai!- 
ing -craft for transport; and the Egyptian 
soldiers are no longer cowards, but have 
learned how to fight. Dongola cannot be the 


place. Khartoum will be occupied in due 
time and Egypt’s Nile Empire reconquered. 


Bank Rates Steadier. 

The bank rate has not been raised a second 
time, although gold exports to the United 
States have been resumed. Gold has been 
withdrawn for shipment both to America 
and Egypt and the bank’s stock of bullion 
will probably be reduced still further next 
week. The American drain is not felt se- 
verely this week in London, since the bulk 
of the gold exported was sent from the Bank 
of France. The rise in the market rates of 


discount in Germany seems to fore- 
Shadow a further advance in the 
rate of the Imperial Bank, and 


this would probably involve a corresponding 
movement in England. An advance of the 
Bank of England rate to 3 per cent is gen- 
erally predicted in Lombard street, but this 
will not prevent the export of gold to Amer- 
ica. Nothing less than a rate of 4 per cent 
will accomplish that result when the normal 
conditions of trade between the two coun- 
tries are running heavily, as at present, in 
favor of the United States. 


Confident of McKinley’s Election. 

The improved market for American securi- 
ties, especially rails, is a natural conse- 
quence of this change in financial conditions 
and of the increased probability of the elec- 
tion of McKinley, disclosed by the unprec- 
edented Republican gains in Maine. 

The New York correspondents of the Lon- 
don journals differ in their forecasts; the 
Daily News assuming that McKinley’s elec- 
tion isalready settled and the Chronicle leav- 
ing the issue still uncertain. 

English bankers and investors obtain their 
opinions as to the result of the American 
Presidential election from the quotations of 
the New York Stock Exchange. The con- 
fidence in McKinley’s election and in the sal- 
vation of the country from the menace of 
repudiation, which is expressed in these 
quotations, inspires a renewal of faith here 
in the honor and good sense of the country.

Weakness of African Gold Shares. 


The managers of the Kaffir circus are 
disappointed over the weakness of the mar- 
ket for African gold shares. They imag- 
med that another mining boom would fol- 
low Mr. Barnato’s diplomatic successes in 
the Transvaal,and the settlemenf of political 
questions there. The show was well adver- 
tised and the band played merrily, but the 
public staid away. Leading operators have 
tried to push up prices and to bait the conti- 
nental speculators; but in spite of all their 
exertions the market has sagged. A second 
Kaffir boom has been impossible, because 
investors are already overweighted with 
mining shares worth much less than the 
prices paid for them. The slump of last Oc- 
tober has convinced the public that South 
African mining stocks are still overvalued. 
Neither speculators nor investors have been 
tempted to enter the Kaffir show this sea- 
son. The inherent weakness of mining shares 
will tend to strengthen American stocks in 
foreign markets if the dread of repudiation 
be dispelled by McKinley’s triumph. 

Addresses on Scientific Questions. 


Sir Joseph Lister’s Presidential address 
before the British Association was remark- 
able for its lucidity of style and practical 
utility. It not only modestly recited this 
eminent surgeon’s life work and triumphs 
in the antiseptic treatment of wounds, but 
also reviewed the recent progress of sur- 
gery and medicine, demonstrating that ev- 
ery: important advance might justly be at- 
tributed to scientific principles. Antesthet- 
ics, vaccination, Roentgen’s rays, antiseptic 
surgery, and all recent achievements in 
bacteriology were taken up in turn, and 
great stress was laid upon the success of the 
anti-toxin treatment of diphtheria and the 
experiments of the Russian scientist Met- 
chnikopf with the white corpuscles of the 
bloed. 

A notable section address was that of Sir 
Douglas Fox on mechanical science, forc- 
casting a revolution in the methods of trac- 
tion in densely populated districts by the 
general introduction of autocars. The value 
of his prediction will soon be tested when 
electric omnibuses are once fairly in opera- 
tion in London streets. Roentgen’s rays 
and polar explorations are the most interest- 
ing topics yet discussed at Liverpool, but 
there is a long program before each of the 
nine sections to be finished next week. Tho 
association has enjoyed the hospitality of 
Mr. Gladstone, Lord Derby, and many 
others.

AT THE. NAVAL DISPLAY. 


GERMAN MANEUVERS ARE CON- 
DUCTED WITH GREAT SECRECY. 


During Three Weeks the Regulations 
Caleulated to Prevent Knowledge 
of the Details of the Evolutions Are 
More Rigidly Enforced than Ever 
Before—Two Ironclads Are Driven 
Off by a Battery of Howitsers After 
Shelling the Island for Hours, 


Berlin, Sept. 19.—{[Copyright, 1896, by the 
Associated Press. I—Never before have the 
German naval maneuvers, either in the 
Baltic Sea or in the German Ocean, been con- 
ducted with so much secrecy as during the 
autumn of the present year. There has 
always been a rule strictly, enforced to ex- 
clude from witnessing these maneuvers the 
naval attachés of the various nations ac- 
credited to Berlin, and to prevent as far as 
possible accurate reports of the evolutions 
reaching the press. This year those regula- 
tions were more rigidly enforced than ever 
before. These maneuvers, which lasted 
three weeks, were ended on Tuesday last at 
Heligoland. The evolutions: there com- 
menced on Sunday and consisted of an at- 
tempt upon the part of seven ships, includ- 
ing three huge ironclads, to effect a landing. 
At one period the ironclads-Sachson and 
Wurtembureg, favored by a dense fog, ap- 
proached within two miles of Heligoland, 
but were driven off after shelling the island 
for hours, by the effective fire from a battery 


Balmoral, without any stop. Upon their ar- 
rival at Ballater the Czar and Czarina will 
drive in State carriages through lines of 
servants in Highland costume, holding flam- 
ing torches in their hands. The entire route 
will be guarded by soldiers and police, and 
will be barricaded throughout. 

The visit of the Czar and Czarina to the 
Queen will last a fortnight, at the expiration 
of which time the imperial travelers will 
leave via Perth and will go direct to Ports- 
mouth, where they will embark on board the 
imperial yacht Standard for France. 

For the entertainment of the Czar the 
Prince of Wales has projected a number of 
shooting, fishing, and driving excursions, in 
which the Duke of Connaught will also take 
part. The Prince and Princess of Wales 
will stay with the Queen at Balmoral Cas- 
tle, but the other members of the royal fam- 
Hy will put up at Abergeldie. A private 
chapel for the use of the Czar and Czarina 
has been arrangéd in one of the rooms of 
Balmoral Castle. The sacred vestments, 
crucifixes, and ikons for the chapel have 
been sent from the Greek church in London. 

The apartments which will be occupied by 
the Czar and Czarina at Balmoral Castle 
face the River Dee.

TOUR OF THE CZAR AND CZARINA. 


Preparations for Their Reception in 
England This Week. 

London, Sept. 19.—Preparations for the re- 
ception of the Czar and Czarina, who are 
expected to reach Leith harbor at 2:30 p. m. 
on Tuesday, are almost completed. With 
the exception! of the arrival and the depart- 
ure of their Russian majesties there will be 
no state ceremonies. The recently discov- 
ered dynamite conspiracy has undoubted- 
ly served to cause the authorities to double 
the precautions taken to insure the safety 
of the imperial travelers, and the greatest 
anxiety is expressed lest any accident should 
occur. The Russian Embassy here is. vi- 
brating with excitement. Several mem- 
bers of the Russian secret policé have been 
in England for a week past, and they will be 
reinforced by a squad of the most famous of 
the Czar’s Nihilist detectives. The latter 
will accompany the Czar to Balmoral and 
later to Paris. The Russian imperial yacht, 
Standard, on entering Leith harbor will pas 
through lines of warships belonging tot 
Channel Squadron, which will fre impeyial 
salutes. The Czar and Czarina will bé re- 
ceived at the jetty by the Prince of

He Makes a Statement in Justice to 
Gen. Weyler. . 

Havana, Sept. 19.—Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, the 

United States Consul-General here, was 


asked today by a representative of La Lucha. 


about the widely circulated reports in some 
of the American newspapers charging Gen. 
Weyler with having had a notice posted at 
Las Cabanas directing that he, Gen. Fitz- 
hugh Lee, should be arrested and detained 
there if he visited that fortress. Gen. Lee 
was also questioned about statements fre- 
quently made in the newspapers of the Unit- 
ed States that he was not permitted to visit 
the American prisoners incarcerated in the 
forts near Havana and that, therefore, he 
could not keep himself informed as to the 
health and condition of these prisoners. He 
said: 

As to the statements that I am not al- 
lowed to see the American prisoners and 
that the prohibition does not-apply to the 
Consuls of other countries, I desire to say 
that all such statements are incorrect. I, or 
my representative, can see any or all the 
American prisoners at any time that it is 
deslrable to do so by simply sending notice 
to the commanding officer of the fort on the 
evening before. This being done, the officer 
is required by Gen. Weyler to have the pris- 
oners named at a certain point where they 
can be seen and talked with alone if neces- 
sary. Only a morning or two ago one of 
my representatives went over to Las Ca- 
banas and saw and conversed with all the 
Competitor ,prisoners, distributing among 
them a lot of money, which had been sent 
to me for their use, as well as a large bundle 
of American newspapers. 

J think it but justice to Gen. Weyler to 
state these facts and to add further that I 
know of no instance in which he has made 
any discrimination against the Consul-Gen- 
eral of the United States, who is now and 
has been in the exercise of all the rights of 
Consuls of other countries.“ 


ADDITIONS TO THE SPANISH NAVY. 


Outlay of $35,000,000 to Be Made for 
New Battleships. 

Madrid, Sept. 19.—The commission charged 
with the examination of tenders from En- 
glish firms for the construction of men-of- 
war for the Spanish Government, has re- 
ported in favor of the Armstrongs, both on 
account of the time required for construction 
and defensive power. The firm undertakes 
to build a battleship of 11,000 tons in fourteen 
months and a cruiser of 5,500 tons in twelve 
months, with a speed of twenty-one knots, 
with an armament up to twenty-four centi- 
meters. The price for the battleship is 
£900,000 and for the cruiser £600,000. 

The outlay incurred by the Spanish Gov- 
ernment in making additions to the navy 
amounts to $35,000,000.

FOREIGN-BORN AMERICANS FOR GOLD. 


Figures Showing the Amount of Money 
Sent from Chieago te Other 
Countries in 1808. 5 0 


Editor of The Tribune. Foreign born 
citizens of Chicago, who are sending money 
to the old country, know from their own 
experience that a dollar of our money on the 
present standard is practically worth a dol- 
lar inany country in the world, and naturally 
they are opposed to any change in our finan- 
cial system. As others are likely to send 
money abroad sooner or later, it is impor- 
tant that they should understand this ques- 
tion, and.cast their votes in accordance with 
their own interest. 

In order to show the magnitude of these 
personal transactions for Chicago alone, I 
have collected from the Postoffice, banks, 
express companies, and steamship agents 
the number and amount of money orders, 
drafts, etc., sent to foreign countries in the 
course of a year, and submit herewith a table 
showing these facts for the year ending 
31, 1895. Large commercial drafts, letters of 
credit upon London and other European cit- 
les are- not included. The table also shows 
the population of Chicago of foreign birth, 
according to the school census of 1896. 

The total number of these money orders, 
etc., amounts to 154,089 for $5,463,451, an 
average of about $35.47. 

Should Bryan be elected and a silver stan- 
dard adopted parties wishing their relatives 
to receive an equal amount of money might 
have to pay to the Postoffice and banks 
$10,308,400, or an average of $66.92 on each 
money order. It other words it might cost 
each person sending money to the old coun- 
try about $19 for each $10 sent. This would 
be the cost at the present market value of 
silver. If the increased demand for silver 
should cause an overproduction it would 
cost proportionately more. 

This would prove to them a positive loss, 
without receiving one particle of benefit, al- 


together too large an amount to risk upon

These money orders, etc., were largely 
purchased by wage-earners sending money 
to their relatives in the old country. Their 
wages here are higher than in the old coun- 
try, and they realize that it is much easier 
for the grocer and merchant to mark up his 
goods than for them to get their wages ad- 
vanced. These amounts have been saved. 
from hard-earned money by thrift and econ- 
omy, and they are not likely to fritter it away. 

This class is conservative and slow to ap- 
prove anything that has not been clearly 
proven to be for their interest, and they nat- 
urally favor a financial system which is 
similar to that of theirown land. Thousands 
are annually visiting the old country, and 
others hope to do so before they die. If 
adopting a silver standard is going to post- 
pone these trips indefinitely, or give them 
only a meager amount to spend while there, 
they will naturally cast their votes for Mc- 
Kinley and the present standard. 

‘The magnitude of our financial relations 
with foreign countries proves the absurdity 
of Bryan’s statement, that “ we can frame 
our own financial system without regard to 
any other nation on earth.” 

This and other similar statements by 
Bryan have caused the public to lose con- 
fidence in him as a political leader and tend“ 
to ihfluence this vote for McKinley and the 
Republican ticket.

ENGLAND FEARS TO ACT. 


Concert of European Powers Is 


Too Strong to Defy. 


SPANISH PEOPLE LOSE HOPE. 


Belief Prevails That Weyler’s Task Is 
a Hopeless One. 


TYNAN’S CAPTURE IS DERIDED.

London, Sept. 19.—(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Times. England has been 
facing for a week what is described on all 
sides as imminent danger of war, and, on 
the whole, she is not so sure as she was last 
week that she likes it. Then the most inter- 
esting feature of the situation was the fact 
that the Tories, were helping to work up an 
Armenian agitation; now the most signifi- 
cant thing is that they are turning round 
and almost tearfully deprecating it. I get, 
from a source which I respect, a hint that 
this change has been influenced by a mes- 
sage sent through royal channels from the 
Danish court that the Czar was best to be 
handled some other way. | 

It is on the question of how far the Czar 
can be handled at all at Bernsdorff and Bal- 
moral that the situation now most largely 
turns. Upon the effort to bring him ing 
sympathy with the English point of view 
as much energy as was deemed safe has 
been expended inside the Danish royal fam- 
ily. It was at Copenhagen alone in Europe 
that the late Czar used to hear the truth, 
but he was an unknown man to tell truth to, 
and when he did not sulk in solitude for 
days thereafter he had an unpleasant way 
of splitting a table with his giant fist as a 
token that he had heard enough. f 

His successor is wholly unlike the father, 
so far as externals go, but how amenable 
he is to influence no one knows. By some 
accounts he is of a gentle and malleable 
temperament; others say that he is a taci- 
turn, suspicious egotist, with the obstinacy 
of a mule. However that may be, his Dan- 
ish and English relatives will have had a 
month in which to do what they can with 
him. 


Russia Still Blocks the Way. 


Russia’s notification to the powers, made 
in August of last year, that she would re- 
sist any attempt on the part of any power 
to intervene on its own account in Turkey, 
still formally blocks the way. Prince 
Lobanoff reaffirmed that position at Vienna, 
and on the strength of this the Austro- 
German deeision to go with Russia was made 
absolute. Apparently Lobanoff’s spec- 
tacular disappearance from the scene did 


not alter Russia’s attitude, as it was re- oo 


affirmed again at Breslau. 
Both the German and the Austro-Hun- 
papers of the inspired sert Have 


been conducting a campaign of bluster ~ 


against England all the year, but their 
truculence was never so marked and con- 
fident as in the last week or two. The same 
class of Russian journals, too, now talk with 
more assurance than ever before about a 
league of all Europe against England. So 
far therefore as diplomatic records go, En- 
gland continues to be confronted by Russia's 
threat of war. If she ventures to take in- 
dependent action in protecting the Armen- 
jans and, ignoring the fact that, nominally 
at least, the concert of Europe stands behind 
Russia, butts her head straight against this 
wall, it will be magnificent, but it will not 
be what England, upon reflection, is at all 
likely to do. 


Can the Wall Be Weakened? 


There may be ways of weakening the wall 
or of turning past it. Lord Salisbury s 
been toiling all the year to detach some y 
from this European concert. It is general! 
understood, both here and abroad, that Italy 
is more or less committed to England's aw 
sistance; but this, by itself, is not goot 
enoukh. France is visibly feeling the effects

The Berlin official press 
has already got to the point of threatening 
that the Reichsbank will be again forbid- 
den to deal in Russian securities. All this 
is rather striking proof in favor of the con- 
tention that the European concert ia really 
a name rather than a fact, and that it is 
ready to fall to pieces at a resolute touch.

ALTGELD MAKES A REPLY 


REVIEWS SCHURZ AND COCKRAN AT 
’ CENTRAL MUSIO BALL. 


Auttence Jams the Room at the De- 
ginning of His Address, but an 
Exodus Starts Later Which Con- 
tinues to the End—Text of His Ar- 
g@uments — Address of Chairman 
Lindblom—List of Those Invited as 
Vice-Presidents. 


When Gov. John P. Altgeld entered Cen- 
tral Music Hall last evening, after crowding 
his way through a throng of.2,000 or more 
people outside of its doors, clamoring for 
admission, he found awaiting him inside the 
hall an audience which filled every seat, 
crowded the platform, and lined the walls. 
His entrance was the signal for an outburst 
of applause. Men and women rose and waved 
their hats and handkerchiefs, cheering vo- 
ciferously. : 

It was about 8:40 o’clock when Gov. Alt- 
geld began his address, which was an- 
nounced As an answer to the speeches of Carl 
Schurz and Bourke Cockram At first the 
audiehce was warmly enthusiastic, but it 
soon tired, and within an hour an exodus 
from the hall began, which was Kept up until 
the close of the address, a little after 11 
o’clock. Not fewer than 800 persone left the 
hall during the speech. 


Before the Speaking. 

Robert Lindblom presided as Chairman 
of the meeting, and introduced as the first 
attraction the original Palmer Quartet. 
They sang several campaign songs, includ- 
ing a corruption of the State song Illinois, 
in which the name of Lincoln was coupled 
with those of Altgeld and Bryan. The 
songs were enthusiastically received. 

Miss Lena Mitchell was later introduced 
and recited an original ode entitled Whit- 
néy’s Wail.” It was a satire in blank 
verse and excited the risibilities of the crowd 
to a degree. 

At the close of Miss Mitchell's récital 
Chairman Lindblom returned from a brief 
excursion to the entrance of the hall, and 
stated that 15,000 men were in the street 
cheering for the present and the coming 
Governor of Illinois,” and that the dense 
crowd was delaying Gov. Altgeld’s approach. 
Just at this juncture Gov. Altgeld entered, 
when the ovation above described ensued.

Chairman Lindblom’s Address. 


In his introductory remarks Chairman 
Lindblom said: 

‘You did not come to hear me, and I will 
not detain you long, but there is one point 
claimed by Carl Schurz, Bourke Cockran, 
and others that I wish briefly to disprove. 
I want to show that Bryan’s election will 
not result in a panic. ‘More than that, I will 
show that in the event of Bryan's election 
@ panic will be impossible. 

“And why? If Mr. Bryan is elected and 
silver is made standard money all agree that 
money will be cheaper, is will be depreciated. 
What will result? When money is depreciat- 
ing, men who have money in their possession 
are anxious to rid themselves of it and to ex- 
change it for property, for commodities. 
When men are trying to get rid of their 
money there is no panic, for that makes 
money plenty.

Gov. Altgeld’s Speech. 


Gov. Altgeld, in the beginning of his re- 
marks, exhibited copies of the 383 — 
cently delivered here in advocacy of the gold 
standard. by Carl Schurz and Bourke Cock- 
tan. In neither, he said, was there a line of 
hope offered the American people. The only 
question left for the consideration of those 
who were dying in the frying pan was 
2 they would be any worse off in the 


The adherents of McKinley, he said, did 
offer a panacea in the tariff, shutting their 
eyes to suffering in high and low tariff 
countries alike, and to the troubles in this 
country, labor disturbances, and Treasury 
deficits under Republican administrations, 
of as after effects of Republican legislation. 

Mr. Schurz and Mr. Cockran, said the 
Governor, had shrewdly left Europe out of 
consideration and tried to make the silver 
question appear purely local, and claimed 
that there was so little silver in the United 
States at the time of its “ demonetization ”"’ 
that 28 could not have been thereby at- 
fected. 

Taking. up this view, the speaker said: 

The greatest markets for most of Ameri- 
can products were in Europe: whatever af- 
fected pricés of commodities which were 
shipped there in the end affected the prices 
of commodities at home. 


Supposing a Case. 


Let us suppose that there was no silver 
in circulation in the United States, that, as 
Mr. Schurz intimates, it was all in circula- 
tion in Europe, then it was doing the work of 
money in Europe, it was doing a work there 
which would otherwise have to be done 
by gold; it 9 displaced that much 
gold over there and permitted the gold to 
flow elsewhere. It increased the volume of 
money in the world, and in that way affected 
prices for the world, not simply in any one 
country, but for the world. Under those 
conditions, so far as prices were concerned, 
it made little difference whether the owners 
of silver bullion brought it to our mints to be 
coined or took it to European mints to be 
coined. In either case it helped to swell the 
volume gf money in the world, it helped to 


do the business of the world, and helped to } 


fix the standard of prices of property. Mr. 
Schurz knew this fact, and I therefore sub- 
mit that when he, at the outset, tried to treat 
the question as a local one and to conceal 
from view the fact that if silver was circu- 
lating in Europe it was just as good as if it 
were circulating here, so far as prices were 
concerned, he was not making a fair pre- 
sentation of the question. I do not care to 
use severer language, although I am aware 
that it a man speaking for the silver side was 
to pursue such a course he would be vehe- 
mently denounced as a pettifogger.

According to the tables issued by the 
Treasury Department Aug. 16, 1808, showing 
the total production of d and silver in the 
world, at coinage value, it appears that from 


the year 1792, when our monetary system | 


was founded, to the year 1852, the time of 
the great gold d verles, being a 
period of sixty years, the total produc- 
tion of silver in the world, rating it at coin- 
age value, was $1,769,197,000, and the total 
production of gol in the world during that 
time was $960,236,000; that is, on the aver- 
e there was just about twice as much 
silver produced as gold during that time. 


Metals Side by Side. 


et the market prices show that during 
those sixty years there was a variance of 
only seven-tenths of one int, or just 
about the cost of exchange. he same tables 
show that from 1852 to 1873 the total gold 
production of the world was $2,516,575,000, 
while the total silver production was only 


$989,225,000; that is, there was two and a 


half times as much gold produced as silver, 
yet the market ratio remained unchanged 
during these twenty-one years just as it had 
during the period of sixty years when there 
was twice as much silver as gold produced. 
Again, the same tables show that from 1873 
to 1892, inclusive, the total gold production 
of the world was $2,176,505,000, while the 
total silver production was $2,347,087,000; 
that is. the production of gold was nearly 
equal to that, of silver. During the first two 
periods silver was a money metal. Dyring 
the last perfod it was not. Inasmuch as sil- 
ver did not fall in value, as measured in 
gold, during the sixty years in which there 
was twice as much silver produced as there 
was gold, it is clear that had silver not 
been demonetized it would not have fallen 
when the gold production was nearly equal 
to that of silver, after 1873. 

Again, silver has not fallen in comparison 
with other property. Silver occupies the 
same relation to the products of the earth 
and to labor today that it did before. It is 
gold that has gone up. 


Gold Given a Monopoly. 


The law, by striking down the compett- 
tion, has given gold a monopoly. It protects 
gold against competition. Practically the 
gold dollar is a 200-cent dollar. Nominaily 
it still has only 100 cents in it, but it takes 
200 cents worth of commodities to get one, 
when measured by bimetallic prices. Conse- 
quently we find, first, that there has been no 
increase in the production of silver when 
compared with-the Increase in the production 
of gold, and secondly we find that silver has 
not fallen when compared with property 
and the products of labor, therefore the 
entire fabric of Mr. Schurz’s argument must 
fall to the ground.” : 

In regard to Mr. Schurz’s argument that 
wages have risen in the last sixty years, the 
Governor said: 

„See the ingenuity of this and ask your- 
selves whether this is a fair way of repre- 
senting that question. All the world knows 
that wages have nearly doubled since 1860. 
The question is, how have wages been affect- 
ed by the fact that this country and Europe 
demonetized silver and reduced the volume 
of money in the world between 1873 and 1879. 
Had he been candid he would have compared 
the wages for, say, twelve years prior to the 
general demonetization with wages for 
twelve years after that general demonetiza- 
tion was accomplished.”’ 


Fluctuations of Wages. 


The Governor here quoted from the report 
of the United States Senate committee of 
1891, to show that while wages had risen up 
to 1873, since that time they had fallen. He 
met the statement that there was no sudden 
fall of prices in 1873 by saying that effects 
from such causes always come gradually, 
and by further citing that all other nations 
had not acted in concert. 

‘* When we began to rally from the panic of 
73, said he. Europe was feeling the effect 
of the demonetization of silver, but in our 
country we found that the balance of trade 
between us and Europe toward 1880 was 
greatly in our favor, so that according to-the 
Treasury tables there were added to the vol- 
ume of money in our country from that 
source several hundred millions of dollars. 
Our gold mines were productive during that 
time and there was a large addition to our 
circtilating medium from that source. Then 
the Bland-Allison act, which partially re- 
stored silver, was enacted in 1878, and re- 
quired the Secretary of the Treasury to coin 
not less than two nor more than four millions 
of dollars per month. The effect of this was 
to add anywhere from twenty-five to forty- 
eight millions of dollars per year to our 
currency, and thus helped to keep up prices. 
The increase in the volume of money in our 
eountry, according to the Treasury tables, 
during these years was so great that prices 
and wages rose correspondingly from what 
they had been after the panic of 1873. But 
these causes were local and did not last, and 
in the course of a few years the general de- 
pression which had already spread over Eu- 
rope, following the demonetization of silver, 
began to spread over our country, and from 
that time on has become more and more in- 
tense.“ 

Wheat as an Illustration. 


“In attempting to account for the fall in 
price of property, Mr. Schurz selects wheat 
as an illustration, and he attempts to show 
that there has been a great increase in the 
annual production of wheat; that we have 
not only opened the whole Northwest, which 
is producing wheat, but that our farmers 
have to competé with the wheat of India, 
Argentine Republic, and of Russta, and he 
assumes that therefore the price of wheat 
had to fall. There are three things to be 
said in answer to this. First, increase in 
production does not produce a fall in price, 
provided there is an equal increase in con- 
sumption. This is self-evident, and Mr. 
Giffen, the statistician of the British Board 
of Trade, has, on different occasions, pointed 
out that for more than fifteen years prior to 
1873 the increase in the production of nearly 
all commodities in the world had been great- 
er on the average, year by year, than the 
increase has been in — year since 1873, and 
vet, as he says, during all of those years prior 
to 1873 prices kept constantly rising, not- 
withstanding the enormously increased pro- 
duction, while since 1873 prices have been 
steadily falling, notwithstanding the fact 
that the increase was not as great as it for- 
merly was. 

The second observation is that wheat 
has not fallen in price any more than all 
other commodities. It has fallen no more 
than all property has fallen, has fallen no 
more than wages. 

These two points show that Mr. Schurz 
is entirely wrong in his theories. The third 
observation is that he is entirely wrong in 
his facts. 


Crops Unwaried for Years. 


The fact is that the world’s wheat crop 
has remained substantially the same for six- 
teen years. In 1880 the world’s production of 
wheat was 2,280,000,000 bushels. In 1885 it 
was 2,108,000,000 bushels, and that was the 
lowest crop of a number of years. In 1895 
the crop was very large, and amounted to 
2,553,000,000 bushels, This year the world’s 
production is 120,000,000 less than last year, 
and the total production of the world is 
smaller than it has been for six years, yet 
wheat is lower than ever before. In addition 
to this the crop of rye, Which, together with 
wheat, furnishes the bread of the world, is 
170,000,000 bushels short, yet In spite of that 
fact the price of rye has fallen steadily with 
that of wheat. It may also be remarked that 
we have the smallest oat crop that we have 
had for a great many years, and yet oats is 
worth less than one-half what it was several 
years ago. Now, why is it that with the 
wheat crop of the world 120,000,000 bushels

Fundamental Laws of Finance. 


“In order to get a more comprehensive 
view of the whole subject, let us see what 
are the fundamental laws governing finance. 

There are two theories at present ad- 
vanced in regard to the purchasing power of 
money; one is what is called the cost ot 
production theory, under which supply and 
demand have but little influence, and the 
other may be called the quantitative or 
volume of money theory. his theory is 
based upon the law of supply and demand. 

“The cost of production theory has been 
seized upon by the gold standard advocates 
of this country and is used as the basis of 
their arguments. It simply means that it 
takes on the average a definite amount of 
labor to produce a gold dollar, and it is the 
cost of this labor, the average cost of pro- 
ducing the gold dollar, that fixes its pur- 
chasing power, and after the dollar is once 
in existence then its purchasing power un- 
dergoes comparatively little change. It will 
always buy an amount of property that is 
equal in value to the cost of producing the 
gold dollar, and the question of supply and 
demand has but little influence thereafter 
upon this dollar. It is practically unchango- 
able and always the same, so say the advo- 
cates of the gold standard. Under this the- 
ory it does not matter whether money is 
plentiful in the land or exceedingly scarce. 


The purchasing er of the dollar will 
always be about the same. 

I imagine I hear some man say: Why, 
that theory is contrary to the experience of 
the whole commercial world.’ Well, my 
friend, that makes no difference; gold 
standard advocates —— pom” lag the

Testtmony of ‘Stateémen. 
Let me say in regard to this theory that 
® great statesmen and great financiers of 
rope never entertained it for a moment; 
they brush it aside with the wave of their 
hand and look upon ſt as being ridiculous. 
_ The other theory rests chiefly on the law 
of sapply and demafd. Under it the total 
amount of money in the world forms the 
standard and measure of prices. When 
there is a large amount of money in circula- 
tion among the people prices are high; when 
money is exceedingly scarce among the 
ople then prices are low. Under this doc- 
riné if you wipe out one-half of the world's 
money prices fall correspondingly on the 
average. If you double the volume of the 
world’s monéy prices will on the average 
double; that is, the general tendency will 
be that way. The price of any particular 
article or piece of property will again be 
affected by the law of supply and demand 
as relates to its The volume of money 
forms what may be called the line of prices. 
It is horizontal if money is steady; it in- 
clines upwards if money is increasing in 
volume; it inclines downward if money is 
3 in volume, and the general ten- 
dency of prices will be to move along this 
line, but the supply and demand in case of 
different articles will cause the price of 
those articles to from time to time either 
come slightly above or drop slightly below 
this line. 


Meney and Population. 


“In other words, as population increases 
there must be a corresponding increase in 
the voulme of money, or there will follow a 
practicable shrinkage; that is, there will 
be less money per capita. Formerly there 
was added every year to.the world’s stock 
of money not only all the gold but all of 
the silver, except what was used in arts, the 
silver being about equal to the gold. This 
in a measure kept pace with the increase 
in population, so that the increase in popula- 
tion would not necessarily affect prices, but 
now there is added annually only the gold 
that is produced, less what is used in the 
arts. In other words, there is added only 
one-half as much as there used to be, while 
the population is increasing at a more rapid 
rate than ever. The necessary consequence 
of this is and will be that if this gold stand- 
ard is maintained prices must go on slowly 
and steadily falling throughout all the years 
to come. 

It isl true that about 95 or 96 per cent of 
all our. business ig done by means of checks, 
drafts, bank notes, and other substitutes for 
money, and that only about 4or5 per cent of 
our business\is done in actual cash, and this 
fact has misled many men and we hear men 
argue that there is but little money neéded; 
that other things have taken the place of 
money and therefore it does not matter 
whether there is much money or little 
money. 

Money Basis Necessary. 


“But these people loose sight of two 
things. First, that after all these checks, 
drafts, bank notes, and other substitutes for 
money rest on money, Every one admits 
that you must have some money, even 
though it be a little, to base these things on. 
No man has yet claimed that yqu can do 
away entirely with money and use these 
substitutes and get along. This being so, 
it necessarily follows that there is a limit 
to the amount of credit which a dollar can 
carry. That is, there isa limit to the amount 
of the drafts, checks, and bank notes that 
can be based upon a dollar. If this were not 
so then if there were only one single dollar 
in the world all the business in the world 
e de done on credits based on that one 

ollar. 


“The second thing that is lost sight 


. of by those people is that the enterprise, 


industry, and business of the world is always 
so great that it exceeds the credit which a 
dollar can carry. In other words, the enter- 
prise, the business, and commerce of the 
earth are always carried to the uttermost 
point possible. They load every dollar up 
with all that it can carry and therefore when 
you strike out any dollar from under this 
load a certain part of the load must come 
down. When the amount of checks or drafts 
are increased they do not release a certain 
amount of money and cause it to lie idle; 
the enterprise of men wil! immediately re- 
load all the monéy that is so released with 
very bit of credit it can carry. That ts 
always the condition of the commercial and 
manufacturing world in prosperous times. 


Effect of Contracting Currency. 


“It therefore follows that when you re- 
duce the amount of money in the world 
under these conditions it is a much more 
serious matter than it would be if there 
were not these checks, drafts, and other 
evidences of credit, because you destroy 
not only the given amount of money but you 
pull down so much of the whole fabric of 
credit or business, if you please, which has 
rested on that money. So when you increase 
the volume of money you not only make it 
possible to increase the amount of business 
in proportion but you make is pos- 
sible to increase the business twenty 
times as much as the aetual increase in 
money, because every dollar of money will 
again be instantly loaded with credits. 

Therefore we say that opening the mints 
to silver will add to the stock of primary, 


| or legal tender money, and this will again 


be loaded with credits which will make 
possible an increase of business twenty 
times as great as the increase in money. 
We sometimes hear it asked: How will 
you get that money into circulation? or 
what good will this inerease in money do 
you if you have riot anything to get it with, 
if you have no property or any collateral?’ 
That question is purely American and shows 
that in some things at léast we are yet new. 


Getting Into Circulation. 


It needs but a moment's reflection to 
see that the additional money wilixget into 
circulation just as the money that is in cir- 
culation got there, and that when men again 
coin silver bullion into dollars or get certifi- 
cates for it, which are legal tender, which 
can be used in paying taxes, which can be 
used.in paying duties at the custom-house, 
which can be used in ty — debts, they are 
not going to let that money lie idle because 
it will not make it profitable any longer to 
have it so. Money will cease appreciating 
in value then and they will go to building 
houses, building shops, building railroads, 
manufacturing, and doing business; they 
will start activity in a thousand channels 
and a thousand fields. That will be the re- 
sult. There will be an immediate demand for 
brains and muscle. There will be an im- 
mediate demand for engineers, for skilled 
men, for clerks, for mechanics, and for day 
laborers, and instead of laborers being 
obliged to tramp around over the country 
in search of work which they cannot find, 
they will be sought for at their homes and 
requested to come over and go to work. 
The man who has nothing to sell except his 
muscle will find a market for that muscle. 
The man who has nothing to sell except 
skill will find a market for that knowledge, 
and very soon the whole community will 
feel the vivifying and electrifying effect of 
an increase of blood and vitality in its veins. 

The speaker at this point read from a let- 
ter of Maj.

Doubling the ‘National Debt. 


The prices of wheat and other commodi- 
ties are now such that it will take twice as 
much to pay the national debt as it would 
at the resumption of specie payment. There 
was not gold enough in the world to pay 
the debts, public and private, owed abroad 
by this country. The supply of gold can be 
cornered and manipulated, The speculators 
profit and the producers suffer.

After asserting that the gold standard's 
maintenance would result in two classes, 
the extremely rich and the abjectly poor, 
Gov. Altgeld concluded with the declara-

In 1861, when the drum beats called you 
to arms, you were not asked whether you 
were a Republican or a Democrat: you 
were only asked whether you loved the flag 
and were ready to fight for it. In 1896 the 
question is not whether you are a Repub- 
lican or a Democrat, whether you are a 
Populist or a Prohibitionist: the question is 
do you love republican institutions and will 
you help maintain them. We are at the 
fork of the road. By turning to the left we 
pass permanently under a British policy; 
we go into the region of dear money and 
low prices; into the region of pérpetual 
hard times for all men who toil; we go into 
the region where we will have Turkey, 
Egypt, India, and Ireland for associates. 
But if we turn to the right, if we repudiate 
Hanna and his boodle, if we respect the 
memory of the fathers, if we again declare 
as they did that we are independent of 
every nation on earth, then this republic 
will leap forward on a new career of 
grandeur and of glory, a career of pros- 
perity and of happiness, a career that will 
elevate the sons of men and be a blessing to 
the people of the earth.“ 


DEATH OF “DIAMOND ED” HUNTLEY. 


Injuries Received Four Years Ago in 
the White Mountains Ascribed 
as the Cause. 


Ed L. Huntley, known as Diamond Ed,“ 
and having the name of having been the 
best clothing salesman in the country, died 
at his home, No. 508 Belden avenue, yester- 
day morning at 11 o’clock. 

He was the son of a Baptist minister, and 
was born in Herkimer County, N. T., Feb. 8, 
1846. After a brief mercantile experience 
in Detroit he came to Chicago, where he 
found a position in a clothing house. He 
Was with the firm of L. D. De Graff & Co., 
and then a salesman with C. P. Kellogg for 
twelve years. Later he was a partner with 
Work Brothers, and his last position was 
with L. C. Wachsmuth & Co. 

He was the first man to see the benefit the 
mails could be, and the first to bring into 
service the mail order business. Though he 
has been out of business for four years, it is 
said mail orders still continue to appear in 
his correspondence. He did what was ad- 
mitted to be a larger business than that of 
any other clothing salesman. 

When it was known Huntley was in town, 
it is said, other men would pack their sam- 
ples and push to the hext place. Clerks in 
the store who had failed to sella prospective 
customer a bill of goods would signal to 
Huntley, and he would intercept the man 
as he left the building, turn him back, and 
make a notable sale. These are stories told 
illustrating the measure of his success. 

His fondness for diamonds brought him the 
nickname of Diamond Ed.“ Huntley met 
with an accident in the White Mountains 
four years ago, and his death is traceable 
to injurtes received then. He left a widow 
and five children. 

The funeral sérvices will be held at 2 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon from the house, 
conducted by the Rev. David Beaton, pastor 
of the Lincoln Park Congregational] Church.

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF MER- 
CHANTS AND TRAVELERS TO MEET 


Inaugural Session on Tuesday—Proj- 
ect to Establish a Great Industrial 
Exhibit at the Coliseum, IIlustra- 
tive of Chicago as the Country’s 
Commercial Clearing-House — Ob- 
ject Lesson in Patriotism—Program 
for the Day. 


The inaugural meeting of the National 
Association of Merchants and Travelers 
will -be held on Tuesday afternoon at 4 
o’clock, in the auditorium of the Medinah 
Temple. The association embraces a large 
proportion of the strongest manufacturers 
and wholesale and retail houses of the city 
and a large number of out-of-town mer- 
chants will be present. The organization 
is intended to advance and promote the 
mutual interests of all the buyers and sell- 
ers in the Chicago market and at the same 
time to cultivate social relations. 

One of the first projects the association is 
likely to discuss is the establishment in the 
Coliseum of a permanent national indus- 
trial exhibit, a perpetual object lesson that 
cannot fail to inspire and foster a patriotic 
pride in the industrial achievements of the 
United States. The suggestion has met 
with an enthusiastic reception. 


Chicago the Clearing-House. 

Chicago is the commercial clearing-house 
between the East and West, and at no place 
in the country would such an exhibit beseen 
and appreciated by 60 many persons. It 
would display the marvelously diversified in- 
dustries of the country and serve to remind 
the farmer as well as all others that the 
home.market is immeasureably more im- 
portant than all foreign markets combined, 
and that the workmen who manufacture 
and the men who handle all these goods 
have to be fed, housed, and clothed from 
the products of American soil. 

The exhibit would contain nothing but do- 
mestic goods, and the newest things would 
always be found displayed. Twice a year 
when the visiting buyers are most numerous 
the stocks would be changed and attractive 
features and programs would be arranged. 
The advantages to buyers and sellers alike, 
as well as the higher value of the object 
lesson in patriotism, are duly appreciated by 
the business-men of Chicago. 


Program of the Meeting. 

The meeting on Tuesday will be called to 
order by A. C. Bartlett, the general Chair- 
man, who will state the objects, aims, and 
purposes of the association. Three other 
addresses and a choice musical program 
have been arranged. E. W. Fairchild of the 
Editorial Organization committee will de- 
liver the welcoming address. Drew Inman 
of Joliet will talk on What Constitutes a 
Successful Merchant.“ The last address 
will be by H. S. Fisk on the Best Adver- 
tising Methods.“ 

The association will hold a second meeting 
on Wednesday at the same hour and place. 
H. N. Higinbotham will make the opening 
address, Ralph Tilton will discuss the fruit- 
ful topic of advertising, and W. B. Olmstead 
of Evanston will talk about Commercial 
Codperation.”’ 


History of the Movement. 

The history of the crganization 18 still 
brief, but the final successful effort to es- 
tablish closer relations between the busi- 
ness world of Chicago and the circle of buy- 
ers who find it to their advantage to trade 
here was by no means the first in this direc- 
tion. The movement has been planning 
during the last decade. 

The Western retailers long ago discov- 
ered that it was to their advantage to come 
here, because Chicago is by right of its po- 
sition in the Nation and by virtue of the en- 
terprise of its merchants and manufactur- 
ers the natural center of the commerce of 
the continent. 

However, the Chicago jobbers and others 
decided that in addition to unrivaled bar- 
gains they would offer to their customers 
something more than heretofore in the way 
of organized courtesy. They feit that it 
would pay and be mutually advantageous to 
themselves and their customers to meet in 
a social way sometimes, and also discuss live 
topics relating to the development of the 
West, business subjects and methods. 


Obiects of the Association. 


The general object as stated by the circu- 
lar of the association is to advance the 
mutual interests of manufacturers, jobbers, 
and retail merchants. All members are 
pledged to work actively to secure all rea- 
sonable benefits through codperation of the 
great commercial interests represented, and 
to take such action upon vital trade issues as 
shall be of mutual advantage to jobbers and 
retailers.”’ 

The semi-annual meetings are to be held 
in Chicago, and division meetings will be 
called whenever the division Boards of Di- 
rectors see fit. The semi-annual meetings 
will be held durfng the busiest buying sea- 
son. The lowest railroad rates permissible 
under the inter-State commerce law will be 
obtained. The organizers of the association 
feel that it is better to meet the railroads on 
a plain business footing and to have the ben- 
efits of cobperative action permanent and 
straightforward, rather than to attempt to 
win trade by offering visiting merchants free 
passage, free amusements, and other induce- 
ments. The retailers have naturally come 
to know that these courtesies have to be 
added to the cost of their purchases.

TEXT OF MR. HARVEY’S SPEECH. 
Present Is the Crucial Test of Ameri- 

ean Institutions. 

Mr. Harvey said: 

Man promotes his own interest by pro- 
moting the common good. Individual self- 
ishness, crystalized into law, is the mother 
of anarchy and the death of republics. 

Therefore the present is the crucial test 
of American institutions. Money is the 
blood of commerce. You can do without 
wheat, corn, beef, or any of what are called 
the necessaries of life, but if you are a part 
of civilization you cannot do without money. 
Without ‘money society would go back to 
barbari@n. - 


“There is in society a need of a certain 
amount of money, just as there is a need for 


a certain quantity of bread, and laws inter- 


fering with them are oppressive. If there 
were laws encouraging the hoarding of 
wheat, they would be repealed. If there are 
laws encouraging the hoarding of money, 
we should demand that they be repealed 
also. If there is not enough money to meet 
the normal requirement, we should see that 
more is made. A cattle man in Texas knows 
that if one-half the cattlein the county were 
destroyed, his herd would be worth twice as 
much as it is now; and the money dealers 


know the same concerning their money. The 


difference is that every one can raise as 
many cattle as he pleases, but every one 
cannot coin all the money he wants. [Ap- 
plause.] 
** Bimetallism is the right to use é@ither 
gold or silver for money, so that these met- 
als will be in competition with each other. 
The idea of relying on two metals rather than 
on one is taught by nature. We have two 
two ears, two lungs, and two legs. 
onometallism is like a man with one lung 
or one leg. We are not monometaliists, but 
bimetallists. We are called silver men, but 
if gold had been demonetized, we would be 
gold men. We believe in both metals, 
so that if one grows scarce, we may use the 
other. [Applause.!]

From 1792 to 1850 the world’s supply 
was $2 of silver to. $1 of gold, or thirty-two 
ounces of silyer to one of gold. From 1850 to 
1873 this condition was more than reversed, 
and yet these vtolent fluctuations did not 
seem to have any perceptible effect on the 
commercial value of the two metals. The 
option of the debtor acted like the regulator 
on a steam engine. 

“In 1873 coinage was left fred to gold, but 
denied to silver. One of the main arteries 
of civilization was cut off. The debtor was 
limited to gold payments. From t 
until now the world’s production has 
pixteen ounces of silver to one ounce of gold, 
which could not be said of any twenty-three 
years previous to 1873. But, in spite of that 
fact, the metals have departed from com- 
mercial parity 50 per cent, while previous to 
1873, with violent fluctuations in production 
the variation was.only 8 per cent. [Ap- 
plause.] ö 


People Have a Delusion. 


People have a delusion that a dollar is a 
fixity.

Tenantry is rapidly increasing, so that in 
New York 4 per cent of the population rent 
their homes, and this. condition is sweeping 
westward. With forelgn creditors owning 
our land, with increasing demand for peni- 
tentiaries and lunatic asylums, and with con- 
stantly multiplying suicides, everything por- 
tends the breaking down of our civilization. 

“The gold men say the Bland law of 1878 
restored the legal tender quality of the silver 
dollar. But that act did not open the mints 
or restore the debtor’s option. It nominally 
restored the legal tender character of the 
silver dollar, but in fact did not do so. It 
provided for its legal tender except where 
otherwise provided in the contract.’ Sucha 
provision delegated to the individual to say 
what was legal tender money, whereas be- 
fore the government had dictated what was 
legal tender, and provided for it from both 
metals. The act of 1878 was taken advantage 
of by the money lender to flood the country 
with notes, bonds, and mortgages, payable 
in gold, and since then billions of dollars of 
our debts have become payable in gold 
money, by written contracts. The act of 
1878 carried the act of 1873 from statutory 
law into the written contracts of the coun- 
try. They were afraid the act of 1873 might 
be repealed, and they wished to cloak them- 
selves. under the constitutional provision 
against the impairment of the obligation of 
contracts. The act of 1878 is worse than the 
act of 1873. 


Silver Coinage Since 1873. 


We often hear the gold men boasting that 
there has been a larger coinage of silver 
since 1873 than before it. But under a re- 
demption monetary system, the quantity of 
representative money issued should not ex- 
ceed in volume the quantity of redemption 
money in the country. So, that, when silver 
was reduced to the position of répresenta- 
tive money, the issue of any quantity of it 
in the form of representative money had no 
effect in building up our stock of primary 
money. Since 1873 the government has pur- 
chased silver and coined it into K representa- 
tive money. There is no Judgment displayed 
in buying a costly metal to coin it into token 
or representative money. It would answer 
the same purpose to coin our token money 
from lead, tin, nickel, or other substance. 
So long as it is redeemable in gold, or made 
subsidiary to gold, the issuance of any quan- 
tity of it will not restore the foundation of 
our financial system. [Applause.] 

We are often told that the silver dollar 
is a good dollar on the face, but a 60-cent 
dollar in reality. Wesay a gold dollar is only 
a dollar on tb face, but is in reality a 200- 
cent dollar. 1e silver in a silver dollar will 
buy as much wheat and cotton as ever, but 
not as much gold. Gold has risen in value 
until, instead of buying one bushel of wheat, 
as it used to, it will buy two. 

It is constantly claimed that under free 
coinage’ silver would run gold out of the 
country. Gold is not now in circulation to 
be run out. There is no gold in circulation 
among the people. It isin the bank vaults of 
the large cities. It is cornered. And the 
government is now at the mercy of those who 
own it. Silver was the money the people 
and circulated to the very pores of civiliza- 
tion, as it does now as token money, and no 
money is appropriate to a republican people 
that does not thus circulate. [Applause.] 

Effect on the Farmer. 

* Now, inregard tothe erfect of free coinage 
on the farmer, it is true, as claimed, that a 
farmer can now buy as much calico and 
cotton cloth with 50 cents as he could before 
when wheat was $1 a bushel. But he can- 
not pay his taxes that way. It now takes 
two bushels and nearly three bushel of wheat 
to pay as much taxes as one bushel of wheat 
would have paid in 1873. Whereas, 17,000 
bushels of wheat would have paid the Pres- 
ident’s salary of $25,000 in 1873, it now re- 
quires 100,000 bushels of wheat to pay his 
salary of 850,000. And it was the same Con- 
gress that increased the President’s salary 
from $25,000 to £50,000 a year that demon- 
etized silver. Official favoritism and neg!ect 
of the rights of the producers have always 
come with despotism. It now requires two 
and three times as much of your wheat to 
ride on a Pullman car or a street car as it 
did in 1878. Those things under the control 
of trusts will be held up in price and pro- 
ducers will suffer in the exchange of their 
property forthem. [Applause.] 


Selfishness Is a Serpent. 

% Selfishness is a consuming fire that burns 
and destroys. It will destroy individual 
character and it will destroy national char- 
acter. Call it what you will, a dragon, an 
evil spirit, or a devil; it can be aptly termed 
a serpent, with its tail in India, its body 
in Europe, and its head raised in once proud 
America. [Applause.] Will you fight it, citi- 
zens of Illinois? [Cries of Yes, yes.“ Then 
throw aside politicians. Throw aside those 
who have a self-interest in asking you for 
your votes. Study this question for your- 
selves,.and when you have studied civiliza- 
tion and the effects of the law on the pros- 
perity of mankind we will then rear here an 
enduring republic. 

„It will no longer be a question of experi- 
ment. We will erect one that will be per- 
manent and enduring, and when we cease 
to scramble over the things of this earth 
and pile them up around us, as these mill- 
ionaires are doing, who now would dictate to 
you and I how to vote—when we cease that. 
then we will come to a newer and a brighter 
civilization, in which we will study the prin- 
ciples of humanity, and not the principles of 
selfish interests. [Applause.] And with 
such a people we will go forward, step by 
step, testing questions by the principle of 
humanity, and we will make a race of great 
men and great women, and it will lead toa 
brighter and a better day.” [Great applause.]

MAINTAINING THE PARITY. 


CARLISLE ANSWERS A KENTUCKY 
CONSTITUENT’S QUESTIONS. 


How the Present Silver Dollar Can Be 
Kept at Par—If Necessary the Gov- 
ernment Would Redeem It in Gold— 
In the Event of Free Silver Winning 
the Present Silver Dollars Would 
Slump — 10 to 1 Free Silver Could 
Only Be Worth the Value of Its 
Bullion in Gold. 


Bar Harbor, Me., Sept. 15.—Secretary Car- 
lisie has written the following letter on 
the subject of the maintenance of the parity 
between gold and silver. 

» Bar Harbor, Me., Sept. 12,—James P. 
Helm, Louisville, Ky.—My Dear Sir: Your 
letter asking how the silver dollars which 
contain a quantity of bullion commercially 
worth only about 53 cents each are main- 
tained at a parity with gold, notwithstanding 
the fact that the government does not di- 
rectly redeem them or the ceftificates issued 
upon them in gold, is received, and, as a 
great many inquiries upon the same sub- 
ject are addressed to me daily from different 
parts of the country, which it is impractica- 
ble to answer in detail, I Will take advantage 
ot your favor to answer them all at once. 

‘“ All the standard silver dollars issued 
frcm the mints since the passage of the act 
of 1878, now amounting to more than §$433,- 
000,000, have been coined on public account 
from bullion purchased by the government 
and are legal tender in payment of all debts, 
public and private, without regard to the 
amount, except when otherwise expressly 
Stipulated in the contract between the par- 
tles. They belong to the government when 
coined and they are paid out by the govern- 
ment at a parity with gold, for property 
end services of all kinds, and received from 
the people at a parity with gold in payment 
of all public dues and demands. The gov- 
ernment has made no discrimination what- 


ever between the coins of the two metals, 


gold having been paid on its coin obligations 
when gold was demanded, and silver having 
been paid when silver was demanded. 


Policy of the Department, 


Under this policy the coinage has been 
so limited by law and the policy of the Treas- 
ury Department that the amount coined has 


not become so great as to drive the more 


valuable coin, gold, out of use, and thus 
destroy the basis of our monetary system; 
and so long as the two metals are of unequal 
commercial value, at the ratio established 
by law, this limitation upon the coinage is, 
in my opinion, absolutely essential to the 
maintenance of their parity in affecting ex- 


changes. It constitutes the principal safe- 
guard for the protection of our currency 
against the depreciation which the experi- 
ence of all countries has shown would 
otherwise result from the attempt to use 
two legal tender coins of the same denomina- 
tion, but of unequal value. If the limitation 
were removed confidence in the ability of 
the government to preserve equality in the 
exchangeable value of the coins would be 
destroyed and the parity would be lost long 


before the amount of silver coinage had be- 


come really excessive. 

With free and unlimited coinage of silver 
on account of private individuals and cor- 
porations the government would be under 
no moral obligation to maintain the parity, 
und, moreover, it would be unable to do so, 
because the volume of overvalued silver 
forced into the circulation by a legal tender 
provision would soon expel gold from the 
country or put such a premium upon it that 
it would be impossible to procure and hold 
in the Treasury a sufficient amount to pro- 
vide for the redemption of silver on pre- 
sentation. 


Gold Would Soon Disappear. 


In order to maintain the parity under 
such? conditions the government would be 
compelled from the beginning to exchange 
gold for silver dollars and their paper repre- 
sentatives whenever demanded, just as it 
row exchanges gold for its own notes when 
demanded, and as the coinage of silver dol- 
lars would be unlimited and therefore in- 
creasing, a point would soon be reached 
where’it would be impossible to continue the 
process of redemption. The implied obliga- 
tion of the government to preserve the value 
of the money which it coins from its own 
bullion and for its own use, and which it 
forces its citizens to receive in exchange for 
their property and services has been supple- 
mented by two statutory declarations which 
subsequently pledge the public faith to the 
maintenance of that policy. 

“The act of July 14, 1890, after providing 
that the Secretary of the Treasury should, 
under such regulations as he might pre- 
scribe, redeem the Treasury notes issued in 
the purchase of silver bullion in gold or 
silver coin at its discretion, declares that 
it is ‘the established policy of the United 
States to maintain the two metals on a pari- 
ty with each other upon the present legal 
ratio, or such ratio-as may be provided by 
law,’ and the act of Nov. 1, 1893, again de- 
ola res it to be the policy of the United States 
to continue the use of both gold and silver 
as standard money, and to coin both gold 
and silver into money of equal intrinsic and 
interchangeable value, such equality to be 
secured through international agreement, 
or by such safeguards of legislation as wil! 
insure the maintenance of the parity of 
value of the coins of the two metals, and 
the equal power of every dollar at all times 
in the markets and in the payment of debts. 


Must Not Destroy Confidence. 


With knowledge of these assurances, the 
people have received these coins and have 
relied confidently upon the good faith of 
their government; and the confidence thus 
inspired has been a most potent factor in 
the maintenance of the parity. The public 
has been satisfied that, so Ming as our present 
monetary system is preserved the govern- 
ment will do whatever its moral obligations 
ard express declarations require it to do, 
and very largely as a consequence of this 
confidence in the good faith of the executive 
authoriities, the silver coins have not de- 
preciated in value. 

It is not doubted that whatever can be 
lawfully done to maintain equality in the 
exchangeable value of the two metals wil! 
be done whenever it becomes necessary, and, 
although silver dollars and silver certifi- 
cates have not, up to the present time, been 
received in exchange for gold, yet, if the 
time shall ever come when the parity. can- 
not be otherwise maintained,such exchanges 
will be made. 

“It is the duty of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and of all other public officials. 
to execute in good faith the policy declared 
by Congress, and whenever he shall be satis- 
fied that the silver dollar cannot be kept 
equal in purchasing power with the gold 
collar, except by receiving it in exchange 
for the gold dollar, when such exchange is 
demanded, it will be his duty to adopt that 
ccurse. 

But if our present policy is adhered to 
and the coinage is kept within reasonable 
limits the means heretofore employed for 
the maintenance of the parity will doubt- 
less be found sufficient in the future, and 
our silver dollars and silver certificates will 
continue to circulate at par with gold, thus 
enabling the people to use both metals in- 
stead of one only, as would be the case if 
the parity was destroyed by free coinage.

Federal Marshal Makes an Arrest in 
the New Orleans Case. 

New Orleans, La., Sept. 19.—{Special. }]— 
The first arrest of the alleged confederates 
of the crooked bookkeepers of the Union 
National Bank was made this afternoon 
when United States Marshal Guillotts took 
into custody Louls Gallot, formerly an em-

$203,000, In 1891 he deposited $5,000 in the 
bank, but made no subsequent deposits. He 
drew out almost daily from $250 to $300 until 
1894, making $208,000 in all. It is supposed 
most of the money was spent on cotton 
futures. More arrests are expected.

Princeton, III., Sept. 19.—{Special.]—The 
Spring Valley Coal company sustained a 
second defeat in the Circuit Court here to- 
day, a verdict being rendered against it in 
the action against the City of Spring Valley, 
wherein the company claimed $16,000 dam- 
ages for the looting of its store by rioting 
miners in 1894.

the company to the Appellate Court, which 
remanded it back to a jury.

The leading journals of both parties, 
the high-class public men of both parties, are 
against Bryan, and the average man will not be 
able to put himself outside of his environment and 
extricate himself from party Influences, On the 
other hand, an enormous percentage of Democrats 
will vote direct for McKinley, because such men 
will be influenced by high-grade journals and indi- 
viduals who have come to the front for their guld- 
ance, 

The Palmer ticket will receive almost as many 
votes in several States as Bryan. The total gold 
vote, counting Republicans and Democrats, will 
reach a larger total in favor of national integrity 
than was ever before recorded on one side of any 
national issue. Except in certain benighted dis- 
tricts Bryanism has burst like a bubble, and the 
majority for McKinley will be amazing. He will 
carry every State east of the Mississippi and north 
of the Ohio. He is certain of Kentucky, Maryland, 
and West Virginia. He has more than even 
chances in Tennessee, Alabama., and North Caro- 
lina. He is certain of Oregon, Wisconsin, and 
Nebraska, and judging dy present tendencies will 
astonish the public by victory in Missouri. The 
political outlook, therefore, reveals a clear sky, the 
few tiny clouds being projected from the imagina- 
tion of overtimid minds. 


FINANCIAL FORECAST. 

In view of the probabilities above outlined, is 
it not certain that public confidence will become 
established? Wall street was well informed con- 
cerning the outlook in Maine, and most of its 
best observers expected more than 40,000 Repub- 
lican majority. 

After thirty-seven business days we will face 
the election crisis, but before twenty of those days 
have expired the large New York journals, real- 
izing that this is the most important campaign of 
our history, will have canvassed in detail the im- 
portant doubtful States. Far-seeing operators 
will be able to place substantial reliance upon this 
public information, as well as upon private in- 
formation. Does any man imagine that McKinley 
can receive an overwhelming majority and far- 
seeing men of Wall street not take advantage of 
the coming improvement? 

Meanwhile the large tmportations of gold will 
protect us from monetary complications or disas- 
ter within the next few weeks. The financial 
world has made a complete revolution. At last 
the United States has been lifted into the as- 
cendency in international monetary affairs. We 
are now drawing money from other countries. The 
trade balance for the current year, if compared 
with last year, will be more than $200,000,000 
in our favor. Foreign countries are now paying 
part of this in gold. For several years they have 
been selling our securities back to us because 
they feared silver: basis for this country. They 
understeod us better than we understood our- 
selves. There was more latent silver sentiment 
than we realized. We find ourselves at this time 
the owners of all the securities Europe was in a 
position to sell and are now getting its gold. In 
the early future foreigners will buy our securities 
again and send us still more gold. Now look at 
the situation on this side of the Atlantic. When 
Bryanism burst into the realization of our citi- 
zens, cautious capitalists and timid investors 
sold their securities th order to avoid the riek 
of an ominous campaign, This selling by timid 
men has sent good securities into strong boxes 
and into the ownership of capitalists of courage. 
Such securities are now beyond the reach of tem- 
porary influences. Unless some gigantic inter- 
national war scage develops, Wall street is be- 
yond the reach of panic. Except in a degree, 
comparatively insignificant, it is beyond the reach 
of manipulation. The market is in the grasp 
of influences which are not local and not tem- 
porary. Not before have so many Americans 
been waiting an opportune moment for purchase. 
We must ignore therefore this temporary market 
as having no special significance, except as it 
reveals the maneuvers of a few men, who will 
be overborne and submerged in the general radical 
movement which is taking place. The larger pro- 
portion of the business of our country is necessity 
business, and the movement of this necessity busi- 
ness is already visible and will increase as the 
usual fall demand appears. Public confidence 
would be established already in view of the above 
facts had it not been for our recent bitter ex- 
periences. The Venezuelan war scare and re- 
markable development of silverism so mutilated 
business and financial circles that they are slow 
to recover, but the judgment of our best thinkers 
is already convinced and gradually the quivering 
emotions will subside. It is high time that reason- 
ing should come back into control ot business 
and judgment again find sway in finance. The 
officers of the Monetary Trust believe that the 
same revolution of the financial world which has 
brought the forces of returning prosperity back 
to this country will also put their corporation into 
the position which it was created to fill, and we ask 
the serious attention of thinking men to the mis- 
sion and the methods to which we are devoted. 


POSITION OF WHEAT. 

The guillotine of modern times is the wheat 
contract, and the largest slaughter house in Chi- 
cago is known by another name. The executions 
generally take place whenever some favorite op- 
tion is maturing. As the blind outsiders enter 
into an obligation which compels them to sell upon 
a given day or pay for the wheat in full, while their 
opponents have thirty days“ additional time, it is 
always easy to drive the victims into the chute. 
At this particular time the general public does not 
hold contracts in large degree, and is not in a po- 
sition to be slaughtered. Besides there is no pop- 
ular contract maturing. Therefore, for once, the 
Monetary Trust can direct attention to this cereal 
upon its merits. The unrelenting stringency of 
money in this country has been resting heavily 
on the wheat market, and has kept the price be- 
low the level of export value. As a consequence 
the outward movement has been remarkable, and 
all the freight room on this side the ocean is 
under engagement. As the holders of wheat in 
the Northwest could not borrow money upon it 
they have been compelled to empty the country 
elevators in a larger degree than the movement 
from farmers’ hands would naturally justify. 
Because of this financial pressure and the absence 
of public speculation the price of cash wheat has 
been held down relatively low as nmieasured by our 
own crop conditions. Meanwhile, the all-world 
crop is not unfavorable to highe prices. We 
estimate, therefore, that the preseat cost of De- 
cember contracts is not above the midocean value 
of wheat if financial conditions wers normal. 

For the first time in several years, therefore, the 
buyer of wheat may enter into a futare contract. 
and hope to stand up against the enormous ap- 
parent handicap which is created by the difference 
between the cash price and the December option. 
The stock of wheat in Chicago at this time is 
held by men of money and courage, who have 
not favored higher prices, because it was de- 
sirable to purchase the large incoming shipments 
upon the best terms possible. December con- 
tracts not subjected to the fear which timid 
investors have concerning any monetary compli- 
cations which may precede the election. It is sel- 
dom unreasonable to anticipate the purchase of 
wheat by the speculating public. The fact is the 
public is a monomaniac in regard to this cereal, 
and the most unfortunate victim of speculation 
is the wheat drunkard. These lines, however. 
are addressed to serious investors, to thase men 
who feel inclined to take advantage of the ex- 
traordinary conditions preceding the coming elec- 
tion, in order to make large profits in a manner 
seldom possible, both as to minimum of ri and 
maximum of promise. If there are men blind 
enough to anticipate the election of Bryan, they 
should certainly expect, even upon their own 
theories, a feverish advance in this commodty. 

The advance will come, but not from that cause. 
As confidence grows in regard to the outcome of 
the election in favor of sound money, a gentral 
advancing tendency will develop in both securifes 
and commodities, and, although we seldom fnd 
it advisable to undergo carrying charges with a 
view to profit upon any commodity, yet at this 
time we are forced into a conclusion that a libem!

New York, Sept. 19.—{Special.]—This has 
in many ways been an exceptionally notable 
Wall street week.

Con- 
sidering at small lots of gold are con- 
stantly being drawn from the Treasury, it 
can be estimated that, if there had been no 
importations of gold, the Treasury reserve 
would by this time have reached $98,000,000. 
It now stands at about $118,000,000. That 
‘accounts for $20,000,000 of the imports. The 
legal tenders which have been exchanged 
for this $20,000,000 have gone chiefly to the 
Wests to assist the crop movement. The 
New York banks, since gold began to come | 
in, have gained in specie over $4,000,000. 
We can account for another $2,000,000 which 
was * te by the banks of other large 
eities. is is $26,000,000 out of the $28,000,- 
000 imported, leaving about $2,000,000 to be 
accounted for, which is only a small per- 
centage. Judging from the requests for gold 
which we received a few weeks ago, and 
from those we have now, I should gay the

PROBE CUT RATECHARGES 


INTER-STATE COMMISSIONERS SEEK 
LIGHT ON DISCRIMINATION. 


- by the Railroad Companies, Who 
Declare the Practice of Shading 
Tariffis Does Not Work to the Disad- 
vantage of Shippers and Merchants 
as Alleged—Tomorrow’s Session, It 
Is Thought, Will Be Important. 


Proceedings before the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission yesterday were a trifie 
more interesting than those of the two previ- 
ous sessions. Many witnesses were exam- 
ined by the commission with a view of de- 
termining whether discrimination is prac- 
ticed by making lower rates to New Orleans 
and New York on export traffic than are 
made on local shipments. Several witnesses 
called by the railroad companies testified 
that the practice of the roads in charging 
a lower rate to New Orleans for export than 
that charged on products for home con- 
Sumption does not operate to the disad- 
vantage of shippers or merchants in the 
South. 

General Export Agent Baldwin of the IIII- 
nois Central at New Orleans explained how 
the rate from the packing-houses of the 
North to Europe via New Orleans is made. 
The export rate by way of New York, he 
said, is always lower than the ocean rate 
from New Orleans. In handling the business 
for his company it was necessary to keep 
track of the New York rates, and make the 
New Orleans rates lower, and to accomplish 
that it was necessary to reduce the inland 
rate from Omaha or Chicago to New Orleans. 

He was asked by Chairman Morrison if 
the merchants of New Orleans were aware of 
the difference between the export and the 
local rates, and the answer was that no com- 
plaints had been received from anyone. No 
fixed rate, said Mr. Baldwin, could be made 
in advance of actual shipments on account 
of the constant fluctuations in the ocean 
rates. 

W. P. Ross, who for twenty-five years has 
been a steamship agent at New Orleans, told 
the commission that there had been an enor- 
mous increase in the export business of New 
Orleans for the last two years, and one ot the 
new features of it was the exportation of 
packing-house products. He did not believe 
the difference between the rates for export 
and the rates for domestic consumption af- 
fects the business-men of New Orleans or 
the South. 

Mr. Morrison asked the witness why rail- 
roads to New York and ot@r Atlantic points 
do not find it necessary to cut their rates 
on export traffic, notwithstanding the fact 
that ocean rates from New York to Europe 
Vary constantly. Mr. Ross said the ocean 
rates from New York were permanently 
lower than from New Orleans, the difference 
being 12 cents or more. This difference 
in rates affords a margin to the Eastern 
roads on which to base their rates. 

The case of the Chicago Great Western 
and the Lehigh Valley Transportation com- 
panies and Lehigh Valley railroad was taken 
up and disposed of in a few minutes. These 
companies were called before the commission 
to show cause why they charged lower rates 
for export to Europe by way of North At- 
lantic ports than were charged for domestic 
consumption in the East. P. C. Stohrs, Gen- 


Western, testified that t rate they made 
for export was the same a#that for domestic 
consumption, and that there was never any 
difference. 

A statement showing the rates was filed 
and the commission expressed itself as satis- 
fied with the showing made by the com- 
panies. 

Tomorrow's session of the commission ts 
likely to prove exceedingly interesting. Al- 
leged deals between elevator men and the 
railroads will be inquired into, and sensa- 
tional developments may be the result. 


REDUCED PARTY RATES TO CANTON. 


Western Roads Prearing to Meet Ex- 
ample of Eastern Lines. 

Western roads are being thus far severely 
criticised for refusing to grant special re- 
duced rates to large parties who want to 
call upon Maj. McKinley at Canton, O. The 
Eastern, or Central committee roads, which 
are granting such reduced rates, are doing 
an exceedingly large and profitable business 
and they find there is no manipulation of 
rates, which the Western roads fear would 
be the result if reduced rates to Canton were 
madé. 

No other good reason can be assigned, it 
is sald, for the refusal of the Western roads 
to make reduced rates than that the.Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents of some of the roads 
are at heart silver men. 

Owing to rumors to that effect being in 
circulation a meeting of General Passenger 
Agents has been called at Chairman Cald- 
well’s office tomorrow to take definite action 
regarding the proposed reduction in rates 
for parties who want to go to Canton from 
points in the West.

If this is impossible 
it is torn down, demolished, removed. But 
ase general rule a use is found for every- 
thing, and nothing is allowed to go to waste, 
or to stand uselessly idle. And the churches | 
ef Chicago form no exceptions to this rule 
When they are outgrown, abandoned, de- 
gerted, they are sold, as soon as may be, for 
yse in some other direction, and many and 
varied are the duties they perform. All over 
the city may be found these silent witnesses 
ef the growth and progression of Chicago, 
and they constitute a unique and interesting 
study for the lover of antiquities. To all 
and conditions of service they are put, 
and their varied uses form an interesting 
fist. Here are a few of the forms under 
which deserted Chicago churches have 
masqueraded: A candy factory, a phosphate 
gtorehouse, a rooming establishment, a rail- 
way depot, a fire engine house, a police sta- 
tion, the home of a social club, a paint store, 
a storage warehouse, the headquarters of a 
bicycle organization, a butcher shop, a post- 
office, a gas house, a saloon, a feed store, a 
kindergarten hall, a dance hall, a brewery, 
anda tin factory. Every one of these offices 
have been filled by outgrown churches with- 
in the memory of the old residents of Chi- 
cago. All of them, with the exception of the 
Federal building and the butcher shop, re- 
mained unaltered until three years ago. The 
majority of the old buildings stillexist.

The West Side is rich in these metamor- 
phosed church buildings. Hardly a square 
mile of territory can be traversed without 
passing one or more of them. In Washing- 
ton street, near Jefferson, is an old frame 
building, once a church, later a Salvation 
Army hall, and now used tor lodge and po- 
litical purposes. Hardly a block away, in 
Sangamon street, is another church hall, 
and Center avenue has severai of these 
ancient landmarks which have been aban- 
doned as churches, and put to other uses. 
And all through that part of the city, which 
has the river for its eastern boundary line, 
such places exist in plenty. 

The old Epiphany Building, one of the 
landmarks of that part of Chicago which 

across the river, and which used to 
Stand in Throop street, near Van Buren, 
Was sold for a club-house after the newer 
and hanudsomer edifice replaced it. St. 
originally the Epiphany 
mission, existed for Many years ina building 
Which is now a store. The place was built 
with the intention of eventually putting it 
to this use, and the church of today stands 
next to the lot it occupied for so long.

Debt and dissension were the 
causes of its altered usefulness: the congre- 
gation, reversing the order of St. Luke’s peo- 
ple, now worship in a store. 

Another old Western avenue place of wor- 
ship passed auccessively through the pur- 
poses of a school-house, a political wigwam, 
and concert hall. By another odd reversal 
of fate, a Van Buren street building, hastily 
erected for political uses, in time became a re- 
‘igious meeting-house, and two years ago 
was replaced by a fine new building. Fur- 
ther still on Western avenue stands an old 
church which has a sewing-machine sign sus- 
pended from its steeple, and out by the rall- 
road tracks is one which is used asa brewery. 
But so long is it since these churches under- 
went their metamorphoses that all records 
of their former life have been lost. Te what 
religious bodies they originally belonged no- 
body knows. 

With the candy factory which occupies 
the northeast corner of Washington boule- 
vard and Sangamon street matters are dif- 
ferent. The steps are missing, the large 
windows boarded up, and a huge advertise- 
ment vers the upper half of the front, but 


fame has been put to variéd uses of Mate, and 
farther out towards the suburbs stands a 
dingy-looking old church which is used as 


a stable, with a blacksmith shop in one 


corner. The old First Christian Church, in 
South Oakley avenue, reversed this process. 
It has its home in what was once a black 
smith's establishment. The suburbs them- 
selves are full of old and disfigured churches. 

The First Presbyterian Church of Hyde 
Park is another of Chicago's old churches 
which has had an eventful history. The first 
building which the congregation owned was a 
small, insignificant-looking frame structure, 
which stood near the corner of Lake avenue 
and Fifty-third street or Oak street and 
Hyde Park avenue at that time. When the 
next church was built the old edifice was 
sold to the village authorities—this being 
long before the annexation of Hyde Park—for 
a town hall. A basement was added later 
and the lower portion used for a jail. Just 
before the World’s Fair the superseded town 
hall was replaced by a new police station, 
and the old building was torn down. All, or 
practically all, of Hyde Park had worshiped 
in this building at one time, and its downfall 
is still remembered with regret by the olaer 
residents of the one-time village. 


Uncle Sam Occupies a Charch. 


Nor was this church the only one to serve 
public ends other than devotional. In the 
old days of Chicago the Wabash Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal Church, which was one 
of the landmarks of the town, was sold to 
the government and used, for a long time, 
as a Federal building.

FLEET QUICKLY BUILT. 


DULUTH CONSTRUCTS TWELVE BIG 
VESSELS IN UNEQUALED TIME. 


Giant Freight Steamers Are Con- 
structed in Less Than Ten Months 
After the Work Is Decided On— 
Are of 65,000 Tons Burden and Cost 
$3,400,000—Named for Famous En- 
gineers—Growth of Navigation eon 
the Lakes Within Recent Years. 


EVER before in the history of Ameri- 
can shipbuilding has such work been 
seen as has been done in fhe con- 
struction of the Bessemer Steamship 

company’s fleet of lake freight ships, About 
the close of the first week in December last 


land agents made contracts with lake ship- 
yards, all then fairly full of work, for the 
oullding of twelve great ships, each to be 
larger than anything on the lakes with the 
exception of one steamer afloat and two under 
contract for the Zenith Transportation com- 


pany of Duluth, Minn, The end of last weak 


semer, Siemens, Fairbairn, and Ericsson, 
and the barge Holley are now in commission, 
and each one has carried loads enough to test 
its capacity. They were all built on a guar- 
antee by the constructors of a capacity, on 
fourteen feet draft, of 4,000 gross, or 4,480 
net, tons. 

The evolution ot lake shipping from the 
craft of a dozen years ago, when 1,500 tons 
was considered a large losd, has been re- 
markable. Every improvement and deeper 
channel made by the government has been 
preceded by vessels built for the use of the 
depth to be so gained, and the government | 
has been continually pushed by the ship- 
owners 

Change in Lake Shipping. 

Half a dozen years ago the Great Northern 
road built six steel freight ships ot a capaci- 
ty of 2,500 tons each. They were regarded 
as monsters, and predictions‘ were plenty. 
as they had been at the time the 1,500-ton 
ship was put out, that they could never find 
anything to do. Today the 2,50U-ton ship 
is a back number, and the vessel of today 
can carry three times its cargo, Is 400 feet 
in keel length, cannot get into Chicago har- 
bor, and is in all dimensions but depth the 
equal of the big ocean freighters. But even 
row, while some ship builders and owners 
are saying that the limit ef sige has been 
attained, ohare are figuring on the 500-foot 
ship they will build when the present de- 
pression is over and the deep draft of 
connecting channels is completed. They 
think the freight ship of the close of the 
century on the lakes will be a monster ves- 
sel with a capacity of not far from 9,000 tons

A glance at the open win- 
dows shows numbers of girls at work, and 
the odor of cooking confectionery floats out 
through them constantly, but the place is 
a church still. For over ten years it has been 
a candy factory; before that it stood empty 
some time. 


Is Now a Phesphate Factory. 


On the fiorthwest corner of Washington 
boulevard and Paulina street is another old 
church which has been sold for commercial 
uses. The building is one of the finest old 
ruins in the city and is imposing still in spite 
of boarded doors and windows, the short 
tower, the immense signs which disfigure the 
picturesque front, and the general air of di- 
lapidation and desolation which surrounds it. 
This is the old Fourth Baptist Church. It 
was deserted when the new building, at the 
corner of Ashland avenue and Monroe street, 
was erected. A Swedish congregation held 
it for a time, but it has been used as a store- 
house for wild cherry phosphate for nearly 
two years. When no longer available for this 
purpose it will be torn down, beyond a doubt, 
and it is already falling into decay. 

To cross to the’ South Side the original 
church building of the First Baptist Church 
stands at the intersection of Sixteenth and 
the Illinois Central.tracks, and has, for a 
long time, been used as a station for this 
railroad. Not many blocks away from this 
structure are two churches which have fallen 
upon evil times and both are especially fine 
buildings. The first is the old home of the 
RB’nai Sholon, or Sons of Peace“ Jewish 
congregation, and was abandoned because 
many members of the corgregation had 
moved farther south. In 1891 the old temple 
was deserted for a newer one, and now the 
synagogue authorities are contemplating still 
another move. But it will not be back tothe 
old edifice, which is greatly the worse for 
neglect and lack of care. Its only use at 
present is that of a huge bill board, and near- 
ly the entire front Is covered by colossal ad- 
vertisements, topped by an immense sign of 
„For Sale or Lease.” : 

Hardly a block away is the old building of 
the St. Paul’s Universalist congregation. 
Like the Jewish synagogue this building 
stands in Michigan avenue in the neighbor- 
hood of Seventeenth street, and it has been 
left stranded by the tide of fashionable life 
which has swept past it. In place of the 
aristocratic families which used to dwell 
under its shadow only boarding and rooming 
houses surround it at present, and it is used 
as a storage warehouse. Two large brass 
plates, stationed exactly where the name 
plate of a church is wont to be, declare the 
name and address of the firm which occupies 
it and“ Storage,” worked out in large brass 
letters, decorates the front. Built handsome- 
ly of gray stone the building is still imposing, 
even in the days of its decline, and had not 
the surrounding neighborhood proved too 
ephemeral for it would have done noble duty 


for years to come

The old Railroad Chapel of State street 
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used to stand on the site occupied at pres- 
ent by the Grace Episcopal church buildings, 
was a butcher shop for many years; still 
another old-time church Building became a 
fire engine house, far out on the West Side. 
This was afterwards moved still farther 
from town and became a dwelling-house, 
while the other was once more put to its 
original use. All traces of both have beén 
lost. 

Out on Wentworth avenue, near the old 
limit line of Englewood, is a large frame 
church which has been turned into a room- 
ing-house. A large announcement of this 
fact adorns the street side of the place, and 
the surroundings are miserably dingy and 
dirty. But it is still a church despite these 
drawbacks, and a church it will remain, in 
appearance at least, until it, too, is replaced 
by a newer and neater building. Once a 
church always a church” seems to be a 
truism in Chicago, and witnesses to it may 
be found on every side. The tide of the 
city’s growth sweeps relentlessly outward, 
and the old church buildings are left behind, 
abandoned, put to strange uses. And they 
serve admirably to refute the statement 
that there is nothing old in Chicago. The 
examples mentioned are only a few of the 
type they represent, and it is probable 
that many of Chicago’s older residents 
could add largely to the list.

The Bessemer Steamship company was the 
outgrowth of the control-by John D. Rocke- 
feller of the mines formerly under the Merritt 
ownership on the Mesaba range and of the 
railway between those mines and Duluth. 
Mr. Rockefeller reasoned that, owning both 
the mines and the railway to the water, he 
should control as well the transportation of 
the ore to the lower lakes. To decide was to 
act, and one of the most important fleets in 
American waters, salt or fresh, was com- 
pleted in less than a year. It was proposed 
that this fleet should be able to handle the 
output of the mines, and as planned they 
will be able to carry about 2,000,000 tons in 
one season of lake navigation. 

Named for Famous Engineers. 

The vessels of the Bessemer fleet have been 
appropriately named for men famous for 
their connection with the mining, engineer- 
ing, and metallurgical world. The flagship 
of the fleet is the Sir Henry Bessemer, while 
among the others are such names as Nas- 
myth, from the inventor of the steam ham- 
mer; Ericsson, from the builder of the Moni- 
tor; Corliss, the maker of engines; Krupp, 
Fulton, Watts, Siemens, Bell, Fairbairn, and 
Holley. Amid all the development of the 
lake marine and steel interests in the last 
few years it has strangely enough remained 
for this new company to honor the memories 
of the greatest men these industries have 
had by naming ships for them. The Bes- 
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the ship of today. It has been the need of 
greater earning power, ,indeed, that has 
brought about the change of the last few 
years. Within the last ten years freight 
rates for the entire seasons were tenfold 
more than now, the Gogebic shippers at one 
time paying nearly $6 a ton to get their ore 
to Cleveland. Now a steady rate of 80 
cents would be a good enough thing for any 
owner, while it ts figured that ore can be 
carried by the big ships at a cost of 50 cents.

This, 
however, is not so. Indeed, the reverse is 
the case, and, as is witnessed by the 
women’s departments, the banks rather 
cater to that sort of business. And it is not 
through any excess of gallantry, either. 
Little Standing in Line. 

The women’s departments are designed for 
an easy and rapid transaction of business, 
primarily to do away with the necessity of 
standing in line, which is a sore trial to the 


average woman, unless endured for the sake 
of theater tickets. With the growth of that 
special line of business, however, waiting in 
line has become more common, and it is not 
unusual to see half a dozen or more repre- 
sentatives of the gentle sex lined up before 
the women’s window. Still, this is nowhere 
near the number of persons to be found be- 
fore the windows devoted to general busi- 
ness, and the women’s department has not 
yet lost the advantage of rapid working. The 
department, while, of course, a part of the 
bank system, is kept distinct from the gen- 


| 


eral accounts. It has special paying and 


| 


receiving tellers, a special force of book- 
keepers, and a separate bank organization. 
It is a line of business in which the banks 
can afford to be lenient regarding slight mis- 
takes, for it is an especially safe and certain 
one. Banks, of course, deny that there is 
ever such a thing as overdrawing in con- 
nection with their workings, but certainly 
such things are heard of. There is less 
overdrawing done by women than men; in- 
deed, despite the tendencies before men- 
tioned, there is almost none of it to be found

One of the most interesting speeches upon

London was delivered by the distinguished 
and venerable English artist, Mr. Holman 
Hunt, R. A., whom the Jews had invited 
to attend the meeting. He spoke of the 
progress of.Dr. Herzl’s scheme, which was 
fast becédmitig a practical one. He closed 

with the following remarks: ' 
lt would for the future Be impossible for 
statesmen to considerany ne — in the gov- 
ernment of Palestine without carefully 
weighing the claims of the Jews. -Hehimself 
had rather come round to Dr: Herzl's views 
that Palestine should be acquired by the Jews 
‘as their absolute property, if’ necessary by 
purchase. The Jews of England should take 

a foremost place in this movement. It would 
be wise for them to help on the realization 
of this scheme before any possible event 
came to stimulate their activity when their 
power of helping was diminished. Dr. Herzl’s 
plan must no longer be regarded as a dream.

AMERICAN HERO IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


How Burnham Prevented a Wholesale 
Massaere of Whites in Buluwayo. 
London Cable to New York Sun: Mr. F. 

R. Burnham, the famous American scout 

who killed Mlimo, the native god of the 

Matabele, who incited the recent rebellion 

in Rhodesia, sailed for New York on Wednes- 

day after spending a few days in London. 

Mr. Burnham furnishes an interesting ac- 

count of the inception of that uprising and 

the startling plot for the massacre of all 
the whites in Buluwayo, which, fortunately, 

failed. He says: ä 
The nation was ripe for rebellion, as 

we now know, and it was Mlimo who laid 

the plans for the Overthrow of the white 
man. It was by his instructions that all 
the murders were committed. On a certain 
day every servant was to kill his master in 

Buluwayo and throughout the country. It 

was a well-planned thing, in which the 

black soldiers, who were themselves Mata- 
bele, but served the government as police, 
were to revolt also. 

The plot failed only because of the action 
of a few hot-headed men in the Filabosi 
and Insezi districts who precipitated things 
by acting Prematurely and against Mlimo’s 
order. The plot was got up so secretly that 


us. 


pleasant pursuits than 


what occured was a surprise. We thought 


the Kaffirs realized that they were under 
better government than Lobengula’s. So 
all, including the government officials, could 
not believe there was a plot to murder every 
man, woman, and child in the country. 

I believe if we could have got at Mlimo at 
the start of the row we might have crushed 
the rebellion at once. As it was, the impis 
had fought so long and had committed so 
many murders that they felt there was noth- 
ing for them to do but to fight on, even al- 
though they found that what Mlimo told 
tem Was untrue. « 

One thing this priest guaranteed was to 
turn the bullets of the white men into water 
and that the natives should reign supreme at 
Bullwayo again, King Lobengula was to 
2 again in the government house of 
Mr. Rhodes, which had been built on the site 
of Lobengula’s palace. For that reason 
the government house, although it was in 
the hands of the Kaffirs when Buluwayo 
was closely invested, was not fired upon or 
destroyed.”’ 

Burnham is the hero of seven campaigns 
in Africa, and is probably the best known 
sc-ut in Africa. He is one of the three sur- 
vivors of the party of tyfr'y-eight picked 
men who, under Maj. ilson, advanced 
across the Shangani River in pursuit of Lo- 
bengula in December, 1893. 

The main body, under Maj. Forbes, was 
on the otber side of the river, and when the 
patrol party found themselves surrounded 
by, thousands of lLobengula’s warriors 
Burnham and two others volunteered to 
make a dash through the enemy in the hope 
reaching Forbes and telling him the situa- 
tion. 

Although volley after volley was fired 
upon them, they foreed their way through 
the bush, reached the river, and crossed it 
with difficulty, only to find that Forbes him- 
self was sorely pressed. 


The river, meanwhile, had risen so rapid- 


ly that it could not be crossed, and Wilson 
and his. men were left to make the famous 
last stand, when all ‘perished while they 
sang God Save the Queen.”

But Two of the Original Seven Discov~- 
erers of thé Rich Find Now Living— 
Go Times When Money Was 
Thrown Away and Gold Dust Was 
Weighed on Grocers’ Scales—Com-

San Francisco Chronicle: When old man 
Comstock, after whom the famous Coms 
lode was named, bought George Carter’s 
wife for $500 and a horse, saddle, and bridle, 
in the fall of 1830, I little thought of the 
enormous developments that were soon to 
follow,” said John E. Clark, once familiarly 
known as * Ophir Jack.“ re cea 

“We were then taking out about @ nail- 
keg full of dust every week, and, naturally, 
we had the biggest thing on top of the 
ground; but that was nothing to speak of 
compared with the ore we were soon to 
strike, that produced $13,000 to the ton. 
Money was very easy with us at that time, 
and Comstock would doubtiess have been 
willing to pay more for the only woman in 
the camp had his first offer not been ac- 
cepted. Carter, his wife, and her brother 
came overland in a wagon, and when they 
struck our camp we offered him a job, and 
it was while carrying dirt out of the mine 
and keeping. a judicious watch over his do- 
mestic Affairs At the same time that Com- 
stock sad.

Comstock wanted a bill of sale, 
was regularly drawn up, signed and wit- 
nessed in Johnny Newman's saloon, New- 
man being one of the witnesses. Carter 
went back to work, and staid around for 
a few days, and then he took his horse and 
left. I never heard of him again. After 
Comstock sold his interest in the Ophir he 
and Mrs. Carter went to Placerville, and. 
there in a few months they had a row and 
separated. 
“] was one of the seven men who dis- 
covered the Comstock lode,“ continued Mr. 
Clark. “Joe Winters and I were working 
near Forest City, making small returns, 
when I gave Joe money and told him to go 
there and buy a claim. He bought an in- 
terest for $150. There were seven in the 
veel — man Comstock, Pat McLaughlin, 

ete Reilly, Emanuel Penrod, or Manny. 
as we used to call him: Kaintuck’ Osborne, 
Joe Winters, and 2 We had no tents 
and slept in our blankets under a big spruce 
tree. We were making anywhere from 81 
to $6 a day where we were working. Going 
back and forward between the spruce tree 
and our rockers we for a long time 


+ 


over what was afterward the Ophir mine 


without paying any attention to the bright 
sand at that point. One day Comstock, in 
passing, said: ' 
Boys, this sand looks very bright,’ and 
he picked up a handful and carried it to 
one of our rockers. 

Just as soon as the water struck it we 
saw that what we had for weeks been care - 
lessly walking over was the richest sand we 
had ever seen or heard of. You may be 
sure we were not long in changing the 
base of operations, We constructed an or- 
dinary V-shaped chute to carry water from 
the spring, about a quarter of a mile away, 
and went to work. he * bulge’ of soft, dis- 
integrated earth was about twelve feet 
across and nearly circular. Its edges were 
clearly defined and went down with a slight 
dip to the east. The dirt was extraordinar- 
ily rich, some of it running as high as $6 
an ounce.’ Our washings were measured al- 
most literally by the bucketful. We divided 
our wealth by weighing it on a common set 
of grucers’ scales. It was not long un- 
known, and miners came from all directions 
during the following winter and the Town 
of Virginia City. named after the drunken, 
worthless miner called * Virginny,’ rapidly 
sprang into existence. | 

“ But no one found dirt like that we struck. 
The great crowd skipped out as lively as it 
came when the Piutes went on the warpath 
in the spring of 1860. I feel like laughing 
every time I think of that event. Maj. 
Ormsby, who kept a store and the overland 
Stage station, when he heard about the 
Indians, said: Whenever they see me, 
boys, those Indians will quiet down.“ He got 
together all the miners who had guns and 
pistole and marched for the seat of war. 
By the time they had found the Indians the 
men had shot away all their ammunition at 
rubbits and birds, and when the Piutes 
showed up the miners, instead of seeirig the 
Indians, skipped themselves, and most of 
them didn’t stop running until they were 
back in California. 

We were not disturbed, however, and 
soon afterward, at the depth of about nine 
feet, our mine ‘ petered out.’ The soft, easi- 
ly washed dirt and sand stopped short on a 
bed of hard, dark-gray rock of ore that we 
all thought was iron ore. Then the discov- 
ery of the real Comstock lode was made, un- 
der somewhat extraordinary circumstances. 
It must be remembered that in those days 
we did not know much about mining, and 
did not have any facilities at the camp for 
testing. We were not exactly down in the 
mouth about the mine running out, for we 
had each made a handsome stake; but while 
we all thought we had run into a bed of iron 
we had sense enough to reflect that if it 
was iron ore, where did the pocket that we 
had worked come from? I insisted that we 
bave the stuff assayed. I hired a train of 
pack horses, and after digging about 2,500 
pounds of the rock I placed it in charge of a 
man named ‘Judge’ Walsh, and gave him 
the money to take the rock to San Francisco 
and have it assayed. While he was going 
we did nothing. In about three weeks 
Judge returned, and in a very matter-of- 
fact way confirmed our general opinion that 
we had struck iron ore. 

There is a little gold in it,’ he sald, ‘ and 
a little silver, but it don’t amount to any- 
thing and it isn’t worth working.’ 

»The fact was, as was afterward learned, 
that the ore Walsh took with him assayed 
over $13,000 to the ton, and the 2,500 gounds 
produced a total of over $16.250. The men 
in ’Frisco who heard about it were so as- 
tonished that they could hardly believe the 
report. A scheme was concocted to depre- 
clate the ‘find’ and get control of it. I 
never could discover all the details, but 
Judge Walsh was to report to us that our 
mine was of no account, and the others in 
the plot were to quietly buy up the claim. 
The ore was stored in Davidson's bank and 
a suit in replevin had afterwards to be 
brought to get it. 

** While we all had reason to doubt the 
truth of Walsh’s report, the fact that he 
brought no certificate of the assay with him 
caused some talk, but in those days we were 
careless. In a few days two mud wagon 
loads of men came and they quietly began 
trying to buy out our interests. Joe Winters 
and I had a sixth between us. In a short 
time McLaughlin sold his one-sixth for 
$5,000, and Comstock, Penrod, and Osborne 
for about the same amount. They offered 
Reilly $10,000 for his one-sixth, and when 
he, after some consideration, refused, they 
increased the offer to $20,000. He didn’t take 
that, either, and I think he afterward got 
something like $40,000 in all. 

Winters got rather nervous and wanted 
to Sell, but I told him it looked very suspi- 
cious for these to be anxious to buy the 
mine so soon after Judge Walsh Rad come 
back. We refused to sell. When they found 
they could not get our sixth they began 
developments. Some one called it the Ophir, 
and the mine ever after has gone by that 
name. It paid dividends from the very start. 
The vein was about six feet wide, and for 
300 feet the ore continued to maintain its 
most unexampled richness. I notice by the 
last report that a total of $1,514,240 in divi- 
dends has been paid. 

Ot the seven original discoverers of the 
Comstock only Joe Winters and myself are 
living, so far as I know. It is possible 
Manny Penrod still lives. He had a ranch 
on Clear Creek and was once a member of 
the Nevada Legislature, Theodore Winters, 
Joe’s brother, acquired an interest in the 
Ophir and is now well known for, among 
other things, his race horses. Joe had great 
times while his money lasted. Asa rule he 
Was soon broke after he received his divi- 
dend, which, of course, was a very large sum, 
every month, as he had a twelfth interest. 
I have seen him sitting in a saloon playing 
seven-up for $100 a game when he had no 
more chance of winning than I had of flying. 

The discoveries afterward made resulted 
in determining the exact limits of the Com- 
stock lode, One claim was located on it 
north of Ophir. That was the Sierra Nevada. 
On the south the famous bonanza mines—the 
Consolidated Virginia, Bullion, Belcher, and 
Crown Point were developed, together with 
a number of others. Many attempts have 
been made to locate it, but without success.

CONFLICTING STORIES OF THE NEW

Biblical Accounts by John and Ezekiel 
Each Located the City in Palestine, 
but Measurements Differea—J. F. 
Wileox, by Finding a New and Ap- 
parently Logical Interpretation of 
Terms, Brings the Accounts Into 
Harmony. 


DISCOVERY ot considerable interest 
to the religious world, and indeed to 
all those concerned with the accepted 
reading of the scriptures, has been re- 

cently brought forth. It isa solution of the 
difficulty experienced in harmonizing the ac- 
counts of the New Jerusalem, the diversity 
of which has always been regarded as a mys- 
tery and was first presented by J. F. Wilcox 
in the Evangelist. 

Mr. Wilcox has long maintained that the 
New Jerusalem is to be a literal city, but he

Growth of the Klio Club. 

Although a comparatively young club, hav- 
ing been organized in 1887 as the Emerson- 
Gounod club, with a charter membership of 
five, changing its name in 1891 to Klio, and 
now numbering about 100, it has certainly 
lived up to its motto, Vires acquirit Eun- 
do,” and acquired remarkable strength in 
proportion to its rapid progress. It is now 
regarded as one of the most influential clubs 
in the city, especially when its size is taken 
into consideration. 

It was admitted into the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs of the United States 
in 1891, and entertained that body at a 
pleasant “At home on the occasion of its 
annual convention in Chicago in 1892. Mrs. 
Henry Towne has the honor of being its 


live not for ourselves alone,“ but for others 
also, and entered the field of philanthropy, 
establishing the Noonday Rest, a lunch and 
resting club for business women and girls. 
The idea was suggested by Mrs. J. B. Sher- 
wood. 

The Rest was designed as a place 
where young women employed in down-town 
offices and stores, as well as students, might 
procure a dainty lunch and pass a short time 
in needed rest. The club-rooms are fur- 
nished especially with this idea in view. 
From a few members it has increased to 
over 500 active members and 300 associate 
members. Twenty-five cents a month pays 
for membership, and no article of food costs 
over 5 cents. The corps of servants is being 


constantly enlarged, a competent steward- 


ess and chef have been secured, and success 
unanticipated has followed earnest effort. 
There are, ho paid positions among the Klio. 

Three Wandred and twenty-five dollars 
has been given to the miodel lodging-house 
to help take care of the homeless women of 
Chicago and $25 donated toward the sup- 
port of a free kindergarten at Forty-seventh 
street and Wentworth avenue, which was 
started a short time ago by the Mayflower 
Mission. 

The great success of the Noonday Rest, 
financially and otherwise, is largely due to 
the tireless care of Mrs. Morgan, who has 
given her entire time ever. since her eleciion 
to the office of President of the Klio to that 
end. This is not her first experience in such 
work, as she has been closely identified with 
philanthropies in New Youk, Brooklyn, and 
elsewhere for the last twenty years.

Both cities are located in Palestine, both are 
square, both have twelve gates, named after 
the twelve tribes, and both, Mr. Wilcox now 
shows, are 216,000 feet in circumference, or 
54,000 feet on a side. 

This identity once established,“ Mr. Wil- 
cox says, many important views of truth 
will have to be modified or abandoned alto- 
gether and a new light will be shed upon the 
character of the coming age.“ 

The solution of the difficulty as put forward 
by Mr. Wilcox is ingenious and convincing. 
The prophet Ezekiel sees an angel with “a 
builder’s line and a measuring reed in his 
hand.“ The reed is said to be six cubits 
long and the cubit is explained to be a cubit 
and a span or handbreedth in length. The 
cubit Mr. Wilcox take. ® be the royal Baby- 
lonian cubit, which with the handbreadth 
makes the cubit of measurement approxi- 
mately twenty-four inches. The reed would 
then be twelve feet and the measurements 
comparatively easy. The last verse of the 
forty-eighth chapter states that thecity was 
round about 18,000 measures,“ or reeds, 
and it has been stated previously that the 
city was 4,500 measures on each of its four 
sides. Now, 4,500 reeds multiplied by twelve, 
the number ot feet to the reed, equals 54,000 
feet, and 54, 000x4 equals 18,000x12 equals 
216,000 feet, the entire circumference of the 
city. 


Measurements Apparently Disagree. 


The measurements of the city as given by 
John are apparently hard to reconcile with 
this result. In the accepted reading the 
Greek word “ stadion ' is translated fur- 
long' and is regarded as equal to 660 feet. 
The word“ isa“ is translated equal.“ The 
absurd result obtained from the translation 
makes the New Jerusalem City a cube of 
1,500 English miles. Mr. Wilcox therefore 
turns for help to various readings of the 
manuscripts and versions. The first sug- 
gestion of value is.found in a footnote of the 
Diaglott on the sixteenth verse, which says 
that the Vatican manuscript No. 1,160 reads 
Twelve times twelve thousand.“ If the 
word furlong” be retained this increases 
the difficulty by ‘enlarging the city twelve 
times. But the Syriac, Murdock’s transla- 
tion of the Peshito version, reads, And_he 
measured the city to twelve furlongs—of 
twelve thousand,“ leaving the reader to sup- 
ply a word after the word thousand.”’ No 
word can be supplied except the word “ cu- 
bits,” as no other unit of. measure is men- 
tioned, and the wall is said to be 144 cubits in 
height. If, however, the word “ cubits ”’ is 
supplied these twelve furlongs are no less 
than 12,000 cubits each in length, which is. 
known to be incorrect, as the furlong is but 
440 common cubits of eighteen inches each.

Wilcox decides that the word “ stadion ” 
must either be dropped from the text or

The other difficulty is found in the use of 
the word “equal.” How are the length, 
breadth, and height of the city “ equal? 

The seventeenth verse in the Syriac reads: 
And he measured its wall, a hundred and 
forty and four measures of the cubits of a 
man, that is of the angel.“ 

The wall of the city was therefore 216 feet 
high, or 144 “ cubits of a man,” the cubit of 
eighteen inches. 4 — 

The height of the wall or city is not there- 
fore the same or equal to the length or 
breadth. The Greek word isa,“ which is 
rendered equal,“ is also defined Uke,“ 
and as an adverb signifies equal propor- 
tion.“ It is easy to understand how the 
height of a wall which is 144 cubits is like ” 
its length of 144,000 cubits, and is in “ equal 
proportion throughout. 

In this simple manner Mr. Wilcox has 
reconciled the apparently dissimilar meas- 
urements of John and Ezekiel. In all other 
particulars of the description the two agree. 
John descri the New J®rusalem as 
adorned with precious stones and mother-of-

ALTGELD IN A NEW ROLE, , 
Gov. Altgeld devoted his speech at Cen- 


tral Music Hall last night to an attempt to 


reply to the address of Carl Schurz, deliv- 


ered from the same platform a few weeks 


ago. He has evidently profited by the ad- 
vice of more prudent Popocrats, for his 
words and delivery were unusually free 
from’ sensational features. He had been 
persuaded apparently to lay aside for the 
moment the more rabid Anarchist senti- 
ment that generally inspires his utterances. 
He sought to rise to the plane of the eminent 
man he was pleased to choose as an adver- 
sary, and sought to use the same kind of 
weapons, rational argument, trustworthy 
statistics, and logical sequence of state- 
ments. It was an experience so new. to 
Altgeld that his pitiable failure was iney- 
The measure of his insignificance 
can only be taken by those who take the 
trouble to read Altgeld’s reply and Carl] 
Schurz’s original speech that inspired it. 
Altgeld struck his gait of absurdity at the 
very beginning when he asserted that Mr. 
Schurz left Europe out of consideration, and 
tried to make the silver question appear 
purely local Altgeld thus stultifies the 
main point in the Popocrat platform, as 
well as deliberately misrepresents what 
Mr. Schurz said. Every person with a grain 


of sense knows that the essence of the Re- 


publican campaign, as Mr. Schurz definite- 
ly pointed out, is that the American people 
would.commit an atrocious folly by disre- 
garding Europe in formulating a financial 


policy, and that conversely the Popocrats 


with Altgeld well in the lead make it their 
chief boast that the United States must 
leave Europe out of consideration and 


must make the silver question purely local. 


In the same spirit of misrepresentation 
Altgeld gravely discussed the “crime of 
73,“ ignoring the truth of history that 
the demonetization of silver was merely a 
formal, and at the time meaningless, rati- 


fication of a practical demonetization that 


had been previously imposed by the fact 


that silver was too expensive to be coined 


or circulated. He presented no new phase 


of this weather-beaten subject, and merely 


testified superfluously to his own willingness 
to disregard any number of trustworthy 
siatistics, provided he could score a point 
that would pass immediate challenge. 

His speech to the end was colorless and 
remarkable chiefly for the customary Pop- 
ocratic assertions that have become so 
familiar through the prolific Mr. Bryan, 
with no attempt to prop them up by an ac- 
knowledged fact. He was a distinct dis- 
appointment to the audience, which missed 
the entertainment it expects when Altgeld 
speaks, and received no fitting substitute. 
The Governor's leap into the campaign was 
a very weak effort from any point of view. 


THE LEGACY OF LI HUNG CHANG. 

Li Hung Chang, who has recently dragged 
an interrogation mark through the United 
States to the dismay of most of the people he

Do you think you will elect Bryan? 

Why? 

Will you have a pull on him if you do elect 
him? 

Where did you get that hat? 

In an affair of this character it would be 
manifestly unjust to lea ve out Mr. Sewall of 
Maine. Without presuming to choose all 
the questions that would be most pertinent 
in his case, it would be gratifying if he could 
be. induced to respond to the following, 
among others, that may be selected: 

How deep is your barrel? 

How does it feel to be a twin running mate? 

Are you sorry you live in Maine? 

Are you glad you knéw enough to do business 
with Fold contracts ’’? 

Are suckers biting? 

In order to avoid making any invidious 
distinctions to the discomfiture of Mr. Wat- 
son, he might be asked: 

Where are you at? 
Do you know a good cure for warts? 
Is Sewall now a knot or a knot-hole? 


Are yor agin the government?

By a judicious application of this Chinese 
eatechism idea it is not impossible that the 
campaign may be made to furnish some 
valuable education after all. 


ENGLISH AND AMERICANS COMPARED. 
A correspondent of a London newspaper 


who signs herself “ An American Woman ” 
has obtained widespread notoriety for her- 
self and stirred up lively contention among 
others by declaring that the male Briton is 
infinitely superior to his American brother; 
and that the American woman is similarly 
far in the lead of her English sister. The 
former proposition aroused merely a smile 
of satisfaction, and the effort to prove it 
was entirely superfluous as most all English 
people had already been convinced ef the 
fact; but when this fair American at- 
tempted to bring evidence in corroboration 
of her second assertion a conflict was pre- 
cipitated that has been raging in letters 
“To the Editor“ ever since. The cham- 
pion of American femininity in making the 
initial mischief indicated in the following 
words some of the points of superiority 
which have enabled American women to 
“own London“: 


They are prettier, cleverer, more vivacious, more 
natural, dress better, have a born and acute un- 
derstanding of men, less religion, above all, more 
monty. But the one manifest point upon which 
the American woman is sui generis is her natural- 
ness, her habit of thinking out loud, her lack of 
self-consciousness, of mannerism. All English 
women talk as if they had studied elocution. 
An American voice even when trainante has the 
effect of spontaneity. And so with the manner, 
the habit of thought, the quick, fresh way of look- 
ing at life. 

The ‘modest champion of American 
charms, passing from these ephemeral char- 
acteristics to more “ fundamental and psy- 
chological reasons for the fascination ex- 
ercised by American women on English- 
men, proceeds: 


Englishmen recognize in American women some- 
thing that they most want—something that the 
women Of their country can't give them. While 
Englishmen have gone forward, have kept pace 
with their cotntry, the English woman has stood 
ill, In many instances she has dgcenerated.

philosopher completes the explanation of 
their affinity for een women in these 
frank words:: 

The vast majority of American men are 5 
posed of two elements only—money greed and 
suality. They are, at the very beginning of thett 
own development, the most ¢lemental race of 
men in all civilization today. American women 
have so far flashed past them that they stand on 
the plane which English women would occué 
py if they had kept pace with their men. They are 
alive to their finger-tips; they have cast off the 
yoke of conventionality, cut-and-dried religion, 
and all the old forms and traditions which should 
be and must become obsolete as the higher civili- 
zation develops; they premise all that seems to be 
moribund or stunte@ in the older race of women; 
in short, they are at a point in their evolution 


where, mentally, spiritually, and sexually; they are 


the natural companions of Englishmen; and En- 
glishmen, with or without analysis. have recog- 
nized the fact. 


Thus airily she disposes of the whole 
subject to her entire satisfaction, leaving 
to the reader who may be convinced the in- 
evitable conclusion that the only way the 
race problem can be solved is for all Amer- 
ican men to marry English women, and 
for all Englishmen to marry American girls. 
The statement by this woman would not 
be of importance if it, had not been taken 
seriously by English people. The storm of 
protest against both propositions has been 
highly instructive as to the prevailing En- 
glish temperament. English women have 
rushed to the defense of American men, and 
Englishmen have stood by their womankind 
nobly, doubtless to the extreme delight of 
the Cause of all the disturbance. The result 
has been, if it can be said that anything 
Uke a result can pe reached in such an ab- 
stract discussion, that both objects of 
ital aaa have been vindicated, the 
trihute ot an English woman to American 
men being perhaps the most notable and 
deserving of quotation. She says: 


Who placed the American woman on her pedes- 
tal and made it possible that she should come over 
to England, conquering and to conquer, but the 
American man himself? If the American man is 
money-greedy, he is so mostly for the sake of his 
womenkind. He makes money in order that his 
wife and daughters may eat canvasback duck and 
terrapin and wear diamond earrings at the break- 
fast table. He makes money that he may send his 
wife and daughters to London and Paris, where 
they get into society and finish their education, 
remaining over here five or six years, after which 
time the wife goes back—and sues him for divorce 
and afimony. Then we read in the papers about 
the American man's *‘ sensuality *’ and immor- 
ality.’ 

The different environment and necessities 
of Americans make them unlike English 
people in all essentials. It is not possible to 
institute comparisons that would convince 
any unprejudiced person of the superiority 
of the one to the other. 


CANTON MAKES A NEW RECORD. 

Canton has developed into the recognized 
Mecca for all those who would gain inspira- 
tion for more energetic work in the cam- 
paign for honest moneyggnd national integ- 
rity, but the demonstraffon there on Friday 


far exceeded in size and enthusiasm any 


similar event in the previous history of the 
State. Seventy-five train loads of people 
came to the city, making a total of 50,000 
visitors, according to railroad estimates, 
and pilgrims who arrived by other means 
of transportation, with the residents who 
were out to\celebrate, swelled the crowds 
on the streets\to an army of 100,000. The 
event was the\formal opening of the cam- 
paign in Cantok under the direction of Can- 
ton managers, and the result makes a new 
mark in Ohio pofitical demonstrations. En- 
thusiasm ruled from break of day until far 
into the night. The great parade, the 
speeches of the standard-bearer. to old 
friends and new friends in delegations, the 
monster mass-meeting in an enormous tent, 
where McKinley spoke again, the words of 
cheer from Cullom of Illinois, Hastings of 
Pennsylvania, McCleary of Minnesota, and 
Ohio’s Governor, Bushnell, combined to pro- 
duce a day that must be memorable in the 
campaign. 

But the occasion was only greater in kind 
than hundreds of others of similar import 
celebrated at Canton. Yesterday railroad 
men to the number of 5,000 gathered about 
the Ohio statesman and testified to their 
devotion to sound currency and listened to 
words that confirmed them in their political 
resolution. They were of the class called 
the “common people,” men working for 
salaries or wages, who see how Bryanism 
threatens to rob them of half their earnings. 
Their work demands a level head and sound 
judgment, and they cannot therefore be de- 
luded.by specious arguments or fiery ap- 
peals to passion. They confess to a “ pas- 
sion“ for a hundred-cent dollar and steady 
work, and cheap money can give them 
neither. 

In all these demonstrations at Canton. 
occurring daily, it has been the “ common 
people“ who predominated. This may sur- 
prise the thoughtless observer of the cam- 
paign, who has been deluded by Bryan 
pyrotechnics into thinking only the 
„ monexed classes were on the side of 
gold. The fact is, the workingman is the 
strongest factor in the gold forces. He has 
awakened to the situation fully, erceiving 
the subtle, sinister attack that is being 
aimed at his livelihood, and he is the man 
who is going to Canton to fortify his resolu- 
tion by truths that emanate from the man 
on whose success his future depends. Com- 
mercial travelers, steelworkers, ironwork- 
ers, laboringmen of every sort have made 
up the bulk of the pilgrims who have jour- 
neyed by thousands to Canton, and half of 
them probably are following a Republican

BRYAN AT BATH. 

Mr. William J. Bryan, it is announced, 
will deliver an address at Bath, Me., Sept. 
26, and will be the personal guest of Mr. 
Arthur Sewall, the Lone Fisherman, dur- 
ing his stay in that city. 

It is not exactly clear why Mr. Bryan 
should go to Bath or what he expects to ac- 
complish by speaking in Bath. Bath has 
already expressed her opinion of her dis- 
tinguished plutocratic citizen, Mr. Arthur 
Sewall, by casting 1,310 out of 1,710 votes 
against him, a gain of 600, and his own 
ward went against him by 182 out of 242 
votes, while his own: family beat him 2 to 1. 
Unless Mr. Bryan is going to Bath for the 
purpose of consoling the Lone Fisherman 
it is not easy to understand his visit. If he 
makes a speech in Bath it is safe to say that 
its yeomanry in November will rise up in 
their wrath and then set Jown on Sewall 
to the tune of a majority so big he will never 
know he has been running. 

Meanwhile the visit of William J. Bryan 
to Bath will be in the nature of gall, worm- 
wood, rhubarb, and aloes combined to Mr. 
Watson, the other appendage of the Bryan 
kite. He will want to know why the Boy 
Orator is fooling away his time in Bath 
making speeches. He will be still more 
eager to know what Mr. Bryan means by 
stretching his legs under the mahogany of 
a banker, a railroad official, a millionaire, 
a plutocrat, and a maker of gold contracts. 
Well may Watson and his fellow-Populists 
inquire where are we at as they witness 
Bryau enjoying orgies in the eneniy’s coun- 
try with a plutocrat, hobnobbing with a 
bank President, and hand in glove witha 
man who stipulates in his contracts that he 
shall be paid in the accursed yellow metal 
which is the root of all evil. 

It is evident enongh from all this that the 
Lone Fisherman will not be dragged off the 
ticket, and that he is still hoping to get a 
bite. But what of Watson? Will he still 
assert that Sewall is only a wart or a knot 
on the log? Or will he fiercely demand that 
Bryan must come to Georgia and stop with 
him, and thus even up things? 


MAX MULLER ON ARYAN ORIGINS. 

There is always a certain fascination 
about any attempt to pierce the veil of 
prehistoric mystery that shrouds the be- 
ginnings of the great and masterful Arran 
race to which we belong. Prof. Max Miil- 
ler, the Oxford expert in philology, is un- 
doubtedly the greatest living authority on 
this subject as viewed through the tele- 
scope of language. There will, therefore, 
be a wide interest in learning the gist of a 
learned article which he contributes to the 
September Cosmopolis under the title, 
“ Prehistoric Antiquities of the Indo-Eu- 
ropeans.“ 

Prof. Müller bases his article upon a 
new German book, Vorgeschichte der 
Iudo- Europäer,“ by Rudolph von Jhering. 
who, at the time of his recent death, stood 
preéminent among German jurists. Prof. 
Miiller takes up Prof. Jhering’s conclu- 
sions and indorses them in their essential 
points. In attempting to trace the original 
home of the Aryans the Oxford savant 
has reached nothing more definite than that 
the spot was somewhere in Asia.” But 
Prof. Jhering has dared to be more definite, 
and Max Miiller praises his methods and 
admits the plausibility of his conclusions. 

According to the latest results of philolog- 
ical research, it appears that the Aryans 
first existed, or at least first began to form 
a language that left discoverable traces, in 
a hot climate somewhere in Asia. This 
conclusion is induced from the fact that 
they had no words for clothing other than 
a loin cloth, and no words for straw or 
hay, showing that their flocks and herds 
must have grazed the year around. Thisis 
a sample of the philological method used. 
By this method it is further ascertained 
that the Aryans performed repeated migra- 
tions and repeated halts, and that three 
distinct homes are traced. The first home 
Prof. Jhering finds to have been in a 
mountainous as well as a hot district of 
Asia, and he places it on the northern slopes 
of the Hindukush range, where others had 
placed it before. The second home was 
in the southern part of what is now Russia. 
This was reached by migrations along the 
slopes of the Caucasus toward the open 
tracts of the Caspian Sea. The final great 
migration resulted in a splitting up into na- 
tions. The ancestors of the Greeks and 
Romans were the first to leave the second 
home. The Celts followed, crossing the 
Rhine and taking possession of the beauti- 
ful fields and valleys to the west of that 
river. The Germans came next and had to 
be satisfied with the less productive coun- 
try east of the Rhine. Those who remained 
in the second Aryan home were the Slavs. 
When they tried to advance further west 
they were repelled by the Germans, just as 
the Germans had been kept back by the 
Celts. 

Prof. Miiller discusses many incidental 
questions of interest, such as the diver- 
sity in the languages, customs, and super- 
stitions that marked the new races. In 
every. case the people who migrated were 
the young men with their wives and herds. 
He cites the slang of college youth to show 
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itents—for Prof. Miller thinks

FLOOD OF NEW BOOKS. 

The book crop, like other erops, is gath- 
ered in the autumn. Between now and 
January the t bulk of the 1 od out- 
put of the year will appear. Publishers 
have fallen into the habit of observing times 
and seasons. They have à spring season 
and a fall season, but by far the greater of 
these is the fall season. Almost everything 
of importance is saved to be issued in the 
joyous period of shocked fodder and trosted 
pumpkins. 

Like all the other crops, the book 
is this year larger than ever before. Fruit, 
grain, and literature appear to have a like | 
contempt for the pinching tendencies of 
financial stringency. The Dial, the Chi- 
cago counterpart of the New York Critic 
and of the London Athenwum, has just’ 
issued its annual list of forthcoming new 
books for the present season. The show- 
ing is cause for astonishment, not to say 
terror, for the professional reviewer whose | 
duty it is to read everything put before 
him. But for the general reader, who can 
pick out what he wants and leave the rest, 
the literary feast soon to be spread before 
him is full of appetizing promise. 

‘The Dial’s list, which is practically a 
complete summary of all American volumes 
thus far announced to appear this fall, con- 
tains about 900 titles, against 700 last year. 
This is an increase of nearly 30 per cent. 
Are we to conclude that hard times are con- 
ducive to bookmaking, or is this increase 
merely the outward manifestation of an 
increasing literary taste on the part of the 
American public, combined with the influ- 
ence of typesetting machines? Certainly 
cheapness has nothing to do with it, for 
there is no drop in prices of well bound 
books. At any rate these 900 books are to 
issue from the presses of fifty-one American 
publishers—nine more firms than last year— 
and the average number of books to a pub- 
lisher is increased from seventeen to eight- 
een. One house has announced an even 
hundred titles. 

All these books, it must be remembered, 
are merely the absolutely new ones thus 
far announced. No new editions of old 
works are included, unless the form or mat- 
ter has been changed. Nor is the prolificand 
important department. of holiday books 
much more than touched. It is safe to say 
that the new books issued by American 
houses will reach 1,200 before New Year. 

But the best feature of this fine literary 
outlook is that the list, viewed as a whole, 
is not only considerably larger than ever be- 
fore, but seems also richer and weightier, 
and altogether better. It is impossible here 
to enumerate any definite examples of the 


important works that abound on the Dial’s

people“ were not in favor of a dollar “ in- 
creasing in value.“ 

Why, of all people they are just the kind 
whose interests are best served by a dollar 
increasing in purchasing power for the nec- 
essaries and comforts of life. 

Since the “ crime act“ of 1873 prevented 
this country resuming on the basis of free 
silver, and thereby prevented the adoption 
of a depreciating money medium, labor has 
been paid higher and higher wages in gold. 
From 1878, when this country resumed 
payments in specie; on down to the 
present time the compensation of the mill- 
ions of Wage-workers has been paid in gold 
or money as good as gold; and there has also 
been a gradual rise in wages during the same 
time. Where the workmen were paid $2.00 
for a certain time of labor they have been 
getting on an average $3.00 for the same 
time of work, and in gold money or its equiv- 
alent. The exception to this rule has oc- 
curred since the low tariff and free silver 
agitation fell on the country three years 
ago. 

Poor people have been receiving for 
twenty years past more of those dollars of 
good purchasing power which Altgeld and 
Bryan hate for a given quantity of work. 
While the number of dollars during Repub- 
lican rule paid “poor people” for their 
work increased, those dollars would buy 
more of the necessaries and comforts of 
life. The geport of the Senate Committee 
on Prices and Wages, which is the best 
authority on the subject, showed that in 
1891 wages in this country were 168.6, as 
compared with 147.4 in 1873. In the intro-

There was a graduai advance in wages from 
1840 to 1860. Since that date the advance has been 
jess regular but more rapid.

And then Congress has twiee declared that

“trinsic and interchangeable value, such 

“equality te be secured through inter- 


“national agreement, or by such safe- 


“guards of legislation as will insure the 
maintenance of the parity of value of the 
“coins of thegtwo metals and the equal 
power of every dollar at all times in the 
markets and in payment of debts.” 

The government found three years ago 
that the limit of safety had been reached, 
and ceased coining silver dollars, except 
some uncoined bullion it had on hand. 

But at this point a small per cent of voters 
are too stupid and weak minded to com- 
prehend the difference between limited and 


unlimited coinage of silver at a false ratio. 


They do not take imto account that if free 
silver at 16 to 1 is adopted in place of the 
gold standard the government will be under 


no obligation to maintain the parity of the

If it undertook to maintain the value of 
371% grains of silver at one dollar in gold 
it would have all thie silver bullion of the 
world thrown on its hands.

Under free coinage the government would 
have nothing to do with the purchasing 
It would have 
to shift for itself. 

Individuals, under free silver, would 
own the bullion brought to the mints and 
would take it away coined and put it into 
circulation at whatever the commercial 
value of its bullidn happened to be. In no 
free coinage country in the world is silver 
money of more value in gold than the bullion 
it contains. Free silver would find its money 
level under the law of international com- 
merece, It would not circulate for a week 
at a fraction more than the value it was 
worth in gold. Whatever its bullion would 
sell for in London, that would measure the 
value of our new free silver dollars. They 
would be worth their intrinsic value in gold 
—neither more nor less. And all the pres- 
ent silver dollars, now upheld to parity by 
the government, would cease to be sup- 
ported by it and would sag down to the com- 
mon level of the 16 to 1 free coinage silver 
dollar, and this is about 50 cents.

Perhaps not a single reader of this article 
4s aware Of the fact that nearly twenty years 
ago Prof. Bell made the discovery of a meth- 
od by which he could hear a shadow fall. 
says the New York Sun. He found in fol- 
lowing up the researches of Dr. Werner 
Biemens that the rare metal called selenium 
possesses the peculiar quality of varying its 
electrical conductivity under the action of 
light. That is to say, its resistance to the 
passage of a current of electricity differs 
when it is exposed to the light or hid in the 
dark. It was from this discovery that the 
-{nventor devised an instrument as simple as 
its powers were astonishing. He found that 


If you hear what I say come 
to the window and wave your hat.“ 

Prof. Bell did not wait for his hat. With 
all the enthusiasm of a schoolboy he jumped 
to the window and waved his arms as fran- 
tically as he knew how. 

Later came the experiments of talking 
through a distance of a mile anda half. And 
here the progress of the invention stopped. 
There were other things to engage the atten- 


tion of the inventor, and not until the an- 


nouncement of the wonderful things which 
Prof. Roentgen was able to do with his X 
rays did the instrument receive further at- 
tention. Now, however, with the rapid 
progress which investigators have made in 
this direction, Prof. Bell has again taken 
up the work with a view to making the 
radiophone a practical and commercial in- 
vention. It would never do to have an in-

There is, first of all, a transmitter, which is 
made up of a thin diaphragm of mica or of 
some other substance, silvered at its back 
so as to make of it a reflecting mirror. The 
diaphragm is connected with an ordinary 
speaking tube, into which the operator talks 
just exactly as he would talk into the trans- 
mitter of a telephone. Against this thin 
disk or diaphragm is projected a ray of 
light, preferably sunlight. The 
caught by a mirror, and directed through a 
concentrating lens, whose focus is the trans- 
mitting diaphragm. The latter in turn re- 
flects the ray through a second lens, which 
again makes the components of the ray of 
light parallel, so that it may travel any dis- 
tance without dispersion. 5 

At the other station, where the receiving 
operator is, there is a parabolic reflector, at 
the end of which is fixed a selenium cell. 
The cell in turn is édonnected, telephonically, 
with the ear. Now, when the ray of light 
is reflected from the transmitting diaphragm 
and the operator speaks into the tube joined 
with the latter, what he says may be clearly 
and distinctly heard at the other end of 

e line, that is, at the other end of the trav- 
eling ray of light. And ‘that, practically 
oe is all there is to this wonderful 
a 


The theory upon which this instrument is 
built is that the ray of light may be im- 
pressed with sound vibrations in exactly the 
Same way that an electrically charged wire 
is impressed with the sound vibrations from 
the telephone. When you talk into the tele- 
Phone, what takes place is simply this: The 
electrical current being brought into con- 
nection -with the carbon diaphragm, against 
which your voice strikes, the wire or current 
is.set in vibration, or rather the sound vibra- 

‘tions or waves are impressed upon the elec- 
trical vibrations or waves, just as if you 
Were to start a series of ripples in a pond 
and then add to these a second series of a 
different character, which would follow in 
the same direction, but not the same line of 
vibration or wave motion. 

It follows from the process here described, 
that if speaking against the carbon transmit- 
ter will set up such an agitation in an elec- 
trically charged wire, a mechanism which 
'. shall just reverse the action of the transmit- 
ter will reproduce a similar set of vibrations 
upon a diaphragm at the other end of the 
line and thus reproduce your speech. 

As the reader is doubtless aware, all the 
trend of modern physica) science is toward 
establishing the close relationship.of the 
different forms of molecular motion, which 
for the purpose of distinction are variously 
called light, heat, electricity, and sound. 
So close, indeed, is this relationship that the 
late Prof. Tyndall, the highest authority on 
the subject, wished to abolish some of these 
phrases, notably that of “ light,” as simply 
confusing. And the further science has gone 
the more it has come to see that the only 
difference between these varying modes of 
motion, the only difference between light and: 
heat and electricity and sound, is the differ- 
ence of form and rapidity. It has found that 


it is not very difficult to convert the one tnto 


the other. The conversion of heat or elec- 
tricity Into light is so familiar and common- 
place a process that persons do not wonder 
at it at all. But when Prof. Bell went a step 
further and demonstrated the possibility of 
converting light into sound, or at least of 
causing a wave of light to produce a wave of 
sound, he entered into a new field and welded 
a ‘new link in the chain of relationship and 
interdependence.

be of no use to any one save men of science. 
But it is possible that with the advance of 
electric lighting and means of generating the 
X rays a simple and practicable way will 
be found to produce a light that will rival the 
sunbeam, at least for this purpose. 

The conditions are that it shall be suffi- 
ciently powerful and at the same time 
steady. If it does not possess the quality 
of steadiness, in trying to talk over a ray 
of light you would experience the same sort 
of confusion as when you try to telephone 
over a wire that is vibrating at the same 
time from some other source. 

The writer asked Prof. Bell what would be 
the limit as to distance through which the 
radiophone might operate, and if it would be 
possible to talk any further than you may 
now signal with a heliograph. He replied 
that he saw no reason why, if the right sort 
of a light were found, it would not be possi- 
ble to establish a series of reflecting mirrors 
at convenient distances apart and reflect 
the ray in any desired direction. Provided 
the lenses employed are perfectly accurate, 
the light would not lose its power, nor would 
the sound vibrations be disturbed by any 
number of such deflections. 

Theoretically, it is entirely conceivable 
that if a series of mirrors were set up at 
regular intervals, sufficient to overcome the 
curvature of the earth, it would be possible 
to talk across the continent, or for that 
matter, were the way clear, aH around the 
world, with this single original beam of 
light. The only condition would be that 
there should be nothing in the way of an ob- 
struction to cross the beam in its travels. 

As to the practical use of the radlophone, it 
is easy to see that with its simple construc- 
tion it could be cheaply built, and might be 
employed for long distances, where the cost 
of copper wire would be prohibitive. It is 
likewise easy to see its utility in times of 
war, when it would be impossible to string a 
wire, or when a wire might be cut by the 
enemy. By its means free communication 
could be established between armies con- 
siderably distant from each other or from 
a lookout to the headquarters of the com- 
manding General.

SLAVES OF THE CEYLON TEA TRADE. 


Sad Life of the People on the Big 
Plantations. 

Youth’s Companion: A great deal of hard 
and ill-paid work goes to the producing and 
preparation of tea for the market. Edward 
Carpenter says that the coolies ot Ceylon 
are unfortunate. They go over in gangs 
from the mainland of India—men, women, 
and children. An agent is sent to conduct 
them to their destination, and on their ar- 
rival at the tea estate each one finds himself 
several rupees in debt for the expense of the 
transit. 

Their average amount of wages is about 
12 cents a day; but each man is set a certain 
task, and if it is not completed he receives 
only halt-pay, so that if he is slow, or lazy, 
or ill, he may expect but six cents daily. 
Under these circumstances the debt keeps on

Never Regain Their Nerve After Kin- 
ing a Person on the Track. 

Harper’s Weekly: Baptiste Abadie, the 
motorman of a New Orleans trolley car, who 
was arrested in New York a few days ago 
while about taking the steamer to France, 
is himself a victim of the trolley who will 
probably never récover from the effects of 
running over and killing a child. 

An investigation of the accident showed 
that Abadie was free from all blame in the 
matter. The boy whom he killed, Dario Bal- 
tar, an only child, and but 7 years of age, 
fell under the hind wheel of Abadie’s car 
while he was running from some companions. 

It took nearly two hours, however, to raise 
the car, and it was finally done only by 
means of jacks. The crushing and grinding 
of the boy’s bones, and his groaning while 
they were lifting the car, completely un- 


nerved Abadie. 


He was arrested, as is always done, and 
placed under bond; but the accident so 
preyed upon his mind that instead of waiting 
for the investigation, which would have 
cleared him, he fled in disguise, determined 
to bury himself in a petty village in France. 

His arrest was merely a formality to pro- 
tect his bondsman, and he will be released 
the moment he is brought back to New Or- 
leans; but his companions all say that he 
has never been the same man since the ac- 
cident, but seems constantly haunted by it. 
And they say, further, that no motorman 
who has run over and killed any one ever 
fully recovers from it, or is able to handle 
the brakes again.

All that ts 
needed for a conflagration, which often 
proves a holocaust, is a“ bush fire in some 
swamp near the place, a favoring wind—and 
in a féw short hours where stood a prosper- 
ous town is naught but smoldering ruins 
with a few bodies among the coals. 

They have adequate fire protection—as 
néarly adequate as possible. The full de- 
partments of New York or Chicago, with 
all their steamers and all their brave men, 
could not have saved Ontonagon after the 
flames caught among the 65,000,000 feet of 
dry lumber piled along both banks of the 
river. The mills of the Diamond Match com- 
pany were famous for their perfectian in de- 
tail. They were equipped with the latest 
automatic sprinkling devices and a full fire 
department and plenty of water. Its mills 
were considered favorable risks among in- 
surance men. Possibly the destruction was 
delayed half an hour by the heroic work of 
the village and mill firemen—that is the ut- 
most that can be said, and it is much to say 
when the nature of the fight is considered. 

There is probably but one measure that 
can protect the lumber towns from forest 
fires. Were a strip of ground at least half 
a mile in width cleared thoroughly about the 
entire place immunity might be secured. 
The mere cutting down of the trees?would 
not suffice, as it Would be necessary to clear 
the ground of underbrush and stumps and 
even of the great branching roots of the pine, 
filled with resin, which carry the fire under- 
neath the Surface of the soil. This plan is 
costly andthe continued growth of the towns 
would render its repetition necessary.

blocking. Hence it is the first rudi- 
ment which a lineman must master, and too 


much attention cannot be given by the coach 


to this branch of rush line work. 
It ts a well-established maxim that suc- 


® = cessful blocking must be taught in the first 
tree weeks of the season. In order that 


there may be no mistake about the thor- 
ou of the instruction in blocking dur- 
ing this carly Period, it is well to require of 
‘the rush line that they shall play at this time 
without interdependence or any relationship 
between man and man. In other words, 
compel the team to win games from their 
earlier and weaker opponents of the season 
with the excellence of individual blocking 
only. Let there be no “theories of the de- 
tense given to the linemen until they are 
almost able to do without them; in other 


Words, until they are able to meet strong 


opponents and maintain their position by in- 
éividual, unrelated efforts at blocking. 
Tue rules for blocking may be divided into 
two parts—instructions covering the general 
ground of blocking for any position in the 
une, and instructions which apply especially 
to the individual position and work of the 
“player. We will take up the two divisions 
‘$m their order and give first, as briefly as 
possible, a few instructions for general 
blocking, under any circ@mstances and in 
any position. 
Position of Feet and Less. 
The position of the feet varies for different 
players; for a center rush the feet should 
de almost on a line latitudinally with the 
body; that is, neither foot should project to 
any appreciable extent ahead of the other. 


hig For a tackle, however, one foot should be 


slightly behind the other, so that the toe 
of the rear foot will be about upon a line 
with the heel of the forward foot. 
“about as wide an opening latitudinally as 
should ever exist between the two feet in 
successful blocking. A wider opening may 
give a better brace against a backward push, 
but it will make a man’s movements much 
slower. 


Before deciding just where your feet 


Should be placed in blocking make several 
tests and ascertain the exact position which 
you can best assume, and in which these 
two essentials may be provided for—namely: 
That you can get away quickly, and that 
you cannot be knocked off your pins in any 
direction by the most savage onslaught of

Above all, do not straddle, and stand on 
your toes, rather than on your heels or on 
the flat foot. The heels should be used as 
secondary supports, against which you come 
back for a firmer brace, while your position 
on your toes will tend to extreme agility, 
and enable you to follow every movement 
ef your opponent without loss of time. Keep 
your feet under you in any case, 80 that you 
can be firm upon them, and then vary your 
position with every movement of your oppo- 
nent. Keep the legs bent, and apply your 


power rightly. One pound of force rightly. 


“applied in blocking is better than five 
pounds applied at a disadvantage. 

Keep as close to your opponent as possi- 
ble. Watch every movement that he makes; 


* wherever he goes you are to follow; espe- 


cially watch his eyes as a cat would watch 
@ mouse. Do not look at his canvas, his 
belt, or, worse still, his feet. If his eyes 
cannot be readily seen in the position which 
you have taken, look at his head. Keep 
your own head up. The ideal position for 
your body is to get low, well under your 
opponent, so that you can lift him up and 
run him back, if possible, the instant that 
the play starts. Furthermore, by getting 
low you do not expose your sternum to a 
straight blow. Keep the body high enough 
to prevent your opponent from seizing you 
b> the head as he goes through, as this 
would speedily rut you in a position where 
vou would be of no possible help in check- 
ing the play. Concentrate your mind upon 
the problem of how to plunge into him at 
the moment that the ball starts. His eyes 
will probably be upon the ball; your eyes 
Should be upon his eyes. The moment that 
you plunge into him, run him back out of 
the way, if possible, and make as large a hole 
as youcan. If, by any mischance, your man 
should get by you, follow him, and run into 
him, ot give him a running blocking-off be- 
fore he can tackle. 
Blocking Like Sparring. 

The best general idea of blocking may. 
Perhaps, 
Bparring. In the latter sport your opponent

Kinds of Blocking. 

Certain special occasions call for slight 
differences in the method of blocking, and 
it may be well to say here a word on three 
of these variations. We will classify them 
as “ body checking,” “ blocking hard,“ and 
“ blocking long.“ . 

Body checking implies temporarily check- 
ing the progress of an opponent, rather than 


preventing his final movements. It is well. 


illustrated in the work of an end going*down 
the field under a punt; while not lingering 
to block before he starts, he is, nevertheless, 
expected to slightly body-check an opponent 
in the rush line, with a view to giving more 
complete protection to his own kicker. 
Blocking hard is a term used to designate 
the kind of blocking which a man must do 
who is stationed on either side of the hole 
through which the runner is to pass. When 
we tell a man to“ block hard” it means 
that the exigencies of this particular play 
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was one of the most important features in 
the play of the line; but having now the ex- 
clusive control of the ball until it is snapped, 
his difficulties are greatly lessened. 

There are various ways for the center to 
block his man after he has put the ball in 
play. Of course, he knows the exact in- 
stant when the ball is to go back, and in this 
respect he has a great advantage over any 
other man in the rush line. He can plunge 
forward into his opponent on the instant 
that he snaps the ball, gaining a foot or more 
by the force of his plunge; or, if his opponent 
is down too low, he may fall on him. Beside 
this, he can frequently lift him to one side 
or the other, and in any event he has little 
difficulty in protecting the quarter, so far as 
interference from the opposing center is con- 
cerned. 

As for the position of his feet, it is a great 
advantage if he can keep his feet on a line, 
neither foot being in advance of the other. 
It is possible to take such a position, and be 
firmly braced in all directions. If, however, 
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require of him a special effort or spurt. He 
is to play his strongest card; he is to sharp- 
en every faculty, and redouble every ener- 
gy. The whole success of the impending 
movement depends upon him. His blocking 
for this one encounter must be absolutely 
sure. This is all summed up in the brief in- 
structions, ‘*‘ Block hard.“ 

Blocking long is a term used to cover those 
exigencies which require that the resistence 
to the opponents’ movements shall be main- 
tained during a considerable interval df 
time. When a player blocks hard” he 
concentrates all his energy, and expends 
it in the briefest interval during which he 
has his opponent completely at his mercy. 
If, on the other hand, he “ blocks long,“ he 
so husbands his resources and his strength, 
that he keeps his opponent from interfering 
with the play for a period of time nearly 
twice as long as the usual period covered by 
ordinary blocking. 

Long blocking” is, perhaps, the most 
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the center finds it difficult to thus brace 
himself, let him take the position which the 
tackle would assume. This might be de- 
scribed as almost identical with the position 
of a sprinter on the mark.“ The body 
bends at the knees and hips; and, the sup- 
port being on the toes, with the joints very 
springy, the position is, altogether, a com- 
fortable one to maintain; although it can 
easily be proved the position first recom- 
mended for the center is by far the better one 
to adopt. 


Work of the Guard. 

A guard in blocking has several duties to 
perform, and we will mention these duties 
in the order of their importance, for this is 
the order in which they should be in his 
mind, and in which they should receive his 
attention. His first duty is to protect his 
center in making the snap, and his quarter 
in securing the ball and making the pass; 
his second ig the necessity of blocking his 
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‘difficult of any for the average player to 


acquire. It is not easy to lay down special 
rules for his guidance. It is, rather, a fac- 
ulty which will come to. him intuitively, as 
he studies different opponents, and learns 
more of the principles of primary blocking. 
He will find there are certain methods by 
which he can block one opponent for a con- 
siderable interval of time, which will be 
wholly useless when he tries them upon an- 
other opponent. Different men habe differ- 
ent styles of play, which must be met by 
different tacrics. In general, the position 
we have described in which the bodies of 
the two men take the form of the letter X, 
is a sure position for long blocking. 

The problem of the center rush on the of- 
fence, has been rendered much simpler hy 
the recent legislation which forbids the op- 
posing center from interfering with the ball 
until it is put in play. Before this law was

It follows, naturally, that in performing 
all these various duties, he will be some- 
what limited in his freedom of movement, 
and his position must, necessarily, be more 
or less controlled by the necessities of the 
occasion; In general, the guard should 
stand with his feet well spread apart. It is 
a safe rule ta keep the legs as far apart as 
possible, up te the limit of not hindering his 
The advantage 
is always with ti } man who can earliest put 
his power into ac ton. 

An effective me hod of blocking for a 
guard is what ise *tommonly kilown as the 
shoulder check, which consists in meeting 
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finds himself blocking 
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hig hips with fhe outside shoulder. It must 
be borne in mind that the blocking of the 
guard is of greater importance than the 
work of any other man in the line, for his 
close proximity to the quarter back makes 
weak blocking here a serious menace to the 
safety of.the pass. The guard should be 
careful not to allow his opponent to draw 
him too far from his own center. He may 
follow his opponent out a little, but the limit 
of safety in this direction is quickly reached. 

The guard, of all other players, must learn 


long blocking, for this is the method which 


he must always employ when a kick is or- 
dered. In general, no set rules need be laid 
down for the guard as to the placing of his 
feet; the better position, if he can take it, is 
to stand with both feet on a line, but if he 
g more successfully 
with one foot in advance of the other, it will 
be proper for him to take that position. All 
his blocking should be done with his body 
low, and bent fairly well forward. In this 
position he can be better braced, and not so 
much exposed to the rough handling of an 
opponent. 

The guard’s position in blocking, will, of 
course, be different if he is himself to run 
with the ball. For this it is necessary that 
he should get away free and clear from his 
opponent the instant the snap is made. He 
can sometimes contrive to strike his oppo- 
nent in the chest, and then let the force 
of his rush or blow be his own impetus in 
the opposite direction. In any case there 
must not be a moment’s delay in getting 
clear. Whatever method wili get the guard 
under headway in the shortest order will be 
the proper method to use. 


Assists the Guard. 

Blocking by the tackle is but little less in 
importance than blocking by the guard. In 
certain plays the guard’s pbsition makes his 
blocking of greater relative value, but there 
are many operations in which the tackle 
bears a heavy load of responsibility for his 
blocking. First of all let it be understood 
that if the space between himself and his 
adjoining guard is occupied by any oppa- 
nent it is the tackle’s duty to leave his own 
tackle and block this opponent instead. To 
use the language of the coaches, he must al- 
ways take the inside man.“ Thus, as a 
rule, the tackle will find that his blocking 
must be done in close proximity to the 
guard. 

The position of the body differs somewhat 
from that assumed by the guard, for tha 
tackle is a man whose activity must be 


much greater, and it will be better for him to* 


take such a position as will make it possible 
for him to follow his opponent’s every move- 
ment with lightning quickness. It will be 
better for the tackle to keep one foot slight- 
ly in advance of the other, letting the toe of 
the rear foot be about on @ line with the heel 
ef the forward foot. well up on the 


toes and avoid any tendency toward an- 


chorage. The tackle, in blotKing, should 
be almost in continual motion.. Follow the 
opponent closely, keeping well in front of 
him, and always on tiptoe, ready to start 
forward the instant the opponent attempts 
to go through. Expose no part of the body 
for the opponent to grasp. Keep thé head 
high enough to prevent him seizing it; keep 
the*arms close to the body, to prevent him 
from seizing them; keep the chest in a posi- 
tion where it is not exposed to a blow. 
Finally, keep yourself squarely in front 
of the man opposed to you, and as close to 
him as possible. Watch him sharply; listen 
for the signal, and try to get away with it; 


“remember that agility is the first requisite, 


and never allow your body to rest upon your 
heels or flat foot when you are in action. 
Nothing need be added to the instructions 
already given, as the bulk of the blocking 
in the line is done by the three men playing 
respectively at center, guard, and tackle. 
With the advance of the modern game the 
end rush is called upon to do almost no 
blocking whatever. In fact, he rarely plays 
in the line opposite to his opponent, and the 


blocking he is occasionally called upon to do | 


is to assist the tackle to pocket his opponent. 
This blocking is of a different class from that 
which we have been considering. It is 
rather more in the nature of running block- 
ing, and corresponds to riding off in the 
game of polo. From his position in the Iſſle, 
the end plunges forward, meeting the op- 
posing tackle with his shoulder, striking him 
as low as the hip, and endeavoring to reach 
him before He has come clear of his imme- 
diate engagement with his own opponent. 


KICKING AN ESSENTIAL FEATURE. 


Running Game Gradually Giving Way 
to More Open Play. 

The history of American football would 
show, if followed closely, the early im- 
portance and the gradually increasing at- 
tention devoted to kicking, followed by a 
period in which the running game so eclipsed 
that branch of the sport and so’ perverted 
the minds of captains and players that the 
art of punting was almost lost, followed 
again in recent years by the steady rise once 
more intb its proper place of what is known 
as the kicking game. Today no team is a 
really strong one that has not a thorough 
knowledge and practical ability to play a 
game that combines both running and kick- 
ing in their highest development. Kicking 


is as essential to the success of a football® 


team as batting is to a baseball nine. But 
fortunately the problem of development is 
greatly simplified in the case of the former 
by the fact thata football team can almost 
always permit one of their number to do all 
the kicking, while a ball nine must let each 
man take his turn at the bat. 

The forwards often lose sight of this point, 
and the coaches encourage them to lose 
sight of it by indiscriminate urging to 
‘‘ block first a second, and then go down the 
field.” The best coaches do not want a 
slow, heavy center and ice wagon ! guards 
shaking themselves to pieces and jarring 
their strength out in hurrying to try to 


play the game of an end. If a team has 
a guard who is fast on his feet, by all means | 


give him a chance to go down under a kick, 
and let the quarter block his man for him, 
but if a tackle, even, is too ponderous to 
be down quickly, let him block long in- 
stead of making a futile attempt to follow 
the example of tackles ** who beat the ends 
down the field. The far side can go down 
and the near side block, even an end on the 
near side may block, if the game is prop- 
erly played by the other side of the line 
and the play is sufficiently practiced; but 
this is a part of the kicking development 
that will be better understood as coaches 
realize its value. 

To return to the full back and his specialty 
of punting; of course, it is understood that 
in speaking of the full back as the kicker 
of the team it is not meant that the man 
playing the middle position of the three 
backs is the only kicker on the team. The 
practice of lining up is proverbially slow, 
and as no actual restriction is placed upon 
the length of time that.a center may wait 


while his team takes up their positions,. 


any man may be used to dothe punting. In 
fact, on one good team, that made a most 
enviable record, it was one of the tackles 
whe did all the punting. True, the team 
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was not first-class, because no team could 
be that was obliged always to indicate its 
intention of kicking, but the fact will serve 
to show certainly any one of the three backs 
may do the punting, and it is often by no 
means a mistake to mystify the opponents 
somewhat on this point. : 


How to Kick. , 

As told elsewhere it is supposed that by the 
time any man reaches the point of trying for 
a full back position on the ’varsity team he 
has had a year or two of kicking practice. 
But in this chapter we propose to begin at 
the very beginning of the subject in order 
that any man who has never hit a football 
with his foot may learn to kick by a rea- 
sonable attention to instructions—provided 
he possess ordinary capacity and has his 
muscular system under control. The first 
step in the instruction of a candidate for 
kicking, however, is to give him 2 ball and 
tell him to put it on the 4 tat then.

for a considerable time, as often as twice a 
day for a week, before he undertakes a punt. 
The object of this is to let him find out where 
his foot is before giving him a chance to 
hurt himself by kicking at the ball and miss- 
ing it. The reason why many mien ffl ab- 
solutely in kicking 's because they are not 
natural kickers; they have grown up with no 
experience of this kind, and at the outset 
are allowed to try punting without prelimi- 
nary practice of locating the foot and ball. 
The result is tha: all the man’s awkward- 
ness in his first attempfs become crystallized 
into hopelessly bad form, and, while by 
sheer brute force and persistency he may in 
time be able to kick thirty-five or forty 
yards, he is erratic in performance, un- 
steady in aim, and, if he be called upon ina 
game, a source of demoralizing anxiety to 
the rest of the team. 

Having passed a week in chasing the ball 
about, and kicking it, the beginner may for 
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first he will almost stop, or else hit the ban 
inaccurately, but soon he will find that hig 
eye and foot understand each other, and he 
can reach the ball and hit it squarely, al- 
though he may have thrown it a little too 
far out or a little too near. 

The gradual practice advocated for the be- 
cinner in punting can be advantageously 
followed up with drop kicking and place 
kicking. The time at which to begin these 
two is not until the player reaches the stage 
of comparative facility in punting from any 
point along the twenty-yard line. Then he 
may begin place kicking, and use it as a kind 
of relaxation from his punting. At the out- 
set he should merely make a little nick in 
the ground with his heel, and, by setting the 
point of the ball in this depression, it can be 
placed securely at any angle desired. He 


should begin with the ball well “ cocked up 


—that is, standing nearly on end, with the 
farther end tipping slighty toward the goal. 
In Kicking he should také a couple of steps, 
and, coming squarely upon thé standing 


foot—that is} the one upon which he stands 
in delivering ‘the kick, the left in the case of 
a right-footed kicker, the right in the case of 
a left-footed kicker—give an easy swing 
with the othet leg, meeting the ball with the 
toe a couple of inches from the ground, tak- 
ing care that the ball and foot are in line 
with the center of the goal. After some 
practice in this manner he may tilt the ball 
the other way—that is, toward him instead 
of toward the goal. Later, in his long dis- 
tance kicking, he may place the ball almost 
level on the ground when a kick of half the 
length of the field is to be made. Hickok 
of Yale could easily kick the ball over half 
the length of the field from this position. 


icking Goals.

This is, however, the only time when a ball 
should be kicked in this way: In fact, even 
here, an expert punter will send the 
quite as accurately with the ordinary 
kick. The rushers of the catcher’s side 
should line up in front of him so as to pro- 
tect him from the charge of the opponents 
while his quarter and remaining back should 
take up positions by the side of and behind 
him in order to catch the ball if the kicker 
sends it wide. 2 

Ta come to the drop kick, that prettiest of 
all kicks and the most fascinating to the 
man who once acquires skill in it, the kicker 
will find that bebide it the plaée kick, and 
eepecially the punt, becomes drudgery. And 
that is one reason why it is necessary to 
keep the backs at work on punting rather 
than drop kicking. Drop kicking is rarely 
employed. In the ordinary kicks of thd 
game the full back has no time fora drop 
kick unless he stands back so far as to ma- 
terially shorten the distance gained, and so 
lose the value of the kick. Thus drop kicks 
are only employed when near enough to the 
opponents’ goal to render scoring possible. 
The practice of drop kicking should, as 
stated above, not begin until a fair master - 
ing of punting has been acquired. Then let 
the kicker try drop kicking. 


Handling the Ball. : 

To begin, the ball is held either in one or 
both hands, and it is well here, too, to prac 
tice at the start both methods. If the ball 
be held in one hand, let the point of the ball

A large portion of the closed cars 
have already been overhauled and are ready 
for service, while nearly 200 new motor cars 
have recently been added. - ~ : 
In the way of heaters coal stoves will be 
used almost exclusively, the new type 
called the Columbia,“ invented by Supt. 
Bowen of the South Side lines, finding 
the greatest favor. This type, Supt. 
Fuller thinks, keeps the people as warm as 
desirable at the least expense. The.stove is 
made to go in an iron frame on top of the 
seats, and can be handled, removed, or put 
in place with a minimum of trouble and 
damage to the car. The necessity of cutting 
out a portion of the seats, as in the old style, 
is entirely avoided. 


Most Work for South Side. 

The Chicago City railway on the South 
Side is doing more in preparation for the 
coming season of discontent than all the 
rest of the street car companies together. 
It all eame in a heap—the fire in the car 
barns, the necessity for more power, and the 
approach of cold weather. As a result the 
company is paay as never before, and what 
is being done is being well done. 

First in importance comes the new power- 
house now building at Forty-ninth street 
and Oakley avenue on the Southwest Side. 
A small army of men is working to complete 
it before the winter loads come on the plant 
now in use, and the amount of progress — 
are making is astontshing. Another rus 
job is the reconstruction of the Thirty-ninth 
street barns, which are sadly needed to har- 
dor the Cottage Grove avenue cars and to 
save the great expense now felt in the pres- 
ent system ot operation. The third race with 
winter is in preparing the cold weather 
equipment for the road. 

The South Side company operates about 
1,800 cars, They are divided between the 
Cottage Grove avenue and State street ca- 
ble lines and the electric roads. This is the 
way the rolling stock will be distributed 
when the winter equipment is put in use:

prove useful friends to the Orleans heirs. 
The Czar of Russia is another good friend 
of the Orleans brothers, and the young Duc 
a@’Orleans and Prince Henri recently made 
a special trip to see the Emperor of the 
most powerful nation in Europe in order 
to express their great joy that he was to 
honor France with a visit. It is said by 
those in a position to know that a deep 
sympathy exists between the young men 
and Nicholas II., and that the idol of France 
could give substantial proof of his friend- 
ship should the occasion offer. Perhaps

Visible Discontent in France. 


That there is a growing discontent among | 


the people of the republic does not take long 
to discover. It is a discontent not to be 
stified, and one murmured in the cafés, in 
the theaters, on the streets, and in the 
homes. With four distinct. parties in the 
Senate and Chamber harmony in political 
matters is impossible, and the people are the 
sufferers and have ver¥ little of the so-called 
liberty, Which is a farce when compared with 
that of the people of England—a monarchy. 

A good joke or cartoon at the expense of 
the Queen or royal family may be published 
with impunity by the English press, but let 
an editor in France attempt a caricature of 
the President of the republic and he will 
have ample time afterward to reflect upon it 
behind the prison bars. No King or Emperor 


per annum, but one must not forget that it 
takes two of them to do the work of one in 
our country and that means two mouths to 
feed and two persons to house. 

House rents in Paris are big in good locali- 
ties. Five thousand dollars a year is paid 
for an ordinary-sized flat along the avenue 
du Bois de Boulogne and that does not in- 
clude light or heat and very seldom water. 

As for hotel life ask the average American 
tourist what it cost him to stay at the best 
hotels, places like the Grand, the Metropole, 
the Chatham, the Continental, and see what 
he says. 


Shopping Expensive in Paris. 

One thinks shopping Paris a series 
of bargains, but it is not so by any means at 
the best places—in fact, Worth, Felix, Paquin, 
Doucet, all charge more than similar houses 
in America. It may be granted their styles 
are better, but only because American wom- 
en accept them without hesitation. 

It is all nonsense, this cheap cry, which is 
argued in favor of European living. Yes, 
one can live cheaply on this side, but not in 
the first-class style one is accustomed to live 
at home. After a while Americans will 
awaken to the real truth in the matter and 
will set about to make things at home so 
attractive and comfortable that our people, 
like the French, will be content to stay at 
home and spend their money in their own 
cities and shops. We will have our own 
Conservatoires, and, what is more, recognize 
them so that our boys and girls will not be 
forced to live in attics in a foreign city in 
order to obtain European reclame, now the 
easiest road to American success. 


NOW IT IS RATTAN ~- COFFINS. 


Undertakers Have Introduced Them, 

bat They Will Not Become Popular. 

The fad for rattan furniture has cavght 
hold of the manufacturers of coffins. Two 
weeks ago it was possible for any individual 
of moderate means to be rocked in a rattan 
cradlé, to sit in a rattan chair, or recline on 
a rattan settee. Now the casket manu- 
facturers have completed the cycle by mak- 
ing rattan coffins of all sizes.

It is surrounded by schools. The section of 
the city in which it lies is one where children 
are as plentiful as ahywhere and schools are 
in demand. But it can lay no legal claim to 
any school in the lot. According to the 
boundaries laid down by the Board of Edu- 
cation it is singled out of all Chicago and 
deprived of the enjoyment of the public 
school system. 

In reality its fate is not so hard, however. 


There is no intentional discrimination 
against the children of the locality. They 


are not cut off from educational advantages 
either because they do not need them or be- 
cause they are not thought worthy. Indeed, 
except on paper they are not cut off from ed- 
ucational advantages at all. The fact that 
they are deprived of them on paper is due to 
what is technically known as a “ slip-up ”’ 
on the part of the Board of Education. 
Enjoys School Advantages. 

A change has recently been made in the 
arrangement of districts in the neighbor- 
hood. It is one of a number of changes 
which have had a tendency to confuse mat- 
ters considerably more than is commonly 
thought desirable. The Grant School, which 
is one of the closest to the apparently un- 
fortunate patch, has suffered honorable 
promotion. It was formerly devoted to prl- 
mary grades only, but not long since was 
raised to the dignity of a grammar school 
and the upper grades were introduced. With 
the rise of the Grant School there came a 
switching around of districts, a consequent 
confusion of boundaries, and the ‘‘ unfortu- 
nate combination of circumstances which 
has so much to account for. 

It is the custom for the Superintendent of 


Schools to arrange the school districts on 


a map ofthe city. He marks the streets lim- 
iting the territory covered by each school 
and turns the map over to his assistants to 
take the boundaries down. After the lim- 
its have been copied the map, like the winds, 
may wander wheresoever it listeth. No one 
wants it any more, for the limits have been 
taken from it. The unfortunate combina- 
tion of circtmstances developed, so mem- 
bers of the board say, during the copying 
of the boundaries. Somewhere.an old line 
was kepi when it should have been disre- 
garded, and the new one which had taken 
its place was made to serve as the limit 
of some other district. In consequence the 
little patch was left uncared for, an illiterate 
wanderer among the highly educated sec- 
tlons surrounding it. 

It is only on the books of the Board of Fa- 
ucation, however, that the fact is observa- 
ble. The people who live in the patch sc 
neglected are not commonly aware of their 
predicament. Their children attend the 
three schools—the Brown, King, and Gran: 
—which would have divided the section 
among them if the boundaries had been 
laid down as planned. In fact, until recently 
the Board of Education had no idea that the 
records did not show the boundaries as they 
should have been shown, as it has never 
pom found necessary to trace them in the 

oks. 


Residents Have No Legal Claim. 

The fact remains, however, that the block 
has no legal claim on any school untill the 
records have been altered. The small chil- 
dren who gave up long days of play at the 
end of the vacation for work in the school- 
room need have done nothing of the kind if 
they had but been careful to look into the 
requirements of the situation first. In the 
eyes of the Board of Education they pos- 
sess the features of both existence and non- 
existence, and by the exercise of ingenuity 
they might have taken advantage of the

no Assessor shall We eligible for re-election until 
four years after the exptration of the term for 
Which he shall be elected. 


Fighting Ten Years Ago.

TO BAR STREET CARS WITH LEAFLETS 


Woodlawn Avenue Protective AssQ- 
ciation Adopts a Unique Plan 
d Warfare. 


A number of citizens of Woodlawn ave- 
nue met Friday evening at the home of F. E. 
Brown, No. 6230 Woodlawn avenue, for the 
purpose of protesting against the laying 
of street car rails in that thoroughfare, 
An organization was effected, to be known 
as the Woodlawn Avenue Protective and 
Improvement Association. F. E. Brown 
presided and E. S. Bailey was Secretary. 

The citizens decided upon a unique method 
of fighting the proposed inroad of the rail- 
way, consisting of ths publication and die- 
tribution of pamphlets setting forth the 
manner in which railway companies are 
said to go about securing signatures to 
frontage petitions, and warning the proper- 
ty-owners against any agents who migat 
call upon them.

The 
quotations on the Stock Exchange at that 
time were in the neighborhood of 222. The 
special committee, whicn has had in charge 
the examination into the Moore Bros.’ fail- 
ure, it is said, has discovered that the entire 
3,000 shares taken by Mr. Doane was sold in 
the account to the Moores, 


Illinois Steel Passes a Dividend. 


The Illinois Steel company has ceased 
paying dividends upon its capital stock for 
the present, as a result of the falling off in 
business. The quarterly dividend for Sep- 
tember was passed at the meeting of the di- 
rectors held in New York Friday. The 
Illinois Steel company has paid no dividends 
since 1898 except two quarterly dividends, 
one of which was declared in February and 
the otherin June. The Ilinois Steel company 
has a capital of $18,650,635. It was organ- 
ized in 1889 as an IIlinols corporation to ac- 
quire the properties known as the North 
Chicago Rolling Mill company, the Union 
Steel company, and the Joliet Steel com- 
pany. It has an authorized capital of $50,- 
000,000, but only the amount named has 
been issued. There is an outstanding dében- 
ture issue of $13,200,000, of which $6,200,000 
may be converted into stock at any time 
upon the application of the holders, The 
debentures bear interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent. Since its organization the Illinois Steel 
company has paid 15 per cent in cash divi- 
dends, 5 per cent in stock, and 13.51 per cent 
in scrip. Dividends were declared by the 
company as follows: 1889 (eight months), 4 


per cent; 1890, 3 per cent in cash and 5 per. 


cent in stock; 1891 and 1892, no dividends; 
1898, 13.51 per vent in scrip and 5 per cent in

According to the report of President Gates 
for the year ending Dec. 31, 1895, the gross 
profits amounted to $1,873,230, with net 
profits of $1,233,266. There was carried for- 
ward from the preceding year a deficit of 
$318,865, leaving undivided profits at the 
time the report was made out of $914,401. 

The Illinois Steel company operates four 
plants.. There is another plant, that known 
as the North Chicago rolling mill, which is 
owned by the Illinois Steel company, hut is 
leased to the Universal Construction com- 
pany, an offshoot of the parent organization. 
The plants owned by the company comprise 
seventeen blast furnaces, four Bessemer 
converting departments, and all the modern 
appliances for the manufacture of iron and 
steel. The company has real estate and 
buildings valued at more than $20,000,000, 
At the time of the last statement the com- 
pany had $2,630,000 in railroad stocks and 
bonds, $8,332,751 in material and supplies. 
$4,664,248 in accounts receivable, and 
63.419 500 in other investments. 


Barber Makes No Statement. 

O. C. Barber, President of the Diamond 
Match company, reached Chicago yesterday 
morning and spent the day at the headquar- 
ters of the Diamond Match company in the 
Pullman Building. Mr. Barber said he had 
no statement to make regarding the condi- 
tion of the company’s affairs in advance of 
the meeting of directors ta be held tomorrow. 
He would n@ discuss in detail the condition 
of the European contracts, which have been 
under negotiation, further than to say the 
affairs of the company on the other side were 
in satisfactory shape and that he looked for 
important developments before the end of 
the year. No information is given out as to 
who will go on the Board of Directors to take 
the place of those who are expected to re- 
sign tomorrow. Mr. Pullman and Mr, Ar- 
mour will be represented, however, and an 
effort is being made to have them serve per- 
sonally upon the board. In the event Mr. 
Armour does not care to become a director 
it is probable P. A. Valentine will represent 
him. 

The Chicago Stock and Mining Board closed 
its doors indefinitely on Wednesday of last 
week. There was a call that day, and after 
it had ended there was a meeting of the 
Board of Directors and it was decided it was 
useless to continue the daily calls in the ab- 
sence of any business. The board is not 
bankrupt and it is not because of a stress of 
finances that this action was taken. At the 
time of the formation of the Chicago Mineral 
and Mining Board, as it was first called, ap- 
plications for membership were numerous, 
and as each one was called upon to make a 
payment of $250 for membership the board 
accumulated a considerable fund. The rent of 
its rooms in the New York Life Insurance 
Building is paid up to next May and there is 
a considerable fund invested in good securi- 
ties. The rooms will be kept open until it is 
decided what shall be done in the way of re- 
suming business after the election, The ef- 
fort which was made to have local stocks 
traded in on the floor of the exchange while 
the Chicago Stock Exchange was closed did 
not prove successful. John Marder is Presi- 
dent of the board and Henry Burkholder ts 
Secretary. 

The Bank of Nova Scotia has ordered 
$500,000.in gold from London, and it will be 
shipped by the steamer, sailing from Liver- 
pool Wednesday of this week. This will 
make $750,000 for this institution alone. 
President Samuel Insull of the Chicago Edi- 
fon company has completed the arrange- 
ment for the sale of the $1,200,000 of new 5 
per cent bonds of that company for gold, and 
he ts expected to sail on the Wednesday boat. 
The gold in payment for the bonds will, it is 
expected, come on the same steamer. This 
wilt give Chicago banks $1,700,000 in gold in 
ofie week.

The election of Abraham Lincoln in 186) 
to the Presidency was due not so much to 
the intellectual abilities of the,shrewd poli- 
ticlans of his party as to the plain, practical, 
untiring, dauntless zeal of the people gath- 
ered into organizations known as the Wide 
Awakes. It is, perhaps, doubtful whether 
without the aid of this army of trained 
bands Mr. Lincoln could have been elected; 


dor the best of principles without the sup- 
port of efficiently or 


ized force seldom 
win against the work of principles so sup- 
ported. The Democracy had plenty of the 
Jatter and the innings besides. An incident 
that was like an inspiration gave the Re- 
publicans what they needed to work out vic- 
tory, and the result was the success of the 
most unique, as it certainly was the most 
fateful, campaign in the political history of 
the country. No genius in schemes and no 
Napoleon in politics could have planned such 
utilization of voters nor led them to such a 
triumph as came through the Wide Awake 
crusaders of 1860. They were the mobiliza- 
tion of ardent and enthusiastic voters, of 
men firm in the creed of their party and not 
at all afraid of the consequences prophesied 
by their opponents; they were the prelim- 
inary tests of the material that was to make 
up much of the grand armies of the civil 
war. Men and principles have changed since 
the stirring days of 1860. Advanced jour- 
nallsm and advanced thought would proba- 
bly make it impossible to reproduce the 
Wide Awakes, for they might now be re- 
garded as men devoted to child’s play, 
though in Lincoln's time the members were 
mostly of serious mind, looking into the fut- 
ure and, in compact masses, educating the 
people to the vital signiffcance of the strug- 
gle on hand. 

Of course—as is usual in all movements of 
national importance—Chicago had a great 
deal to. do—in fact, did more than any other 
city—in starting, spreading, and inciting the 
efficiency and vim, especially throughout 
the West, of the Wide Awakes, and was en- 
titled to more credit than it received for its 


the idea it neverthless instantly se‘zed upon 
and propagated it in a vast stretch of thickly 
populated territory, and took the best of 
care to prevent any weakening of public in- 
terest in the plans for its success. The con- 
ception of the Wide Awakes was not in one 
human brain; it was, to put it in Darwinian

street fight in Hartford, Conn., and in the 

following way: , 
Formation of the Wide Awakes. 


The Hon. Cassius M. Clay was to address. 


| the Repyblicans of Hartford the night of 
Feb. 25, 1860. A number of erthustfastic 


young men of that party and city, in schem- 
ing as to the best way in which to escort the 
distinguished orator, decided to borréw for 
the occasion the torches of a city fire com- 
pany. To protect themselves from any oil 
that might drip they procured capes and caps 
made of glazed cloth. The procession, so ar- 
rayed, was so novel and picturesque it at- 
tracted general attention; but it so aroused 
the anger of a Democrat that he attacked 
one of the escort, and for his trouble was 
knocked down and out with atorch. An 
indignation meeting of the escort. was held 
that evening, aud it was resolved to forma 
club, limited in numbers, the members of 
which, equipped with torches, capes, and 
caps, shouid be ready at any time to act as 
escort, or to parade, in the cause of the 
Republican party. The first fruit of this 
purpose caine March 3, when a meeting was 


held and the first Wide-Awake club was | 


formed. It comprised fifty members. James 
8. Chacker, the man who had knocked over 
the angry Democrat, was ma je captain, a 
constitution and by-laws were framed, and 
officers elected. Thus came into existence 
the first company of the great army that 
conquered through bloodless battles. 

The Democratic papers of Hartford made 
fun of the club and dubted it the“ Mantilla 
Cadets,” asserted that its members were 
“Fifty Infants, whose mammas didn’t 
know they were out,“ and suggested that 
to keep them in good humor “a stick of 
candy be presented to each one.“ But 
sneers, and jeers, and jibes did not daunt 
the first Wide Awakes; in fact, they thrived 
upon the sarcasms of their enemies, for 
when the club met again, three days after 
organizing, the limitation as to the number 
cof members had to be removed, so numerous 
were the applications for admission; and 
there were hundreds in the company when 
it had its lirst parade a few days later. 
From this time oi. the scheme spread like 
wildfire. Wide Awake clubs, made up of 
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men of all ages, businesses and conditions 
of society, were organized in most of the 
larger towns of Connecticut. At the dedica- 
tion of a camp in Hartford March 27 over 
2,000 members of sven clubs were in the pro- 
cession. So vovel was this plan of politi-al 
organization that letters of inquiry «bout 


| it from. people ir the New England States 


inundated the Secretary of the original as- 
sociation, and at one time he had over 800 
of such communications on file for atten- 
tion. 


Wide Awakes in Illinois. 


It was not necessary for out West” Re- 
publican clubs to apply to the Hartford 
Wide Awakes’ secretary, for the ink on the 
returns of the Apri: elections in Connecticut 
was hardly dry when THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
(then the Press and Tribune) gave spe- 
cial attention to this new, and what prom- 
ised to become powerful, auxiliary in the 
political struggle of the year. It published 
a great deal of in:torm.tion upon the sub- 
ject, urging continually the formation of 
such companies everywhere in the West. 
As an immediate result the Chicago Wide 
Awake club came into existence. It wasthe 
first club formed outside of Connecticut and 
the first with special reference to a Presi- 
dential election. The moving spirit in its 
creation was Col. William S. Johnston, Jun- 
ior Commandant. When he resigned, Aug. 
29, 1860, he was ccmplimented with a reso- 
iution which thanked him for having among 
other things “ lighted the torch from which 
thousands of others scattered all over these 
Western prairies have been lighted.’ This 
company improved its golden opportunities. 
It did escort duty on the arrival of the vari- 
ous delegations to the National Republican 
convention in Chicago in May, 1860, and its 
soldier-like drill, natty uniforms, and the 
spleadid music of its bands made delegates, 
visitors, and citizens fall over each other 
in their enthusiasm. The delegates and vis- 
itors realized the effectiveness of such a 
combination of play and work. Some of the 
New-Englanders had heard of, but never 
seen, a Wide Awake, and those from the 
South and from Pennsylvania had not even 
heard of them, but all of the people re- 
turned home and begar to profit by Chica- 
go's object lesson by forming Wide Awake 
companies in their own towns. Within two 
months from the first organization in this 
city it had, as an example of what might 
and ought to be done in this way, become 
the progenitor of thousands of bands of 
Wide Awakes in eight Western States.

Chicago did not stop with one company. 
By September there were eight of them, and 
efforts were made to have at least one for 
each ward. Appeals for recruits were nu- 
merous. Capt. William Hutchings wanted 
every member of the Central club to attend 
a<meeting and“ bring at least one candidate 
for m@mbership.’’ Commandant Samuel R. 
Raymond said: “ Rally, West-Siders, and 
let us give Seward such a reception as will 
do honor to the West Side.“ President J. J. 


Richards of the Chicago club remarks that 


All who wish to take stock in Lincoln’s 
election“ are “ cordially invited to join the 


first club formed west of New England.” : 


This club was after an increase of mem- 
bers, for in a public appeai the Commandant 
has a tone of upbraid'‘ng, declaring that 
“it is a painful but uncontrovertible fact 
that we have net performed our whole duty 
in the matter of Wide Awakes. Within forty 
miles of this city are towns and villages, 
according to the ratio of population and the 
Republican vote, that have left us far, far 
in the rear in numbers.“ He begged the mem- 
bers of the company to labor for an increase, 
and undoubtedly his prayer was answered. 
Rapacious rivalry and incessant activity 
characterized these clubs. Each wanted to 
outdo the rest in trimbers, in proficiency of 
drill, and in the impressiveness of its turn- 
out. There was always something to be 
done. Daily calls were published for street 
parade,“ for“ drill,” for“ serenade duty.“ 
duty.“ atd for “ meetings” 
where speakers would bein attendance, such 
asa Wide Awake gathering advertised. with 
* Willlam B. Ogden, N. B. Judd, and others 
on hand. Two bands, and the Wide Awakes 
will also sing some of their campaign songs.“ 
“All the Wide Awakes in the city, irre- 
spective of party or organtzation,“ were re- 
quested to meet and escort the Prince of 
Wales from the depot to the hotel. The 
Hon. N. P. Ranks stopped at the Tremont 
Hotel, and 5090 Wide Awakes. with two brass 
bands and Frank Lumbard at their head. 
lincd up on Lake street and took the states- 
man by that surprise which attends the ex- 
pected. Chicargo-was always having! dis- 
tinewished speakers for“ monster mass- 
meetings.“ The Wide Awakes were always 
there, more or less of them, and gloomy in- 
deed were the nights when some of the dim- 
ly lighted streets did not blossom into hou- 
quets of torches, quiver under the march- 
ing feet. and echo the roar of an implacahle 
brass band as these Wide Awakes escorted 
the orator of the evening. The people 
never wearted of these shows. They came 
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in from outer parts of the city to see and 
hear, and somehow they did not forgot what 
they saw and heard. 
Seward Demonstration in Chicago.: 
The Seward demonstration, Oct. 20, was 
the greatest effort” of their brief exist- 
ence, Chicago did the best it could, but the 


“e6untfy unloaded its cohorts of torchbearers 


until, when the night came, it seemed as if 
the streets were on fire and the sky had lost 
its diamond points. The Wide Awakes were 
out by the thousands—perhaps 15,000—for 
who could count them? The Republican 
party of the Northwest had been invited to 
this feast. It was expected that every Con- 
gressional district would be represented by 
a delegation of Wide Awakes. Our latch 
string hangs out,“ said the Committee of In- 
vitation, ‘‘and there will be room for all.“ 
The ladies had prepared a splendid banner 
for the Jergest club in line—Chicago being 
modestly omitted—and that was a great in- 
centive for the country companies. The 
country towns felt the influence of this spec- 
tacular feature in politics. Illinois was be- 
ing ‘“‘ stumped” by some of the best ready- 
eloquent orators of the time. Wherever 
William H. Seward went he spoke, and 
wherever he spoke the flambeaux of the 
Wide Awakes lighted his pathway. But 
when Richard Yates, Leonard Swett. Owen 
Lovejoy, Timothy O. Howe, I. N. Arnold, 
jovial Joe Knox, and a score of others got 
into the “rural districts’’ the town men 
and the farmer boys showed a strength of 
Republicanism that chipped away an ora- 
tor’s breath. There were Wide Awakes 
everywhere, and everywhere was heard, 
whistled, or sung, or blown through brazen 
trumpets, the tune of that roaring, rousing 
chorus: 
Ain't I glad I joined the Wide Awakes, 
Joined the Wide Awakes, 
Joined the Wide Awakes; 
Ain't I glad I joined the Wide Awakes, 

Down in Illinoy? 

The words and the tune must have warmed 
up icy cold Charles Francis Adams, Gov. 
Bingham of Michigan, and Tom Ewing, the 
“old salt boiler,” as thousands of voices 
gave vent to their joy for a result so insig- 
nificant personally, but indescribably im- 
portant to the success of the Republican 
party. He was a mighty lonesome Repub- 
lican vpter who did not join the Wide 
Awakes, either in Illinois or some other 
State; for the women became something of 
politicians, attending club meetings, mass- 
meetings, and torchlight processions, help- 
ing to make flags and uniforms, becoming 


; 


a picnic provider when the clubs had to have 
rations, and perhaps acting as chaplain 
when a prayer seemed likely to be ad- 
vantageous, but ever and always talking 
and working for Lincoln. So the man who 
was not with the Wide Awakes of his town 
was in a rather isolated position. 

There is nothing perplexing in the shape 
which bothesocial and political affairs as- 
sumed during the few working months of 
the campaign of 1860. Party — * les and 


party views were discussed at home as 


‘well as on the platform, because the om- 


nipresent Wide Awakes brought them there; 
and before the end of the struggle the North 
was one great school of politics, with the 
Wide Awake either as the most persistent 
scholar or the most indefatigable teacher. 

In his well oiled regimentals the Wide 
Awake was picturesque by day or night. 
The usual uniform—color according to agree- 
ment—was a cape of enameled cloth coming 
down below the waist and a military cap 
of the same material. The officers wore 
cape overcoats of this cloth and carried col- 
ored lanterns or else a baton, The lamp, of 
plain or colored glass, swung on pivots, and 
was attached to a staff meant to symbolize 
a rail. A small American flag, on which 
was printed the names of Lincoln and Ham- 
lin, was affixed to the staff just beneath the 
lamp. The drill masters were, as far ak pos- 
sible, men with some knowledge of the 
elementary evolutions in light infantry, and 
proficiency in the meager tactics was usu- 
ally a matter of individual and company 
pride, constant competition spurring mem- 
bers to do their best. Thus the sight became 
a grand one when a thousand or more of 
these trained torch-bearers filled a street 
with ever-changing lines of light—a tapestry 
of shining motion. One excellent result of 
these drills was the teaching the A BC of 
army life to men, many of whom in less 
than a year substituted musket for torch, 
and for the tramp of gala parade the meas- 
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spread of a purpose that seemed animated 
by fanaticism, alarmed suspicious and ap- 
prehensive Democrats, and they told stories 
right and left that the Wide Aw would 
in the event of Mr. Lincoln's election be- 
come the army and navy of the country; and 
that they would prévent by force of arms 
the then threatened on of States. No 
assertion could have been farther from the 
truth. The Wide Awakes sought, first of 


all, fraternalism in politics. The preamble 


of the constitution of the first (Hartford) 
company, which was copied to a great ex- 
tent by others, declared devotion to the Con- 
stitution of the Nkhtion, opposition to inter- 
ference with slavery in States where it 
legally existed, and ‘‘an wnalterable deter- 
mination” to oppose, by .constitutional 
means, its further extension. The at pur- 
pose of this brotherhood was to effect the 
election of Abraham Lincoln. They used the 
logic of history and the menaces of the then 
gloomy condition of affairs. There was no 
secrecy, no initiation, no pass-words, no 
grips: all was open sailing. There was the 
creation of an army, not of fighting soldiers, 
but of voters, drilled in brain and body. 
That unparalleled army won the decisive 
victory. The results the whole world felt. 

When the campaign of 1860 was ended 
over 500,000 Wide Awakes rested from_the 
pomp and parade of political strife. They 
had played a prominent part in = Nm — 
about the election of Mr. Lincoln. Without 
their drilled forces and their unification of 
individual strength, purpose, and influence 
the Republican party might have been de- 
feated. As the last votes were dropped into 
the ballot-boxes the army fell to pieces, 
vanished, was lost. It had accomplished 
the purposes of its organization. When, a 
few months later, the civil war began, the 
Wide Awake swung the musket instead of 
the torch and marched to fields of battle 
instead of down the streets of peaceful 
towns. In times ef peace he had unwittingly 
prepared for war. :

Pictures of Two Speeches, 

The two speeches pictured are Maj. Me- 
Kinley’s speech accepting the Presidential 
nomination and Mr. Bryan’s oratorical effort 
at the Chicago convention. Never were two 
speeches more utterly dissimilar in every 
way. Maj. McKinley’s was a thoughtful and 
dispassionate, though feeling, utterance on 
the occasion-of receiVing a great honor. It 
was spoken without any great striving for 
oratorical effect, much in the manner that 
Lincoln delivered his addresses. Mr. Bry- 
an’s speech was almost wholly a striving for 
emotional awakening, looking more especial- 
ly to stirring oratorical expression than to 
the ideas expressed. But on the cylinders 
only an expert could tell one from the other, 
and perhaps even the expert would fail in his 
purpose. 

The parts of the two speeches on the sec- 
tions of the cylinders pictured are perhaps 
the best-known extracts from each. They 
are the opening words of Maj. McKinley’s 
address and the four most brilliant para- 
graphs from Mr. Bryan’s effort. Maj. Mc- 
Kinley’s words are prefaced by the sentence: 

“Speech of Maj. McKinley in acctpting 
the nomination for President of the United 
States.“ 5 

Then follow the opening words of the ad- 
dress: 

„ Senator Thurston and Gentlemen of the 
Notification Committee of the Republican 
National Convention: To be selected as their 
Presidential candidate by a great party con- 
vention, representing so vast a number of 
the people of the United States, is a most dis- 
tinguished honor, for which I would not con- 
ceal my high appreciation, although deeply 
sensible of the great responsibilities of the 
trust and my inability to bear them without 
the generous and constant support of my 
feliow-countrymen. ‘ 

“Great as ts the honor conferred, equally 
arduous and important is the duty imposed, 
and in accepting the one I assume the other, 
relying upon the patriotic devotion of the 
people to the best interests of our beloved 
country and the sustaining care and aid of 
him without whose support all we do is 
empty and vain.” 

The extract from Mr. Bryan's speech is as 
follows: 

„We do not come as aggressors. Our war 


is not a war of conquest. Weare fighting in 
the defense of our homes, our families, and 
posterity. We have petitioned and our pe- 
titions have been scorned. We have en- 
treated and our entreaties have been disre- 
garded. We have begged, and they have 
mocked, and our calamity came.

All the rest of the cylinder is devoted to 
prolonged and uproarious applause, which in 
the phonograph sounds like a keg of nails 
rolling down an uneven flight of stairs. 

Phonograph in Politics. 

Up to the present time the phonograph in 
its relation to the Presidential campaign has 
been merely a commercial commodity. Its 
position is entirely non-partisan, and he who 
would hear Mr. Bryan’s wordy eloquence 
crucify gold on a cross of silver can do so 
at the same price he would pay to listen 
to the patriotic and conservative utterances 
of Maj. McKinley. There is a chance, how- 
ever, that the busy little instrument which 
never tires nor becomes hoarse of voice 
may rise above the level of trade. Recom- 
mendations have already been made to the 
political parties for ita adoption as a regu- 
lar campaign speaker. It has been sug- 
gested that phonographs.might be valuably 
used in the country schools throughout the 
State, when their location is in isolated dis- 
trjcts, not likely to be visited by the cam- 
paign speakers of the party. In this way 
the children would not have to accept the 
burning words of the party leaders second- 


hand, but would get them in original pack-.- 


ages, and just as they came from the 
mouths of the chief actors in the Presi- 
dential drama. 

Another use suggested by the promoters 
of the phonograph idea for electioneering 
purposes is that they be put into use to 
spread through the rural settlements the 
golden (or silvery) notes of the campaign 
songs. While the distant villages are 
usually prolific in campaign talkers, they 
are generally wofully lacking in cam- 
paign singers and campaign songs. In- 
deed, a proposition has been made to put 
about 100 phonographs into commission and 
start out a few dozen men, charged with the 
task of automatically arguing the unde- 
cided into pinning their faith to either one 
or the other of the two great issues at stake. 

The phonograph idea as a campaign ad- 
junct has many points in its favor. It has 
the advantage of placing a time limit on the 
speeches to be unreel It would circum- 
vent the evil of limiting a budding orator 
to four minutes, and having him, instead, 
talk half an hour, and thereby crowd out 
the veteran speakers waiting for their turn 
at bat. With the brake attached to the 
instrument the line of discourse could be 
promptly and neatly severed with no at- 
tendant dangers of a riot, which would cer- 
tainly be caused if the Chairman of a cam- 
paign meeting attempted to put a physical

‘CAN THESE LETTERS BE AUTHENTIC? 


Theologians Admit the Probability 
Christ Corresponded with Abgarus. 
The story from Georgia will no doubt in- 

spire incredulity. The reader will at once 
say: Who ever heard of Christ having writ- 
ten any letters? And how, after the lapse of 
centuries, could such a letter be in a state of 
preservation which would enable any one to 
decipher it and pronounce it with any au- 
thority as the work of Jesus Christ? 

All this may be true, and yet, strange as it 
may seem, there is a plausible explanation, 
and one which is, no doubt, the true one. 
Why should the assertion, in the first place, 
be so utterly beyond belief? Is it not a very 
plausible P&sertion to make, that, granting 
our Lord did write letters, they would have 
been hoarded and guarded with more than 
produce manuscripts 
written by Homer, by Euripides, and — 
written by the Apostles? 


Proofs That Christ Wrote. 

Then, again, why should the idea that 
Christ wrote letters be so incredible? The 
fishermen whom he gathered around him as 
disciples were ignorant, humble men, until 
enlightened by the Holy Ghost. And if he 
could perform that miracle, is it extraor- 
dinary to claim that he himself wrote? Of 
course, we always associate his teachings 
and his parables with speech, as we read, 

He spoke to the multitude.” Yet it follows 
very naturally that he might have written 
and there are almost positive proofs that he 


did write. 


Then why should not a letter written by 
such a hand, apart from any miraculous 
agency, have been in a state of preservation 
when codices and palimpsests have been 
found that clearly date one or two hundred 
years after his death and are perfectly leg- 
ible?

divine hand would have been treasured by 
the faithful. It was probably given by the 
finder to some Nazarene, and in turn handed 
over to some priest, who finally gave it into 
the keeping of some holy man, a monk or 
hermit, until in the end, it found refuge and 
safe keeping in some convent. In this way 
it might have gone from one to another for 
one or two hundred years. The most likely 
place for such a precious document to be 
stored was in the old convent on top of Mount 
Sinai. ; 
Stored on Mount Sinai. 


The Rev. Camden M. Cobern, Ph.D., Ann 
Arbor, Mich., is my authority for my state- 
ment that this old convent is the most likely 
place in which the present letter might have 
been found. He says: 

It is a strange thing, one of the romances 
of history, perhaps we might say one of the 
divinely foreordained synchronisms of his- 
tory, that the mountain that gave to the 
Israelites and to all nations the law that Is 
today the basis of the laws of all civiljzed 
countries should in these last times give to 
the world the gospel. Sinai is the mountain 
from which God has sent forth the proof, 
hidden.there for more than 1,000 years, that 
the record which the New Testament bears 
of his Son is not a cunningly devised fable, 
but a record of facts that were not done in 
a corner.

ago, so near the origins of Christianity that 
choice manuscripts might easily have been 
hidden within its safe walls—manuscripts 
so old that they might have been written 
by those who had seen the autographs of 
Jesus Christ and his Apostles. Even before 
the convent was built Mount Sinai was a 
holy place, with a church to which the 
Christians even then made pilgrimages.

Testament was discovered there by Tischen- 
dort and is now the most treasured pos- 
session of the Russian Government.

His father,’Lord Runswick, fell desperate- 
ly in love with the beautiful Antoinette 
Josselin after his own wife had gone hope- 
lessly mad. He failed to obtain a divorce, 
naturally; Antoinette was as much in love 
with him, and they lived together as man 
and wife, and Barty was born. They were 
said to be the handsomest couple in Paris, 
and immensely popular among all who knew 
them, though, of course, society did not 
open its doors to la belle Madame de Rons-. 
vic, as she was called. 

She was the daughter of poor fisher-folk 
in Le Pollet, Dieppe. I, with Barty for a 
guide, have seen the lowly dwelling where 
her infancy and childhood were spent, and 
which Barty remembered well, and also such 
of her kin as were still alive in 1870, and 
felt it was good to come of such a race, 
humble as they were. They were physically 
splendid people, almost as, splendid as Barty 
himself: and, as I was told by many who 
knew them well, as good to know and live 
with as they were good to look at—all that 
was easy to see—and their manners were 
delightful. -: 

Whei Antoinette was 12 she went to stay 
in Paris with her uncle and aunt, who were 
concierges to Prince Scorchakoff in the Rue 
du Faubourg St. Honoré, next door, or next 
door but one, to the Elysée Bourbon, as it 
was called then. And there the Princess 
took a fancy to her and had her carefully 
educated, especially in music, for the child 
had a charming voice and a great musical 
talent, besides being beautiful to the eye— 
gifts which her son inherited. 

Then she became for three or four years 
a pupil at the Conservatoire, and finally 
went on the stage, and was soon one of the 
most brilliant stars of the Parisian theater 
at its most brilliant period. 

There she met the handsome English 
Lord, who was 40, and they fell in love with 
each other, and all happened as I have 


told. 


Lord Archibald Rohan, Lord Runswick’s 
brother, came to France to see Barty after 
the death of his parents and was so pleased 
with him that he took him back to En- 
gland and adopted him as his own. Lady 
Archibald, too, fell in love with the child at 
first sight and fed him on crumpets and 
buttered toast. In return he danced for her 
and sang her a little ditty in praise of wine 
and women, which began:

Angelic Beauty of Barty. 


Du Maurier, as I have already mentioried, 
speaks of Barty in the same extravagant 
way that he spoke of Trilby. Indeed, Barty 
seems to have been a sort of Trilby: 

In the first place, his beauty was abso- 
lutely angelic, as will be readily believed 
by all who have known him since. The mere 
sight of him as a boy made people pity his 
father and mother for being dead! 

“Then he had a charming gift of singing 
little French and English ditties, comic o1 
touching, with his delightful fresh young 
pipe, and accompanying himself quite nicely 
on either piano or guitar without really 
knowing a note of music. Then he could 
draw caricatures that we boys thought 
inimitable, much funnier than Cham’s or 
Bertall’s or Gavarni’s, and collected and 
treasured up. I have dozens of them now 
they make me laugh still, and bring back 
memories of which the charm is indescriba- 
ble: and their pathos, to me!“ 

Barty, also like Trilby, was not without 
some occult gifts, for instance: 

„His sense of hearing was also excep- 
tionally keen. He could hear a watch tick 
in the next room, and perceive very high 
sounds to which ordinary ears are deaf 
(this was found out later); and when we 
played blind-man's buff on a rainy day, he 
could, blindfolded, tell everybody he caught 
hold of—not by feeling him all over like the 
rest of us, but by the mere smell of his hair, 
or his hands, or his blouse! No wonder he 
was so much more alive than the rest of us! 
According to the amlable, modest, polite, del- 
icately humorous and ever tolerant and con- 
siderate Prof. Max Nordau, this perfection 
of the olfactory sense proclaims poor Barty 
a degenerate! [ only wish there were a few 
more like bim ard that I were a little more 
like him my#se?*. 

„By the way, how . young Germany 
must feel of its enlightened Max, and how 
fond of him to be sure! Mes compliments}, 

“But the most astounding thing of all (it 
seems incredible, but all the world knows it 
by this time, and ft will be accounted for 
later on) is that at certain times and sea. 
sons Barty knew by an infallible instinct 
where the north was, to a point.

Weak and Sore Wrists Follow the Dis- 
carding of the Brake—Testimeny 
ef Wheelwomen Who Have Suf- 
fered from the Trouble—How to 
Aveid the Effect of the Handle- 
Bar’s Vibration—What a Physician 
Says. , 


HERE has recently come to light an 
affliction among bicyclists which has 
resulted in changing the opinion of a 
good many riders as to the advisa- 

bility of back-pedaling, instead of using a 
brake, when they wish to stop their wheels, 
says the New York Sun. 

Scarcely more than\a year ago brakes 
were as common on bicycles as they are un- 
common now, and before that time nearly 
every wheelman regarded them as a neces- 
sity. In the craze for lighter wheels the 


brake was treated like all the other parts 
of a bicycle which, it was thought, could be 


removed without seriously interfering with 
the machine's use; it was taken off. Tosup- 
ply the function it performed back-pedal- 
ing was practiced, and the knack of stop- 
ping a wheel with the feet, instead of with 


a hand brake as before, was very generally 


acquired. Many cyclists have become so 
handy at back-pedaling that they now see 
absolutely no need of any other means of 
slackening their pace, whether on level 
ground or descending a hill; but there are 
many other riders who look upon a brake 


as the most necessary of a wheel’s attach- 


ments. 
When the “ bicycle hand was complained 
of last December it was attributed to unduly 


gripping the handle bar and the constant 
vibrating of the latter; and the numbness 


which resulted was thought to be partly 
caused by climbing hills, when the handles 
were held more tightly than at other times. 
The bicycle hand seemed to exist chiefly 
among male riders who took long and fa- 
tiguing runs. Little complaint of the sort 
has come from women cyclists until lately. 
Now, however, there are women who say 
that they suffer from sore and, frequently, 
swollen wrists, which occasion a good deal 
of discomfort. The cause of the trouble they 
ascribe to the tight grasp and frequent lift- 
ing on the handles whichis incident to back- 
pedaling. A young woman on the west side 
who discarded her brake the first of the sea- 
son, has this to say about her case: 


Lays It to Back-Pedaling. 


The idea of doing without a brake struck 
me as a good one, and I had my brake re- 
moved. I found it easy enough to stop my 
wheel without it, and there was a novelty in 
back-pedaling instead of having to grab for 
a brake whenever I wanted to slow down. 
That was several months ago. Now I’m go- 
ing to. have the brake back again in short 
order. Why? I have just found out what 
has made my wrists so weak and painful all 
summer. I didn’t once think that detaching 
the brake from my wheel had anything to 
do with it until I was speaking the other 
day with a friend who is troubled in the same 
way. She had also been doing without a 
brake. Neither. of us ever took very long 
rides, and it was hard to see how the trouble 
could result from cycling. But we began to 
compare notes, and finally we drifted onto 
the brake question. My friend much pre- 
ferred back-pedaling to using a brake, ‘ but,’ 
said she, ‘my wrists get awfully tired pull- 
ing up on the handle bar.’ ‘ So do mine,’ 
said I, ‘and I’m going to stop doing it.“ The 
next day I made the experiment. It was im- 
possible for me to make a quick stop by not 
lifting on the handles, but I was determined 
to run the risk. When I got back from the 
ride my wrists was as strong and well as 
they were when I started. The next day I 
repeated the experiment and was convinced 
that I had found the secret of my trouble. 
That settled back-pedaling for me. My 
friend has profited by my experience and 
now has her old brake back again.“ 

Another young woman, who joined in the 
opposition to brakes which was so strong 
last February, has had reason, according to 


her own story, to reverse her notion con- 


cerning them. She rides a great deal on the 
busy thoroughfares of the city, and, until 
quite recently, has prided herself on her 
skill in the art of back-pedaling. She ex- 
plained to a Sun reporter her reason for dis- 
continuing the practice.
